Tim Roll of Battle Abbey, the earliest record of the Normans, has at 
all times been regarded witli deep interest, b; the principal fkmilies of the 
kingdom — by those who shew descent directly from the chiefs of the Con- 
queror's host, as wdl as by those who indirectly establish a similar lineage. 

The Abbey of Battle, a memorial of one of the most important events in 
English history, was erected upon a plain called Heathfield, about seven 
miles distant from Hastings, in fulfilment of a vow made by the Conqaeror 
prior to the battle whicn won for him the diadem of England. Within 
a year, the fbundation was laid on the very spot where the battle of Hastings 
bad been fought, and but a brief period subsequently passed, until the Mo- 
nastery itself arose in all its magnificence, richly endowed and highly privi- 
leged, dedicated to the honour of the Holy Trinity and St. Martin, the high 
altar standing where Harold and the Saxon standard fell. The Conqueror 
at first designed that this great religious House should accommodate one 
hundred and forty monks, but provision appears to have been made for sixty 
only. The first community, a society of Benedictines, came from Marmon- 
stier, in Normandy, and were enjoined to pray for those who died in the 
battle, and to preserve a Authful record of alt who shared in the glory of the 
victory. Thus arose the Abbey of Battle, and thus the Roll of Battle 
Abbey. 

The endowments of the royal founder upon the Abbey and the holy 
Brethren, were in the extreme uberal and munificent. Aldsiston in Sussex, 
Lymafield in Surrey, How in Essex, Craumere in Oion, and Briswalderton 
in Berks, together with a league of land around the bouse itself were but a 



portion of their vast dom^ns. They had beside the churches of Radings 
and Colunton, in Devon, and St. Olavc, in Eseter. The immunities they 
enjoyed were alike considerable. Their grand charter exempted the brethren 
of Battle from episcopal jurisdiction, treasure-trove, and free wanen. The 
Abbot wore the Mitre, and was invested with a power to pardon any felon 
whom he might chance to meet with going to execution. From foundation 
to dissolution the Abbey of Battle had a succession of thirty-one mitred 
Abbots; the last, John Ilammond, was chosen in 1529. The site of the 
dissolved abbey was Kranied by Henry VIII. to Richard Gilmer, who sold 
tb(> estate to &r Anthony Browne, from whose descendants, the Brownes, 
Viscounts MontSigue, the abbey and lands passed again by sale to Sir Thomas 
Webster, Bart., in whose family they are yet vested. The still extant ruins, 
computed at not less than a mile of ground, bear ample testimony to the 
splendour and magnificence of the celebrated Monastery of Battle. 

The Table contfuning the tbllowiiig names was fMnierly suspended in the 
Abbey, with this inscription : —

:inR these AonotalioDS, we deem it right to observe that mnch 
doubt has been thrann upoB the accuracv of the Roll of Battle Abbey, bo 
far at least as it nay be regarded a» the Muater Roll of the Nonneui chiefs 
who survived the field of Hastingft, there being more tbao Buapicion that its 
holy gnardiaus felt slight qualm at interpolatioD, when by that means thev 
could propitiate the favour of some anticipated wealthy benefactor, or gratily 
the pride of some potent steel-clad baron. A recent writer endeavours, 
thus eloquently, to excuse the laxity of this celebrated record. " It was 
DO unworthy pride," says Mr. WarbuHon," " that would introduce a 
little of Ihe Norman sap into the Family tree. And if to effect such 
an object, HiHtory be sometime twisted, and Heraldry Buborned, let us 
lock with indulgent eyes. Even at this day, in a country where tides com* 
mand so much respect fiom the general worth of those who bear them, Nor- 
man Blood is the proudest boaat, and Norman features the proudest tUstinc- 
tion." The document is at all events one of monkish times, and has 
always been held in high eatimation by the ancient chroniclers. Grafton 
calls the list he publishes, " The Names of the Gentlemen that carae ' 
out of Normandy with William, Duke of that Prouynce, when he conquered 
the noble Realme of England ; the which he states that he took out of an aun- 
cient Recordethathe had of Clarenceux King of Armea." And Stow asserts, 
that his Catalogue is transcribed from "A Table sometime in Battaille 
Abbey." Guilliain Tayleur, too, a Norman historian, who could not have 
had any communication with the monks of Battle, has given a copy of the 
Muster-Roll, according in most particulars with the list we have inserted. 

The following details refer briefly to those soldiers of the conquest, of whom 
any authentic bistory remmns, or from whom descendants may be traced. 
The information, meagre though it may he, will not he deemed valueless or 
uninteresting, by those through whose veins the Norman blood Save, and in 
whose breast the Norman spirit breathes. " On that soil," we again quote 
fh>m Mr. Wariiurton's able work, "on that soil where they fiied their final 
home, the influences of Rollo and his race abide in monuments more endur- 
ing and worthier than Castles or Abbeys. In the skill that tames the 
war-faorsc — in the couruge that ' rules the wave' — in the energies, the perse- 
verance, the honour, the piety of the English people. 

" Nor have those influences suffered diminution from the wear of eight 
hundred years. There is a vitality in the Norman spirit, on which time seems 
to have no power. Such as it was the day afrer Hastmga, such is it now. Then 
it inspired toe Norman Knight— it now breathesin the English Gentleman." 

* Rollo and His Back, or Footsteps of the Normans, by Acton Warbniton 
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Anif ARLB, or AtBBUAXut. — This 
deBignatioQ refere, in all probability, 
to Odo (brother-in-law of the Con- 

reror), who waB atjled D'Aumarle, 
m bis poMeision of the cit; of 
Aumarle, m Normand;, which he 
held from the Archbishop of Roueo, 
on the condition that, in all expedi- 
tioDB where that Prelate went in 



the battle of Hastinge, Odo received 
a large share of the forfeited lands, 
amongothers, the lordship of Bytham 
in Lincolnihire, and the county or 
Gsrldom of HoIdemeBa. He died in 
1096. His grandson, William le 
Gros, third Earl of Albemarle, Chief 
Commander at the battle of the 
Standard, was rewarded for his gal- 
lantrv on that occasion, with the 
Earldom of Yorkshire : be died in 
1179, learing two daughters, his 
coheirs, Hawvse, m. first, to Williato 
de Manderille, Earl of Essex ; and, 
secondlv, to William de Fortibus ; 
and Amicia m. to Eaton. 

AocouKX. — The second name on 
the roll was that of a noble Norman, 
Waltbb si Aincodbt, irbD came 
from Aincourt, a lordship between 
Mantes and Magn;, where the re- 
mains of the ancient fomily castle still 
exist. Walter was cousin of Kemi- 

S'w, Bishop of Lincoln, the muni- 
cent builder of Lincoln Cathedral, 
andobtained, aa bis share of the spoil, 
no leas than sixly-seTen lordships in 
tereral counties, chiefly in Lincoln- 
slure, Blankney being the head ofhis 
feudal barony. The inscription on 



his son's tomb at Lincoln, whence it 
appear! that he was connected by 
tuood with the ^yal &mily, thus de- 
scribes him : " Hie jacet Wilhelmua 
filius WalCeri Aiencuriensis, consan- 
i^iuei Remigii Episcopi Lincolnien- 
is, qui banc ecelesiam fecit. — Pi«- 



ohiit." Ralph D'Eyhcocet, Walter's 
second son, and brother of this Wil- 
liam, founded Thurgarton Priory, 
Notts, and was a great feudal haron 
of his time. From him derived, in 
the sixth degree, Esmdhd, Baboh 
D'EiNcoDBT, who had immense pos> 
sessions, and in the reigna of Edward 
Land Edward IL acted a conspicuous 
port in moat of the stirring events of 
the period. His two sons, John and 
William, who were with the feudal 
army a( Carlisle, 29 Edward L, fioure 
in the Roll of Carlaverock, where

At the decease of Baron Edmund 
the title devolved on bia grandson, 
William, 9th Lord of D'Eyncourt, an 
eminent warrior who participated in 
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iheKlorioDB acbieyemeDta of the reiBa 
of Edward IlL He was one of the 
conunanderB at the famous battle of 
Neville's Cross in 1346, and was at the 
bead of the guard attendaot on Queen 
Fbilippa previoua to that conflict. To 
bim auo was consigned the cuMody 
of John, King of France, taken pri- 
soner at Foictiers, and he finally con- 
ducted that monarch out of Lincoln- 
shire (where he had been in Lord 
D'Eyncourt's charge) to the Metro- 
polis, at the period of his release in 
1364, when King Edward himself 
attended him to the coast, aod the 
Black Frioce to Calais. But we will 
not attempt in these annotations to 
follow the fortunes oFthis gallant and 
pre-eminently distinguished race; 
suffice it to add, that the eventual 
heiress, Augb Ba>orbss D'£th- 
cooBT, and also BaroneGS Grey of 
Botherfleld, born in 1404, married 
for ber first husband, William, Baron 
Lovell and Holland, and had by 
him two sons, Johk, Lord Loyell 
and Holland, and William Lord 
Moriey, "jure uxoris, Alianone, 
fili« Roberti, Dom. de Moriey." 
The former, John, Lord Lovell and 
Holland, ^ed before bis mother, 
4 Edward IV., leaving with two 
daughters an only son, Fkarcib, 
Lord Lorell and Holland, who be- 
came also by maternal inheritance. 
Baron D'Eyncourt, and Grey of 
Botherfleld, and by creation Vis- 
count Lov^. True to the House of 
York, he fought for BJchard IIL at 
BoBwortb, and subsequently took 
part, in 1487, in the Battle of Stoke, 



where he escaped by swimming the 
Trent on horseback, and is said to 
have lain hid for many years in a 
cave orvuult. Lord Bacon mentions 
this report, and io ITOS, a skeleton, 
supposed to be that of Lord Lovel 
and D'Eyncourt, was discovered in a 
concealed room in his castle of Min* 
ster Lovel, utting ut a table, with a 
book, paper, pen, &c. before him, aod 
in another part ofthe room layacap, 
all much mouldered and decayed. 
Hence it may be concluded that this 
once powerful but unhappy lord re- 
tired secretly to his own castle, and 
having entrusted himself to some 
friend or dependent, died either by 
treachery or neglect, or in coose- 
quence of som&. accident befhlling 
that person. By attainder, 1 1 Henry 
Vn., fell the ancient barony of D'£y n 
court with his other honours and 
vast estates, and amongst them, the 
manors of Bayons and Tevilby, co. 
Lincoln, which became by subse- 
quent grant and re-purchase, the 
property of the Tennyson &milyi 
and the former is now the stately re- 
sidence of the Bjght Hon. Charle* 
Tennyson D'Eyncourt, who deaceoda 
from the heir of this distinguished 
nobleman, namely, William, second 
son of Alice, Baroness D'Eyncourt 
and Gtey, 

AvoaiMY. — We apprehend that 
this name was an interpolation by 
the monks ; for Dugdale asserts that 
it arose in the time of King John, 
and was then first asaomed from ter- 
ritorial possessions, by a branch of 
that ancient and noble family oC 
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Verdon, whose chief seat was at 
Alton Castle, in the northern part of 
StafibrdBhire. In the immeoiately 
Bucceeding reigns few families held 
a more conspicuous place in his- 
tory, bat its most diatinguiahed mem- 
' "~ ■ ! the renowned James de 



ceSBor, Nicholas, Lord Audley, Bum- 
raoned to parliament from 1387 to 
1390, the male tine of this illustrious 
bouse expired, but the baronj de- 
Tolved on the grandson of his lord- 
ship's sister, Joane Touchet, and 
is still cqjoyed b; her representa- 

Anovai.'iui, or AanixoN. — In 
Gibson's " Camden's Britannia," it ia 
stated that Sir Robert Aguillon bad 
a castle at the manor of Addington, 
in Sorrej, which was holden in fee 
by the aeijeantcj, to lind in the 
Itmg'a kitchen, on the coronation day, 
a person to make a dainty dish called 
" Mapiger noun, or Dillegrout," and 
serve the same up to the Yias's table. 
This service has been regularly claim- 
ed by the lords of the said manor, 
and allowed at the respective corona- 
tions of the kings of England. Isabel, 
the daughter and heiress of Robert 
Aguillon, iR. Hiigh, Baron Bardolf. 

AaaEHTiNB. — The descendants of 
this Norman chieftain, David de Ar- 
gentine, became feudal barons of great 
personal distinction. Rednald de 
Argentine, who appears to have been 
fifth in descent oimx the companion 
in arms of the Conqueror, succeeded 
to all his fiitber Giles de Argentine's 
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vast estates, iDcludln^ the manor of 
Great Wymondeley, in Cambridge- 
shire, holden by grand seijeantie, 
"to serve tbe kioR upon the day of 
his coronation with a silver cup ;" 
and was summoned to parliament as 
a baron, 2fi Edward I. Of the same 
ancestry was Reginald de Argentine, 
who, in the 21 Henry III. being a 
knight templar, was standard bearer 
of the Christian army in a great bat- 
tle against the Turks, near Antiocb, 
wherein he waa B\sin ; and Sir f^lea 
de Argentine, who so gallantly fell 
at Bannockbum. This accomplished 
knight had served in the wars of 
Henry of Luxemburghwith such high 
reputation, that be was, in ftopujar 
estimation, the third worthy of the 
age. Those to whom fame assigned 
precedence, were Henry of Lusem- 
bui^h himself, and Robert Bruce. 
Argentine had warred in Palestine, 
encountered thrice with the Saracens, 
and bad slain two antagonists in each 
engagement ; an easy matter, he said, 
for one Christian knight to slay two 
Fasan dogs. His death corresponded 
with his life. In conjunction with 
Ajmer de Valence, Earl of Pem- 
broke, he was appointtni to attend 
immediately upon the person of Ed- 
ward IL at Bannockiiurn. When 
tbe day was utterly lost, they forced 
the king from the neld. De Argen- 
tine saw Edward safe from dan^, 
and then took his leave of bun. 
" God be with you, Sire," he SMd, 
" it is not my wont to fly." With 
this expressiou he turned his horse, 
cried his war-cry, plunged into iiu: 
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midst of the combatants, md wM

Abdhdbi. — According to Domes - 
da; Book, Roger de AruDdel was 
found to be possessed of twenty- 
eight lordshipB in Somerset, 20 Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, aod be, do 
doubt, was the Norman whose Dame 
appeojB on the roll. From him 
■prang tbe great neatera famil; of 
AruDoel, so distinguished under its 
brancfaes of Lanherae, Watdour, and 
Trerice. 

AvBNAiCT, oa D'Aterakt — This 
Norman fBoiily settled in Essex, and 
styled their chief seat Davenaot. 
One of the descendants was John 
Davenant, Bishop of Salisburj. Their 
Armg were, Gu. Ihrta eteoEopt erm. 
bttteetn eight crvtt cro$iUlt Jitchfe 

Abbu, was also an Eaaex family, 
although branches spread into the 
counties of Kent and Derby. An 
entry regarding them occurs in tbe 
VisitatioD of the latter county, a,]>. 
1611. Their ^rmiwere, Arg.a »al- 
Hre engr, ax. 

AuNffHBs, OB D'Abtbbs.— This 
name, taken from the town of An- 
TCTB, was borne by Roland D'Anvers, 
who came thence to the conquest of 
England. He was ancestor of tbe 



ftmilies of D'Anvers of Culworth, 
raised to the degree of barooets in 
1642, of D'Anvers of Dantaey, en- 
nobled under the title of Danby, and 
D'Auvers of Horley. 

AacHEa. — Fulbert L' Archer, tbe 

Eatriarch of the Lords Archer of 
Imberslade, in the co. of Wa^wic!^ 
appears among the warriors at Hast- 
ings, who received recompense from 
the victor. His son, Robert L'Ar- 
cber, obtained addidons to bis terri- 
torial possessions by grant from 
Uenry I., whose tutor he had been, 
and still further increased his patri- 
mony by marrying Sebit, daughter 
of Henry de Villiers, and thus ac- 

Suiring the lands of TJmberalade. 
luring the wars of the Plantagenets, 
the Archers were much distinguished, 
and for a long senes of generationB 
held a leading pnution in the county 
of Warwick, The last male heir, 
Andrew Archer, second Lord Archer, 
of CmbersUde, nineteenth in direct 
descent &om the Norman L' Archer, 
died in 1778, leaving four daughters 
and coheirs, Cathenne, married first, 
to Other Lewis, fourth Earl of Ply- 
mouthy and secondly, to William, 
first Earl of Amherst; Elisabeth, 
married to Christopher Mu^rave, 
Esq. ; Henrietta, married to Edward 
Bolton Clive, Esq., ofiWhitHeld ; and 
Matia, married to Henry Howard, 
Esq., of Corby Castle. 

Arct, otD'Abct. — From an anci- 
ent and most valuable pedigree com- 
piled by Camden, now in the pos- 
session of John D' Arcy, Esq., of Hyde 
Park, CO. Westmeatb, it appears that 
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Norman D'Arcy, the progenitor of 
tbe great baronial house of D'Arc;, 
waa amongst the most liberally re* 
nardcd of the Conqueror's fbllowers. 
He received bv the immediate gift of 
William, no less than thirtv-three 
lordships in LincolDsbire, of which 
Nocton became for divers after ages 
the chief seat of his descendants. 

Albert. — William de Alhini, sur- 
uamed iVncemo, bod of Roser de 
Albini, and elder brother ofNigel de 
Albini, whose poateritj, under the 
name of Mowbray, attained such 
eminence in alter ages, accompanied 
the Duke of Normandy to England, 
and acquired extensive estates bv 
royalgrantain the county of Norfolk 
and elsewhere; of whiub was the 
lordship of BokeDbam, to be holden 
by the service of being butler to the 
kings of England on the day of their 
coronation. WUliam de Albini, a 
rounidcent benefoctor to the church, 
founded the abbey of Wymundham, 
in Norfolk, and bestowed bis lands 
in Stavell, on the church of St. 
Etienne, at Caen, in Normandy. His 
son and beir, William de Albini, was 
sumamed " William with the Strong 
Hand," from a gallant achievement 
perfonned by him at a tournament 
at Paris, and quaintly related by 
Dugdale in his Baronage. He subse- 
quently obtained the hand of the 
Queen Adeliza, relict ofKing Henry 
L, and daught^ of Godfbey, Ddsb 
OP LoBBAiHB, which Adeliza had 
the Cabtlb of AsnniiBi. in dowry 
from the deceased monarch, and 
thus her new lord became its feudal 



earl. With this potent noble's 
grandson, Hugh db Albisi, fomth 
Earl, who died t.p. in 1243, this . 
bruich of the great house of Albini 
expired, while its large posBessiana 
devolved upon the earl's sisters as 
coheiresses ; thus Mabel, the eldest, 
married to Robert de Tateshall, bad 
the castle and manor of Buckenham ; 
Isabel, the second, married to John 
Fitzalan, Baron of Clun and Oswes* 
try, had the castle and manor of 
Anmdel, which conveyed tbe earl- 
dom to her husband; Nicola, the 
third, married to Roger de Somery, 
had the manor of Barwe, in Leices- 
tershire; and Cecilie, the fourtl), 
married to Roger de Montalt, had 
the castle of Rising, in Norfolk. 

Bbbtbam. — William de Bertram, 
the son or grandson of the Norman 
soldier, founded the Augustinian Pri- 
ory of Brinkbum, in Northumber- 
land. His descendants — the Ber- 
trams of Mitford castle, were potent 
feudal lords, distinguished m the 
Scottish wars and bwonial contests. 
The last male heir, Roger Bertram, 
second Baron Bertram, died in 1311, 
leaving an only daughter, Agnes, at 
whose decease without issue, the Ba- 
rony of Bertram of Mitfbrd, fell into 
abeyance between her ladyship's 
cousins and coheirs, and so continues 
amongsttheirrepresentatives. Those 
coheirs were William Filzwilliam of 
Sprotborough, Philip D'Arcy, Eliaa 
de Penulbury, and Gilbert de Aton. 

BcTTBOOUST. — This was meant 
probablv for BoiBTonKT, the name 
of an ud NormsQ race, whose d«- 



sceadants were BDmnioDed to par- 
liament as barons in the reigns of 
the first three Edwards. At the death 
of John, Lord Botetourt, in 1335, 
Joyce, Lady Burnell, hia grand- 
daughter, became his sole heiress, 
but that lady dying s.p. in 1406, the 
Baronj of Botetourt fell into abey- 
ance between her aunts, and so con- 
tinued among their descendants for 
more than three centuries and a half, 
when it was at length called out in 
favour of the representative of Ka- 
therine de Berkeley, and is now vested 
in the Duke of Beaufort. 

B*ai>oLF.— This occurrence of the 
Dame is the only indication we have 
of the Norman founder of the Bar- 
dolt^, the first of whom on record is 
William BarduU^ who served as sheriff 
of Norfolk and Suffolk, tetajt. Henry 
IL In the succeeding reign, Doun 
Bardolf, the grandson of the sheriff, 
acquired in marriage with Beatrix, 
daughter and heiress of William dc 
Warren, the Barony of Wirmcgay 
in Norfolk, and thenceforth Wirme- 

Ey became the designation of the 
oily. Another fortunate alliance, 
that of John, third Lord Bardolf, a 
banneret of die martial time of Ed- 
ward IIIt with the daughter and 
coheiress of Sir Roger D'Amorie, 
still further augmented the posees- 
tions of the hovise, but all were lost 
at the death and attainder of the 
fifth and ill-&ted lord, who, joining 
the Earl of North umberland's insur- 
rection, was mortally wounded at 
Bramham Moor. His daughters and 
coheirs were Anne, married first to 
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fo William Clifibrd, Ent., and se- 
condly to Beginald, Lord Cohham ; 
and Joane, married to Sir William 
Phelip, K.G. 

Basset. — In the Cooqneww'B mr- 
vey, Thurstan, a Norman, held m 
hides of land in Drayton, co. Staf- 
ford, and this Thuratan, according to 
Dugdale, was paternal ancestor of 
the several femilies of Basset, which 
rose into power and distinction veir 
shortly after the Conquest. Ralph 
Basset, the illustrious founder of their 
greatness, is said (Ordericus Vitalis) 
to have been raised bv Henry I. from 
a lowly condition, and to have been 
" exalted above earls and other emi- 

stituted Justice of England, and in- 
vested with the power of sitting in 
whatever court he pleased, and where 
he might list, for the administration 
of justice ; but it is not equally cer- 
tain that he was of bo humble an 
ori^D, for we find his son, in the 
reign of Stephen, "abounding in 
wealth, and erecting a strong castle 
upon some part of his inhtritaxce in 
Normaudy. The son having such 
heritable property, would clearly 



the conquest of England, and strongly 
supports the assertion of the Batteil 
Abbey Roll, that its patriarch in this 
country came over with the Con- 
queror. It is not, however, of much 
consequence, for Ralph Bassel re- 
quired none of the artificial aids of 
ancestry to attain distinction. A law-

quest of Enaland, and congequeatly 
appeara in the list of Battle Abbe;. 
John le Bbabuoh, son of the Nor- 
maa, Hxed his residence at Betch- 
worth, in Surrey, and was living in 
the reigns of Henry I. and Henry II. 
From him derived the Brabazons of 
Eadtwell, in LeiceBterahire, of whom 
was John le Brabazon, of Eastwell, 
slain at the Battle of Bosworth. His 
grandson, Sm Wiluah Brabazoh, 
of Eastwell, Lord Treasurer and Lord 
Chief Justice of Ireland, died in 1552, 
leaving by Elizabeth his wiie, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Nicholas Clifford, 
EBq.,ofHolme,inKent (great grand- 
son and heir male of Sir Lewis Clif- 
ford, K,G ,) two sons,— I. Sra Ed- 
WABD Bbibazoh, flriit Lord Ardee, 
ancestor of the Earls of Meath, of 
the Brabazons of Rath House, co. 
Louth, and of the Brabazons of Tara 
House, county Meath; and II. of 
Sia Ahtbobt Bbabazox, of Ballin- 



asloe Castle, Goveruor of CoDnaoght, 
ancestor of the Brabazons of Bra- 
bazon Parle, co. Mayo, whose last 
male representative, Sir William 
John Brabazon, Bart., died in 1340, 
leaving his nephew, William John 
Sharpe, Esq., of OaUands, Sussex 
(afterwards Brabazon), his heir. 

BisKBitTii.LE. — Thefamil; ofBaa* 
kerville is one of the most ancient and 
honourable in England, and &om the 
time of its Norman patriarch, has 
continued to hold the highest posi- 
Mbn amongst the great landed pro- 
prietors. Its earliest reiudence was 
the castle of Erdialey in Hereford- 
shire, and among the first knightly 
ancestors of the race we may mention 
Sir Bobert Baskerviile of Erdisley, 
whose wife was Agnes, daughter and 
heiress of Nesta, daughter of Rees 
ap Griffith, Prince of South Wales; 
Sir Richard Baskerviile, who repre- 
sented the county of Hereford in par- 
liament in 1265 ; and Sir John Bas- 
kerviile of Combe, who served in 
the retinue of Henry V. at the battle 
of Agincourt. At a later period ^ 
Thomas Baskerviile of Goodrest, in 
Warwickshire, commanded, as gene- 
ral, the En^ish army in Picardy. 
The heiress of the chief line, Elea- 
nor Baskerviile, married John Talbot 
of Grafton, Esq., and was mother of 
John, 16th Earl of Shrewsbury; seve- 
ral junior branches estahlishMl them- 
selves in various counties, and in all 
sustained the honour of the name; 
the Baskervilles, Lords of Lawton 
and Picktbome, county Salop; the 
Baskervilles of Netberwood, of Good- 



rest, and of Aberedow and Lam- 
bedr. Tbe late male representative, 
Lieut.'CoL Thomas Babkebviixe, 
who died t. p. in 1817, devised his 
eatatea to his coudn, the present 
Tbohas BASKBBnu^ Mimobs-Bab- 
XBKV1IJ.B, Esq., of.CljTow, M.P, for 
Herefordshire, ;oun^r brother of 
Peter Rickardi- Manors, Esq^ of 
Treago. Mr. BasherTille derives,

!. John Ponell, and daughter and 
heir of Thomas BaskeTville, Esq. 

BcrTEi.BS. — This name originated 
from the office of boteler or butler, 
held by its founder. The Boteleri, 
potent feudal barons from the time 
of the first PUntagenets, were fre- 
mientlj summoned to parliament. 
The heiress of William, Lord Bote- 
ler, of Weinme, married for her first 
husband, Sr Robert Ferrers, and 
ftom this alliance sprang the Lords 
Ferrers of Wemroe. 



era of its Norman patriarch to tbe 
time of the second Edward, we know 
DOtbing; but in the reiga of that 
monarch, & Johk db BoDBCmEa 
became one of the judges of the Court 
of King's Bench, and acquired iu 
marriage the lordship of Staji»ted in 
Essex. His son, Robbbt db Bodb- 
CBiBB, constituted (14 Edward III,) 
Lord Chancellor of England, united 
tbe civic and militarj characters, and 
was gallantly distinguished in arms, 
Mrticularly at the battle of Cressy. 
This eminent person left two sous, 
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John, second Lord Bourchier, ithose 
line soon became extinct, and Wil- 
liam, whose son William Earl of Ewe, 
in Normandy, married Anne Plan- 
tagenet, daughter and sole heiress 
of Thomas ^ Woodstock, Duke of 
Gloucester, son of Edward III, end 
had issue— I. Henry Earl of Ewe 
and Essex; 2. Thomas Archtriehop 
of Canlerbuiy; 3, William Lord 
Fitzwarine ; 4. John LordBerners; 
«nd 5, Anne, consort of John Mow- 
bray, Duke of Norfolk. The eldest 
of the sons, Heniy Earl of Ewe and 
Essex, Lord Treasurer of England, 
Was grandfather of Henry, the second 
and last Earl of Eases, a gallant 
courtier of his day, and captain of 
Henry the Eighth's body gunrd, who 
attended his royal master ioto France 
as Lieut .-General of all tbe Spears : 
and at the &mous tournament which 
Henry held in the eighth year of his 
reign, tbe Earl of Essex, with the 
Kiog himself, the Duke of Suffolk, 
and Nicholas Carew, answered all 
comers. A fen years after, his lord- 
ship again attended his sovereign to 
France, and swelled the pageantry 
upon the field of the Cloth of Gold. 
The Earl died in consequence of a 
faU &om his horse in 1539, and his 
barony of Bourchier was eventually 
inherited by the descendants of his 
sister Cicely, wife of John Devereuz, 
Lord FerrcTB of Chsrtley, and they 
became also by creation Earls of 



Horsely, in Surrey, commonly called 



Iiord Bemera, the descendant of the 
NonuaD knight, marned Sir John 
Bourchier, K. G., fourth eon of Wil- 
liam, Earl of Ewe, b; Anne Planta- 
genet, hia wife, and her htuband 
-was auiuiuoQed to Parliament from 
USS to 1472, aa "John Bourchier 
de Bernere, Chexalier." The title 
thus created, fell into abeyance, and 
descending through heiretaes, to Ro' 
bert WiUon, Esq., of Didliogton, 
and Mrs. XiouIkb Strangwayes, as co- 
heirs, wae eventually conferred on 
the former. 

BoHDN. — Of Humphrey de Bo- 
hun, the wairior whose name occurs 
on the Eoll, little more has 'been aa- 
certained than that he became poB- 
BBBsed of the lordship of Tatertbrd, 
In Norfolk, and that he waa a near 
kinaman of the Conqueror. His sod 
and Bucceaaor, Humphrey de Bohun, 
Hurnamed the Great, married, by 
comatand of William Rufua, Maud, 
daughter of Edward de Saresbury, and 
thua acquired conuderable eatates in 
Wiltshire; but the greatness of the 
Bohuna aroae from the marri^e of hia 
son, Hamphrej' de Bohun, steward 
to Henry I., with Mai^ry, daughter 
and cTentual coheir of Milo de Glou- 
cester, Earl of Hereford, Lord Higb 
Constable of England. Thencefor- 
ward the higb and dignified office of 
High Constable of the Realm veated 
in the Bohnus, and shortly after the 
Earldom of Hereford was conferred 
on Henry de Bohun by King John. 
That nobleman's son, Humphrey de 
Bohun, Earl of Hereford, inhenting 
the honour of Essex from his mother, 



Maud, sister and heiress of William 
de Mandeville, last Earl of Esses, 
waa created Earl of that county by 
Henry IH., and in a few years after 
atood sponsor for Prince Edward. 
In 12^0, he assumed the cross, and 
proceeded to the Holy Land, and in 
the great contest between the King 
and the Barons, fought under the 
banner of the latter, in whose army 
hia son Humphrey was one of the 
most distinguished leaders, and com- 
manded the infantry at the Battle of 
Evesham. Although stronglj' tempted 
by the heroism and pre-emiaent ser- 
vices of this illustrious race, to dwell 
more at length on their history, we 
fire comfielled by our limited space 
to confine ourselves to a mere men- 
tion of their eitinction. Humphrey 
de Bohun, the last Earl of Hereford) 
Korlhamplon and Essex, did not 
long enjoy hia great accumulation of 
honour, for be died in 1372, in the 
32d year of hia age, leaving by Joane 
hia wife, daughter of the Earl of 
Arundel, two daughters, his cohdrs, 
viz., Alianore, married to Thomas of 
Woodstock, DukeofGloucester.sixth 
son oTEdward III., and Mary, married 
to Henry, Earl of Derby, created in 
1397, Duke of Hereford. The latter 
all-potent noble, son of John of Gaunt 
" time- honored Lancaster," ascended 
the throne of England as Henry IV. 

BoHDBViLLE. — The deacendknt of 
thia Norman chief was summoned to 
Parliament, 28 Henry VI., as Baron 
Bonville of Cbuton. He subse- 
quently espoused the interests of the 
House of York, and was one of those 



wu cominitted after the Battl 
NorthunptOD ; the tide of fortune, 
however, tumingi fais Lordship lost 
his hefid after toe second Battle of 
St. Alban's, and as hia grandson and 
heir apparent William, commonl; 
called Lord HarringtOD, had fallen 
previoual; on the hard-fought field 
of Wakefield, Lord Bonrille was suc- 
ceeded by hia great-granddaughter, 
Cecily Bonrille, who married first 
Thomas l^rey, Marquis of Dorset, 
and seoondlv, Henry Stafibrd, Earl 
of WUtshire 

Banastbb. — This name, as ne are 
told by Camden (Remairu), was pro- 
bably a title of office, which he iati- 
nizes Balneator. The derivation is 
□ot improbable, as we find an ancient 
cost asB%ned to the name in one of 
the Lancashire visitations, with the 
principal charge a vxder bovget. A 
pedigree of £e chief line of this 
family, firom its founder down to the 
time of Edward I., has been pre- 
served in a petition on the rolls of 
parliament. It appears ftom this 
document and other historical evi- 
dence, that Robert Banastre who 
came over with King William, held 
the lordship of Prestajyn, one of the 
hundreds of Flintshire, under Robert 
of Rhudlaii (de Rodetent), a kins- 
man of the Conqueror. Here a tower 
was built on the coast, whereof the 
ibundations are still discoverable. It 
was destroyed by the Welsh in the 
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time of Henry II., when they re- 
gained possession of that district. 
At this time Robert, the son of Ro< 
bert Banastre, withdrew with all his 
people into Lancashire, where the 
clan appear to have been long known 
by the denomination of " Les Wes- 
trays" (o. Sot. Pari.), and where 
they are found holding extensive 
possessions under the Karls of Ches- 
ter, whose Palatinate extended over 
the south of that county. Thurstan 
Banastre, son of the second Robert, 
inherited the barony of Newton, in 
Makerfield, a district which in 
Domesday Survey ranks as a sepa- 
rate hundred, thoueh it has since 
merged in that of West Derby. He 
also held the lordship of W^tou in 
the Dale, under the Lacys, Lords of 
Mackbumshire, and Mollingtoo-Ba- 
sastre, near Chester, &c., Sic. The 
latter estate passed by marriage of a 
daughter to the Hogntons, the su- 
periority remaining with the Banas- 
tres and their representatives. The 
barcmy of Newton and the lordship 
of Walton le Dale came to the 
IdDgtons by the marriage of Alice 
(daughter of James, and crand- 
dan^ter and heir to Robert Banas- 
tre, the descendant of Thurstan), 
with John, son of Robert de Lau-

From the same diviwon 
of the clan which furnished the 
Enight of the Garter, sprang the 
BanastraB of Bank. They are now 
repreaenled by R. Townley Parker, 
Esq., of Cnerden, but their manor of 
Brethertou is in other hands. 

These branches of the family bore 
for arms, a crois ftory sabl* on a 
field argeid, which cognizance was 
quartered by the Langtona (n.

BnaiBCF. — This name occurs in 
the Hampshire Visitation of 1634, 
wherein it is recorded that the daugh- 
ter and heiress of Sir Hugh BraybufT 
married Sir John Hamlyn, Knt., and 
had an only child, who became the 
wife of Sir Hugh Conway and the 
mother of a daughter and heiress, 
who wedded Thomas Tame, and left 
a daughter and heiress, Catherine, 
married to JohnWhithed, Esq., of 
Titherley, Hants. 

Bois. — From an andent and valu* 
able pedigree, prepared by John 
Boys, Esq., of Mandate, it appears 
that this Norman Bois, or John de 
Bois, or de Bosco, was the progeni- 
tor of the East Kent Boys's, who 
are described hj Phillpot in his 
VillarePauliaaum, 1659,aa8"numM- 
ouB and knightley familie," and as 
"hariog been settled for seventeen 
prior descents at Bonyngton."

BuB«iH. — Eobert de Burgh, Earl 
of MoretoD in Noriuandj, «on of 
Hsrloweii de Burgb, by Ai-lotta, his 
wife, mother of William the Con- 
quenjT, participated with his half- 
brother !□ the triumph nt HastiogB, 
was created Earl ot Cornwall, and 
received, as a further recompense, 
grants of sereii hundred aad muetj- 
three manors. This potent noble 
letl one son, William Earl of Com- 
wsll, who, rebelling against the first 
Ebh&t, joined Robert of Normandy, 
and led the van at the battle of Ten- 
ehebray. In this conflict, after dis- 
playing great personal valour, he fell

One branch 
became Mated ic the couQtyof DeroD, 
and acquired Holcombe Rogus in the 
ISth century, by the marriage of 
John Bluett with a co-heiresa of 
Chiaelden. The great si^DdBOn of 
this alliance, Richard Uuett, ^aQi 
of Holcombe, had twa boqb — Sir 
Roger Bluett, Knt^ who died in 
1566, and was ancestor of the 
Bluetts of Devon ; and Francis, 
&om whom sprang the Bluetts of 
Cornwall. 

BajLiors. — One of the most dis- 
tinguished commanders in the amif 
of the Conqueror — if we can judge 
fW>m the broad lands he acquired m 
the counties of Berks, Wilts, Surrey, 
Dorset and Sussex — wns Williau 
DB Bbaois, a noble Norman, who 
held, in his native Duchy, the Hon- 
our of Braose near Falaise. His son, 
Phiuf db Bbaosb, much increased 



of Gloucester, receiving with her the 
rich Jjordihlp of Brecknock and other 
extensive estates. The issue of the 
marriage was two sons; the elder, 
WiLuiH DB Bbaobb, a feudal lord 
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of great sway andinfiuenee, obtained 
ftom Henry H. a grant of the "whole 
kingdom of Limerick in Ireland," fiw 
the service of uxty knights' fees, and 
continuing during the two succeeding 
reigns to bask m the sunshine en 
royal favour, he considerably aug- 
mented his power and possessions. 
Finally, however, he experienced in 
an especial degree the proverbial in- 
constancy of kinsly smiles, and had 
to fly Irom England to escape the 
anger of King John. Various ac- 
counts of the cause of Braose's dis- 
grace have been handed down — 
some ascribing it to his refusal to 
^ve hostages to the jealous monarch, 
in proof of his allegiance, while 
others consider his banishment a j uat 
punishment fbr the cruelties inflicted 
by himself and bis wife. Lady Maud 
de St. Waleric, on the Welsh people.

escapiag from Scorham, put himself 
into the habit of a beggar, and pri- 
vatetv getting beyond sea, died bood 
after at Paris, where he had burial in 
the Abbey of Si. Victor." WiUiam 
de Braoae bad, by Maud, bia wife, 
tour dau^tera :— -Joan, married to 
Richard, Lord Percy ; Loretta, mar- 
ried to Robert Fitz-ParocU, Earl of 
Leicester ; Margaret, married to 
Walter de Lacy ; and Maud, married 
to Griffith, Prince of South Wales;

Bbownb. — This ancient and wide- 
spreading name, which occurs in early 
writings m a great Tariety of foims, 
as Le Biun, de Bron, Broun, Brune, 



Brunn, &c., stands £01h on the Battle 
Roll, and has the peculiar distinction 
of having produced twenty-one dif- 
ferent families in the United King- 
dom, who have received from the 
Sovereign hereditary titles of No- 
bility. Of these, only six eiist. In 
England, the great house of Browne, 
Viscount Montague, and the Brownes 
of Walcot,' Beechworth Castle, and 
Kiddington, Baronets, have ail be- 
come extinct ; but in Scotland, the 
Brouns of Colstoun have still a male 
representative. Their ancestor, 
GualteniH le Brun, Baron of Colstoun, 
appears, on the parchment roll of the 
See of Gla^oWj as one of the wit-, 
nessea to the inquisition made by 
Prince David, in 1116, the oldest 
Scottish document extant. The late 
Countesses of Dalhonaie and Cam- 
wath were of the Colstoun family; 
DOT, amongst the numerous female 
descendants of the race, who have 
shed lustre on the name, are we to 
forget two, ever dear and memorahle 
— the late sweet songstress, Mrs. 
Uemans, and the motber of the im- 
mortal poet. Burns. In Ireland, the 
Lords Sligo, Keumare, Kilmaine, and 
Oranmore, all claim descent from the 
Norman chieftain. 

Beke. — The lordship of Ercsbyj 
in Lincolnshire, was settled by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, with other 
manors, upon Walter de Bee, one 
of the most distinguished knights 
at Hastings. By Agnes, his vrife, 
daughter and heiress of Hugh Dapi- 
fer. Waller left, with other issue, a 
son, Hburi Beeb, of Eresby, great 



great grandfatber of Waltes Bbeb, 
whose three sons were John, Lord 
Beke, of Ereeby; Anthony, BUhop 
of Durham, Patriareh of Jerusalemj 
and Tbomas, BUhop of St. David's. 
Of these, the eldest, John, Lord 
Beke, died in 1302, leaving one son, 
Walter, who had no issue, and two 
daughters — Alice, mairied to Sir 
William de WiUoughby, Knt., an- 
cestor, hy her, of the present Lord 
Willoughby de Eresby ; and Mai^a- 
ret, married to Sir Richard de Har- 
court, progenitor of the Earls of 
Harcourt. Anthony Beke, the fa- 
mous Bishop of Durham, was one of 
the most illustrious men in history. 
Amonast hie other works, he founded 
the collegiate churches of Chester 
and Langcester, as well as the chapel 
at Kshop Auckland, all in the county 
palatine of Durham. "Moreover," 
says Dusdale, " it is repi^ted that 
no man in all the realm, except the 
king, did equal him for habit, beha- 
viour, and military pomp; snd that 
be was more versed in stale affairs 
than in ecclesiastical duties; ever 
assisting the king most powerfully 
in bis wars, having sometimes in 
Scotland twenty-six standard bear- 
ers, and of his ordinair retinue an 
hundred and forty knights : so that 
he was thought to be rather a tem- 
poral prince than a priest or bishop ; 
and lastly, that be died on 3rd of 
March, 1310, and was buried above 



Bxi-vcxAXTM. — Hugh de Beau- 
cbampe, the Norman, obtained grants 



to a veij great extent, from the 
Conqueror ^er tiie Battle of Has- 
tings; and appears at the general 
survey to have been posseBsed of 
large estates in the counties of 
Hertford, Buckingham, and Bedford. 
HU direct descendant, in the 7th 
degree, Wiluak db Bbauchuip, 
Lord of Elmley, who succeeded to 
the earldom of Warwick, in right of 
his mother Isabel, sister and heiress 
of William Manduit, Earl of War- 
wick, died in 1298, leaving, with 
sevenil daughters, one son, Gur db 
Beadchahp, Earl of Warwick, who 
acquired high military reputation in 
the martial times of the first Edward, 
distinguishing himself at the Battle 
of Falkirk, at the Siege of Calaverock, 
and upon different occasions beyond 
the sea. In the reign of Edwai^ II, 
he likewise played a very prominent 
part. In 1310, his lordship was in 
the commission appointed by Par- 
liament to draw up r^ulations for 
" the well governing of the kingdom 
and of the King's household," in 
consequence of the corrupt influence 
exercised at that period by Piers 
Gaveston ; and in two years after, 
when that unhappy favourite fell 
into the hands of his enemies upon 
the surrender of Scarborough Caetle, 
Lord Warwick violently seized upon 
his person, and, after a nummary 
trial, caused him to be beheaded at 
Blacklow-bill, near Warwick. The 
Earl's hostility to Gaveston is said 
have been much increased by 



denne." Hia two bods, Thomas, 
Earl of Warwick, and John, Lord 
Beaucharap, both or^nal Knights 
of the Garter, gained great renown 
at Creasy and Foictiersj the Ibrmer 
as one of the principal comnjanders 
in the van of tae English army, and 
the ktter as stuidard bearer. The 
Earl's grandson, Richard, fifth Earl 
of Warwick, K.B., was distinguished 
in the battle-field and the tourna- 
ment. A celebrated rencounter at 
Calais, between hia lordship and 
three French knights, is thus re- 
corded bj Dogdale ; — " The first of 
the French knights was called Sir 
Gerard Herbaumes, who styled him- 
self ' Le Chevalier Bx}iige;' the 
second, a fkmoQS knight, named Sir 
Hugh Lanney, calling himself ' Le 
Chevalier Blanc;' and the third, a 
knight named Sir Collard Fines. 
Twelfth day, in Christmas, being 
appointed for the time that they 
should meet, in a land called ' the 
Park hedge of G^es;' on which day 
the Earl cane mto the field with 
bis &ce covered, a plume of ostrich 
feathers tjpon his helm, and his 
horse trapped with the Lord of To- 
ney's arms (one of his ancestors), 
viz., argaii, a manch gidei, where, 
first encountering with the Chevalier 
Rouge, at the third course he un- 
horsed him, and so returned with 
closed vizor, unknown, to his pavilion, 
whence he sent that knight a good 
courser. The next da; he came into 
the field with his vizor closed, a 
chaplet on his helm, and a plume of 
ostrich feathers aloft, bis horse trap- 
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ped with the arms of Hanslap, viz., 
filver, two ban gules, where be met 
with the Blanc knight, with whom 
he encountered, smote off his vizor 
thrice, broke his besagurs and other 
harness, and returned victoriously to 
his pavilion with all his own habili- 
ments safe, and as yet, not known to 
any, from whence he sent the Blanc 
kmght a good courser. But the 
morrow after, viz., the last day of 
the justs, be came with his face open, 
and his helmet as the day before, 
save that the chaplet was rich with 
pearls and precious stones : and in 
his coat of arms, of Qtty and Beau- 
champ quarterly : having the arms of 
Toney and Hanalap on his trappers, 
and said — ' That a* he had, m hit 



he vwdd the third.' Whereupon, 
encountering with Sir Collard Fmes, 
at every stroke be bore him back- 
ward to his boree ; insomuch, as the 
Frenchman, saying, " that he him- 
self was bound to his saddle ;" be 
alighted, and presently got up again; 
but sH being ended, he returned to 
his pavilion, sent to Sir Collard 
Fines a fair courser, feasted all the 
people, gave to those three knights 
great rewards, and so rode to Calais 
with great honor." 

B«AT.— The name of the ffieur de 
Brav occurs on the Battle Abbey 
Roll ; and although the authenticit j 
of this celebrated record has in many 
instances been questioned, in this, 
the statement is confirmed by the 
&ct of WiLiJAii »E Bbat being one 
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of the BUbBcribiDg witneues to the 
Chvter of the jeax 1088, conftrTed 
bj the NMrnan on the Abbey. No 

Ct of lands appeftrs, however, in 
leeday Books to the BnjB; but 
that the lamil; supplied Sbetifis to 
NorlhaniptoMbire, fedfordBbire, and 
Bocki, between 1202 and 1273 it 
tiilly established. Su Richaxs 
Bbat, tbe lineal descendant of the 
Norman knight, is laid hy some to 
hare been of the Prir; Council to 
Henry VI., but by others is called 
the King's Physician. By Mai^aret 
Sandes, his first wife, be bad an only 
son, Sir John Bray, whose dauEbter 
and heiress, Msrgaret, wedded Sir 
Willism Sandys, afterwards Lord 
Sandys, of the Vine r and by Joan, 
bis second wife, he had two other 
sons — 1., SiB RtaiKAiji Bkat, K.G., 
who was made a Knight Banneret at 
Bosworth, and who bore, in his arms, 
a thorn with a crown in the middle, 
in memory of his finding King 
Richard's crown in a bush, on the 
field of battle : and II., John Bray, 
Eaa., who was buried in the cbaucel 
ofChelsea Chm^h. This John bad 
three sons — I, Sik Edbidi»> Bbat, 
Lord Bray, of Eaton Bray, co., Bed- 
fcrd, from whom derives Sarah, 
Barokess Bbatb; II., Sib Edwaxd 
Bbai, of Vacbery Park, Cranley, 
Surrey, ancestor of the Brays of 
Shere, in that county, now repre- 
sented by Edwabd Bbat, Esq,, of 
Shere ; and III., Sn Kboihald 
Bbat, progenitor of tbe Brays of 
Banington, co. Gloucester.

times. The oldest document dis- 
covered relative to Wistauston in 
Cheshire, is a deed, without date, 
"of William Malbank, Baron of 
Nantwich, in which he gives notice 
that he has received of Robert de 
Bracy, his black nephew, ye homage 
and service of three Kts. fbea — vis :

BsiiBT.— The Bellets were early 
seated in Norfolk, and became sub- 
sequently located in Cheshire by the 
marriage of John Bellet, Esq., temp. 
Benry VI., with Katherine, sister 
and heir of Ralph Morelon, of Great 
Moreton, in the Palatinate. Of this 
alliance, the lineal descendant, SiB { 

John Bellbt, was created a Baronet 
in 1663. 

Baudbwik. — The Siearde Baude- 
win, whose name occurs on the BoU, 
became, after the battle of Hastings, 
Castellan of Montgomery, and from 
him that town ecqmrea its Welsh 
appellation of Tre Faldwin, or town 
of Baldwin. There scarcely exists a 
doubt that this Norman Chief was ' 

patriarch of tbe ancient and respect- 
able Shropshire &milv of Bawdewin, 
or Baldwyn, of which was Tbomai 
Balswir, Esq., of Diddlebury, who 
sufiered imprisonment in the Tower 
of Lond«n, temp. Queen Elizabeth, 
and went through much sufierinff, as 
his epitaph, still remuning at Dtoale- 
buty, quaintly records : — 
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W.B repreBeDtatire, after five gene- 
retions, Richard Bawdewin, Esq., 
■old ihe DiddlebuiT estate to Capt. 
Frederick CornewaU, R.N., father of 
the late Bishop of Worcester. WU- 
liam Bawdewio, or Baldwin, aecood 
brother of "the prisoner," toci up 
his abode at Elsich, in his native 
parish, and foanded the branch seated 
there, and at Stoke Castle, which 
erentuallj anfnired the lands of 
Aqualate, and is now represented id 
the male line by Wiuxut Lacoh 
Cbujjb, Esq., of Kinlet, whose tkther 
changed his name irom Baldwin to 
Childe. 

Bbaitmost. — There esiated at a 
remote period, a fimiily of Beaumont 
in Normandy, and it was, probably, 
one of its cadets whose name was 
inscribed on the muater Roll at Bat- 
tle. Certain it is that he could not 
have been the founder of the illus- 
trious House of Beaumont, which, 
in two centuries afler, appears so 
prominently conspicuous among the 
most potent barons of the realm, and 
which was established in this country 
by Hehbt db Bbaukonc, fourth son 
of Agnes de Beaumont, by her hus- 
band, liouis, second son of Charles, 
King of Jerusalem, and nephew of 
Loais IX. of France. From this 
great alliance sprang the various 
&milieg of Beaumont; those oF 
Stoughton Grange, Cole Orton, 
Grace-Dien, and Barrow. Of the 
Grace-Dieu line was Francis Beau- 
moat, the celebrated dramatic writer. 

BiiDKT. — RosoLTB, third Count of 
Guiaoes id Picardy, bad three sons, 



by bis wife, Rosetta, daughter of the 
Counr DB St. Pol, all of whom ac- 
companied the NoBMAN in his expe- 
dition against England, in 1066, and 
contributing to the triumph of their 
chief, shared amply in the spoils of 
conquest. One of the brothers re- 
turned to his native country ; the 
other two adopted that which they 
had so eallsntly helped to win, and 
abided there ; irf these. Sib WnxiAH 
LE Blosnt, the younger, was a 
general of foot, at Hastings, and was 
rewarded \sj grants of seven lord- 
ships in Lmcolnahire ; bis son was 
seated at Sailingham, in Norfolk, 
and the great-granddaughter of that 
gentleman, sole beireas of her line, 
Mabia lb Blouhi, marrying in the 
neit centuiT, Sir Stephen le Blount, 
the descendaDt and representative 
of her great-great-great- uncle, Sir 
RoBBBT LB BuovHT, United the 
families of the two brothers. 

Sir Waiter Blount, a descendant of 
this marria^, was mncb celebrated 
for his martial prowess in the warlike 
times of Edward lU^ Richard II., 
and Henry IV., and is immortalized 
by the muse of Shakespeare lor his 
devotion, even unto death, to King 
Henry, Of the stock of Blount there 
were many flourishing branches : the 
Lords Blount of BeUon, the Lords 
Moun^oy, the Blounts of Sodington, 
the Blounts of Orleton, the Blounta 
c^ Maple Durham, &c. 

Bettll. — The Bevills, sprung pro- 
bably from the Norman of Hastmgs, 
were seated in ComwolL Matilda 
dau. and co-heir of John Bevill, Esq. 
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of GwRmock, muried Sir Richard 
GranviUe, of Buckland, Manhsl of 
Calaia, temp. Hehky VIII., Emd had 
a 90D, Sir Richard Granville, a tamous 
aea captain ia the time of Elicftbeth, 
whose grandson waa the renowned 
Sir Bxvii,!. Gakimts^ one of the 
boldest and moat auccessful of the 
Cavalier commaadera. His last ac- 
tion was at Lanadown Hill , near Bath, 
and there he terminated his gallant 
career by an heroic death. His eldest 
eon was created Earl of Batb, and 
his youngest, Bernard Granville, 
Esq., became Master of the Horse 
to Charles U. From the latter, de- 
rive the GbantjUiIS of Calwicb Ab- 
bey, CO. Stafford. 

Bbbtti!. — In the township of Da- 
venham, Chesshire, was settled from 
a remote period the fiunily of La 
Biet, which terminated in a direct 
line in Richard Breete of Davenbam, 
early in the 16th century, who left 
two daughters his co-heirs ; one mar- 
ried a sou of the ancient family of 
Holfort, and the other wedded Wil- 
liam Wycbe of Alderiey. The for- 
mer had Bavenham, and there Iter 
descendants continued to reside until 
the estate was sold hy Allen Holford, 
Esq. to T. H. Ravencroft, Esq. Mr. 
A. Holford died in 1788, leaving 
daughters hie co-heirs, one of whom, 
Aima Maria, married Joshua Walker, 
Esq., M.P. 

Hamund la £ret witnessed the 
erant of Uttle Mereton to Gralaro de 
IiMtock, temp.

RuHiVALE. — About a centnr; af- 
ter the battle of Hasting Sir Mi- 
chael de Bemeval, a scion of the 
jkmily founded b^ the Norman knight, 
joined the Enghsh expedition fitted 
out against Ireland, and effected a 
descent upon Beerbaven, in the co. 
of Cork, previously to the landing of 
hie chief, Earl Strongbow, in Lein- 
ater. Sir Michael ia mentioned in 
the records of the Tower of London, 
as one of the leading captains in the 
enterprise; and in the reigns of Henty 
II. and Richard I. he wae Lord, by 
tenure, of Beerbaven and Bantry. 
From this gallant and successful sol- 
dier derive the various tamilies of 
Bamewell, seated in the sister king< 
dom ; the senior lines being repre- 
KDted by Sir Regikau) Babsbwaix, 
Bart , of Crickatown Castle, and 
Thomas, Viscount Tmmi^btows. 

BosBTT. — The knight of this name 
who accompanied Buke William &»m 
Normandy, received for his services 
the lordship of Fenclawdd, io Gower, 
which. is corroborated by Fuller in 
his Church History, who quotes a 
MS. of Thomas Bcriven, Esq., alias 
Fox, and the chronicle of Ji^ui 
Brompton, in proof that, amongst 
others, " Bonet or Benet, was one of 
such persons, as after the battle 
were advanced to Se^neuries in this 
land, Glamoigan." A descendant of 
the Norman, Bonet, Robert Benet, 
who, tn. Avis, dau. and heir of John 
Crompe, of SJanctuary, in Gower, and 
great grand-daughter, maternally, of 



Caradoc ap Tnir ap Ivor, Lord of 
Dvfed, iB supposed to have been ihe 
" Robert Benote" whose name ap- 
pears amoDgst the Lattces attendant 
OD the Duke of Gloucester at Azin- 
court. Certain it ia that he was di- 
rect ancestor of the Bhhnbtb of 
LaiiBSTON, CO. GJ.AUOMOAS, now re- 
presented bv JoBH Behhet, £sq., of 
that place. There ia another family of 
the name, the Bbnhet« of Fjt House, 
Wilts, which can shew an unbroken 
descent from a period almost coeval 
with the reign of the Conqueror. 

Ba»t. — Within a short period af- 
ter the Conquest, William de Barri, 
a person of great power, the son, 
probablT, of the Norman adventurer, 
m. Angnarad, dau. of Nesta, dau. of 
Rhjs ap Griffith, Prince of South 
Wales, and had four sons — 1, Robert, 
styled " Barry- More," slain at Lis- 
niore Id Waterford; 2, Philip, an- 
cestor of the several families of the 
name, so influential under the suc- 
cessive Lords Barry, the Viscounts 
Buttevant, and the Earl of Bturv- 
more; 3, Walter; and 4, Gerald, the 
celebrated Geraldus Cambrenus. 
The Bartys were amongst the earliest 
Aiwlo-Normaa settlers in Ireland, 
ana have held large possessions

Babbt, Esq., late M.P. for the county 
of Cork; and the Barrys of Bally- 
clough, whose chief, James Barrt, 
Esq , served as High Sheriff of that 
county in 1841. The name of Barry 
was ancient and noble in the Duchy 
of Normandy previous to the Con- 
quest, and subsequently became pre- 
eminently distingtiished in Wales 
and Ireland. In the latter country, 
the Barrys had immense possessions, 
and their chief sent. Castle Lyons, 
vied in splendour with the moat cck- 
brsled manuons in the South of Ire* 
land. Their earlier residences at 
Barryscourt and Buttevant, were also 
extensive and strong. A Lord Barry 
of his day, gave an entire barony (in 
England called a hundred) to an 
Earl of Desmond, as the marriage 
portion of bis daughter. A younger 
son of one of the Lords Barrys, in- 
heriting IVom his father the lordship 
of Batncormac, built there thecastii 
of Lisn^ar, which continued to be the 
seat of his descendants in an uninter- 
rupted line, untjltheklterpart of the 
1 Sib centur}', when the last Barry of 
Lisaegar, being at feud with James 
Barry, of Ballyclough, his cousin and 
heir at law, made leases in perpetuity 
of some lands, sold moat of the rest to 
Lord Cloncurty, Lord Riversdale, 
&C., and, in short, efiected, in a man- 
ner,thenuDofbiiiaDcient house. The 



Banya of BBllyclongb, ai)ring fron a

Bkiait. — The great huonial house 
of Bryan became extinct, in the male 
line, at the death, in 13W, of Guy 
de Brvan, Baron Brytm, K.G., who 
•erred as standard bearer to Edward 
III. in the celebrated fight with the 
French at Calais. This potent noble 
left two grand- daughters, hia co-heirs, 
viz., Phiufpa, who m. tat, John 
Devereux ; and 2ndly, Sir Henry 1e 
Scrope, Knt. ; but died t.p.; and 
EuzABiTH, wife of Sir Robert Lo- 
veU, Knt 

BoDiN. — At a very early period, a 
fkmilj of Bodio, Beaudin, and Bea- 
dyn, or Beadon, for the name is thua 
varioUFly written, enjoyed consider- 
able property in Devon; but whether 
or not it derived from the Norman, 
whose name appears on the Roll, 
we have no meana of aacertuning. 
IVom the Devonahire Beaudins, the 
Beadons, now of Gkilton Houae, co. 
Somerset, claim deacent. 

Bau.Bw.— The founder of the Bel- 
lewa, ie atated, but on what authority 
we know not, to have been a marshal 
in the army of the Conqueror. Some 
of his descendants, of whom there 
were eighteen knights in a direct line 
of sucression, settled in Ireland, at 



Bellewstown, in the county of Meath ; 
and in the adjoining count; of Louth, 
in the thirteenth century; of these 
we may enumerate the Baronets of 
Barmeath and Mount Bellow, and 
Sir Christopher Bellew, Knt., whose 
eldest son. Sir John, was created 
Baron Bellew of Duleek, a title that 
expired in 1772with John, the fourth 
Lord, whose male representative is 
Captain Fbahcis John Bblliw, 
H.C.S., great grandson of Patrick, 
son of Matthew Bellew, of Rogers- 
town, and nephew of John, the tirat 
lord. One branch of the (amity 

the Irish Bellews, atill remains in 
England, and is seated at Stockleigh 
Court, in the county of Devon. 

BoTBviLLB. — The appearance of 
this name on the Abbey Boll seems 
sadly at variance with uie statement 
of Matthew Paris, who records that 
the flrst of the Botevillea who came 
to England were two brothers, both 
of knightly rank, GeoSrey and Oliver 
Boteville, who brought a body of 
foreign auxitiariaa from Poitou and 
Gascone, to assist Kit^ John against 
hw rebellious barona. Sir GeofiVey, 
the elder brother, appears to have 
received a grant of the lands of 
William D'Albini, Earl of Arundd, 
at Shelton, in Shropshire, and was 
constituted Governor of Belvoir Cas- 
tle. From hia grandson, John Bole* 
vile, recorded among the knighls of 
Shropshire, present at the iiege of 
Caerlaverock Castle, derived John 
Botevile, who, from his residence in 
one of the Inns of Court, acquired 
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the Boubriqaet of " John of th' Inne," 
and tbence came the surname of 
ThyuDe, asnow borae bj John's de- 
eceudant, the Marquees of Ba.th. The 



who formerl; spelt their Dame Bote- 
vile, deduce tbeix line from the old 
knightlj nice. 

Bbhtz. — The fiimily of Brute, 
Brus or Bruce assumed its name 
Irom the Castle of La Bnisce in 
Norraand;, seventeen miles from Va~ 
It^es, which VBB built by Robert 
de Brutz, or finisce, a councillor 
to Duke Robert. His youngest son, 
Robert de BruU, or in English, 
Brus, together with William, bis son, 
followed the etaodard of their kins- 
moD, tbe Conqueror, into England, 
where Robert la said to have died, 
very shortly after the battle at Hast- 
ings. William, his son, had the caslle 
of Brember, in Sussex, and hia de- 
scendantsfbr several generatiocis held 
rank as Barona of the realm. Adam, 
or Adelm de Brus, the second brother 
of William, came into England in 
1050, attending Queen Emma ; but, 
afUr her death, retired into Scot- 
land. He joined his father and 
brother in the conquest of England, 
and for his services was rewarded 
with ninety-four lordships in York- 
shire. He diedin 1079, and his eon 
Robert is recorded in Domesday 
Book. He built the castle of Skel- 
ton, aod fbunded tbe priory of Gis- 
borough, in II 19 ; was at the battle 
of the Standard, in 1135 j and died 
1141, leaving issue — 1, Adam, who 



succeeded to the lord ship of Skelton, 

where his descendants continued to 
reside till Peter, the last lord, died, 
e.p. in 1271; and S, Robert, who, 
marrying Agnes, dan. and heir of the 
Lord of Annandale, in Scotland, was 
grandfather of Robert de Bruce, 
Lord of Annandale, who m. Isabel, 
daughter and heiress of Diivid, bro. 
and heir of William, King of Scot- 
land; the great grandson of this 
marriage was Robsbt, " the Bruceof 
Bannockbum," the most illustrious 
monarch that ever swayed the Scot- 
tish sceptre. 

Sib Robebi db Bbucb, grandson 
of Sit John de Bruce, second son of 
Robert, Lord of Annandale, com- 
petitor for the crown of Scotland, 
and grandfather of King Robert, bad 
a charter of the cattle and manor of 
Clackmannan in 1S59, and eventually 
succeeded at tbe death of King David, 
as heir male of the Bruces. Frorn him 
descend the Mabquess of Aii.be- 
BUBT, the Eabx. of Elgih and Kin- 
cardine, Majob R. L. Bbucb 
DuNDAs, representative of Bbuch of 
AiHTH ; Vice- Chan cellar the Right 
Hod. Sir J. L. E. Bbdce, Bobebt 
Bhuce, Esq., Laird of Kennel, Sir 
MiCHABL Bbucb, Bart., Sir IIbmbt

Camoib. — The link a between the 
CuDqi:eror'a companioD in aimE and 
the flrst recorded ancestor of the 
baronial house uf Camoya have not 
been aacertained. We cannot ascend 
in the genealogy to a more remote 
period than that of the third Hbnkt, 
when we find Ralph db Cahois re- 
Btored to certain lands in Hunting' 
donsbire, which had been seized upon 
by the crown in the preceding reign, 
owing to his parlicipatiou in the re- 
bellion of the barons. From hiui 
derived SiH Thouab st: Gamuts, of 
Broadwater, in Surrey, Kuigbt Ban- 
neret, an eminent warrior of the 
times of Richard 11^ Henry IV., 
Henry Vt who commanded the Itft 
wing of the English army at A 
court, and for his services on 
occasion was honoured with the Gar- 
ter. He had received summonses 
Parliament as Baron Cumoyi, from 
the 7ib Richard II. to the 6ih Henry 
v. At ihe decease in miaority of 
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his lordBbip's grandson and heir, 
Hugh de Camoys, the barony of 
Camoys fell into abeyance between 
the hist lord's sisten, Margaret, wife 
of Ralph Rttdmjlde, Esq., of Susees, 
and Aleanora, wife ol' Sir Roger Le*- 
kenor, of Horsled Keynes, and so 
conlinued until 1839, when it was 
determined in favour of the senior 
co-heir, Thomas Stonor, Esg., of 
Stonor, CO. Oiford, who now sits as 
Lord CamoyB. The other co-heirH 
descended from lUai^ret Radmylde 
were Henry L'Eatranae Styleman Le 
Strange, Esq.', of Hunstanton, co. 
Norioili, and Sir Jacob Aatley, Bart,, 
now Lord HastinsB. Of Aleanora, 
Lady Lewltenor, the representatives 
(co-heirs to the barony of Camoys), 
were. Baroness Zouche, Katherine, 
wife of Captain G. R. Pechell, R.N., 
M.P., and Sophia, widow of the 
Chevalier Ferdinand de la Cainea. 

Cauvile. — Gerald de Cam vile, 
the grandson probably of the Nor- 
man adventurer, was seated, temp. 
Stephen, at Lilburne Castle, eo. 
Northampton, and in that reign 
granted two parts of the tithes of 
Charletin Camvilc, in Somersetshire, 
to the monks of Bermoodsey, in 
Surrey. His son, Richard de Cam- 
vile, founder of Combe Abbey, co. 
Warwick, appears to have been a 
person of great power during the 
whole of the reign of Henry II. ; and 
in that of his succesBor, Richard 
CcEur de Lion, we find hira one of 
the admirals in the expedition made 
into the Holy Land. The grandson 
of this feudal lord was Gtofirey de 
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Camvile, who receired BummotiMB ti> 
Parliament from 1 293 to 1307. 

CoLTiixE.— Gilbert de Colavilla, 
or Colvile, accompanied Duke Wil- 
liam from Normaodf (where a town 
Btill bears the name), and was pa- 
triarch of the manj eminent families 
of Colvile, both in England and 
Scotland ; in the tatter country en- 
nobled as Barons of Culross. The 
represeotative of the Col v ilea of 
Kewton, co. Norfolk, the chief Eng- 
lish line, ia now represented bj' 
Chablbs Robbbt Colvilb, Esq., of 
Duffield Ball and LuUington, co. 
Derby, onlj bod of the lale Sir 
Charleg Henry Colvile. 

ChahbbbIiAwb. — John, Count de 
Tankerville, of Tankerville Castle, 
in Nonnaadj, took part in tbe espe- 
dititm ^^ainst Englaod, but returned 
after the battle of Hastinga to his 
hereditary «states, teavina; a son in 
the conquered country, who became 
chamberlain to Henry I., and whose 
Bon, Richard, assumed the surname 
of Chamberlain from his office. The 
chief line of his descendants were 
the Chamberlaynes of Sherborne, in 
Oxfordshire, from whom derived the 
celebrated Sir Thomas Chamber- 
layne, of Prince Thorpe and Pres- 
bury, a diatioKuisbed diplomatist in 
the reigna of Henry VIII., Marv, and 
Elizabeth, Ofthe esiBtinefamdiesof 
the name, sprung from the Norman 
•lock of Tankerville, we may mention 
theCBA>iBBBi.aTiiEs of Maugersbury, 
CO. Gloucester (now represented by 

J. CaAMDBBLATNH ChAHBEBLAIBE, 

Esq.), and. tbe Cbambbblaibbb of 
Stooej Thorpe, co, Warwick.

Chambemowne, originally Campo 
Arnulpht, yields in splendour of 
descent to few in the west of Eng- 
land, and was, at a period approxi- 
mating very cloBely to the time of 
William of Nonnandy, seated at Clist 
Chambernon in Devon. Prince, in 
his quaint language, narrates that 
" there have been many eminent 
persons of this family, the history of 
whose ancestors and esploits, for the 
greatest part, is devoured by time,

branch, that of bees Ferrers, has 
merged in the noble family of Wil- 
loughhy de Broke, and the next, 
which continued at Modbury, has 
long since expired. Tbe Darling- 
ton line, however, still remains, re- 
presented, through an heiress, by the 
E'eseut Henbt Chaupebhownb, 
sq., of Dartington, 
Couth, — The career of this war- 
rior terminated in three years after 
the Conquest. The eaildom of Nor- 
thumberland having become vacant 
by tbe decease of Earl Copsi, King 
WiUiam conferred it on Robbbt Co- 
ins, the knight who had accom- 
panied him from Normandy, but the 
nomination accorded so little with 
tbe wishes of the inhabitants, that 
they at first resolved to abandon en- 
tirely their dwellings; beingprevent- 
ed doing bo, however, by the incle- 
mency of the season, it was then 



determiBed, at n)l baiardB, to put 
the new Earl to death. Of this ctil 
desigQ CumyD had inlimatiDa, through 
Egelwine, Bishop of Durham, but, 
disre^rdina the intelligeDce, he re- 
paired to Duiham, with seven huB- 
dred Boldiera, aad commenced a 
course of plunder and bloodshed, 
which rousing the inhabitants of the 
neighbouihood, the town nna as- 
Naulted end carried by a multitude 
of couatrj people, and the Earl and 
all hia troops, toaman, put to death, 
Thid occurrence took place in 1069. 

CoLUUBBB. — John de Columbers, 
a descendant of the Warrior of 
Hastings abandoning King Edward 
the Firat'a standard in the French 
wars and joining the eoemy, had all 
his lands seized. 

CiVHCT. — The Sieur de Cauncy 
caioe iiom Cauncy, near Amiens. 
His descendant Sis Ubbxi Chauhcv 
^iued distinction as the historian of 
Hertfordshire. Manj of the name 
and family areeettledin Chat county. 

Choi.1(ri.ht. — Robert, son of 
Hugh, Baron of Malpas, is stated in 
Domesday Bopk to have held the 
Lordship of Caltnundelei i and there 
in no doubt that the entr>- on the 
Battle Abbey Roll refers to him. 
He had uo son, but was succeeded 
in his broad lands by his only dau. 
Lettice, the wife of Richard de 
Belward. The son or grandson of 
this alliance, William de Belward, 
Baron of Malpas, married BealrLx, 
dau. of Hugh Keveliok, fifth Karl of 
Chester, and had three sons — 1, 
David de Malpas, ancestor of the 



Egertons ; 2, RoBert, who ai 
the appellation of Cholmondeley, 
and was progenitor of tbe various- 
&milies of tbe name, seated in 
Cheshire, Yorkshire, &c. ; and 3, 
Peter, whose posterity, under the- 
name of Clerk, was settled at 
Thoratou, and became extinct temp. 
Edward m. 

CautrsxT. — TheSienrdeChamp- 
ney is mentioned by Playfur as a 
younger son of the noble family of 
de Champnee in Normandy. From 
him descended the eminent Somer- 
HCtabire house of Champneys of 
Orchardleigh, the last m^e repre- 
sentative of which was tbe late Sir 
Thomas S. Mostyn Champneys, 
Bart. A branch of this line fixed 
its residence at OstenhaDgef, in 
Kent. 

Chbhtb. — The Conqueror's asso* 
ciate to whom tius entry refers was 
Balpb Cheioe or de Cuneto. He 
received considerable grants of lands, 
and his descendants were seated, in 
high repute, at Sherland, in the Isle 
of Hieppej. One was the fiunous 
Sir John Cheney, K.G., created 
Baron Chenev by Henry VII. for bis 
services at Bosworth : and another, 
that nobleman's nephew and heir. 
Sir Thomas Cheney, a person of 
great gallantry and note in the fol- 
lowioK reign. At the celebrated 
interview between Henry VIII, and 
Francis I., at Ardres, he was one ot 
the challengers against all gentlemen 
who were to exercise feats of arms 
on horseback or on foot, for thirty 
daya; and be became subsequently a 



knight of the garter, warden of the 
cinque ports, and treasurer of the 
king's Lousehold. Of the aiime 
family waa the late General Eobert 
Chenev, father of the present Robkht 
Hhmbt Cbshxt, Esq., of Monyash, 
CO. Derby. 

Cnxaov. — The ancestor of this 
noble fainily, who canie over lh>m 
Normandy, wag, in all probability, 
Giraline de Cureon, Lord of Locking, 
ID Berkshire, whose name occurs 
amongBt the most munificent bene- 
&ctors to the Abbey of Abingdon. 
From him descended the Curzons of 
Croshall, whose heiress, Mary Cur- 
zon, m. Edward Sackville, Earl of 
Dorset, KG. ; the Curzons of Kedle- 
Ston, now represented by Lord 
Scaradale ; and the Curxons of Fenn, 
whose chief is Earl Howe. 

CuiTOBD. — This Be ems to be 
another interpolation of tbe monks, 
for the name of Clifford was not 
assumed until the reign of Henry 
IL, when Walter, the second son of 
Richard Fitiponce, haviiM obtained 
CliSbrd Castle in Herefordshire with 
bis wife Margaret, dau. of Ralph de 
Toney, took thence hia appellation. 
Tbou^ some doubt obscures this 
p<unt m the Clifford genealt^, none 
exists with respect to their diBtinc- 
lion and illustrious echieTemcnts in 
all historic transactions and in all 
martial enterprises, in court and in 
camp, &om the stirring times of the 
Plantagencts to our own more peace- 
fill days. 

Henry, tenth Lord Clifford, and 
Baron Veaey, son and heir of the 
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femed Lord Clifford, of the wars of 
the Roses — immortalized by Shakes- 
peare's muse — succeeded to the 
hereditary honoura of his illustrious 
house at tbe early age of seven, by 
^e death of his father at the Battle 
ofTowton. To protect him from 
the vengeance of tne Yorkists, then 
in tbe ascendant, it was deemed ne- 
cessary to disguise the young Lord 
in the mean habit of "a Shepherd's 
Boy," and to consign him to a herds- 
man's care. In that lowly condition 
he lived for twenty-fiye years, with- 
out any education, even so much as 
learning to write, lest it might lead 
to his discovery. On the acceesion, 
however, of Hen^ VII., he emerged 
from the Fells ot^ Cumberland, with 
and ideas of his humble 
He was altt^etber illit- 
erate, though far from deficient in 
natural understanding : but the con- 
sciousness of his own deficiencies de- 
pressed his spirit, and he determined 
on retiring to the solitude of Barden 
in Craven. There he found a retreat 
equally lavourable to taste, to in- 
struction, and to devotion. Tbe 
narrow lunits of his residence shew 
that he had learned to despise the 
pomp of gKatness, and that a small 
train of servants would suffice him 
who had lived to the age of thirty a 
servant himself. His early habits 
and the want of those artificial mea- 
sures of time which even shepherds 
at the present day possess, had given 
him a taste for observing the motions 
of the heavenly bodies ; and he now 
resolved to seek amusement and in^ 
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struction id the study of aBtronomy, 
under the guidance of the good and 
learned canons of Bolton, some of 
whom are said to hare been well 
Tersed in what was then known of 
the science. In these peaceful em- 
ploymeutB, Clifibrd spent the whole 
^eign of Ilenry VII., and the first 
year of the following. But in 1S13, 
^hen almost sixty years old, the 
ghepherd Lord received a principal 
^ommand in the army which fought 



at Flodden, and proved that the 
military genius of the family bad 
neither been chilled in him by age 
nor extinguished hy habits of peace. 
He survived the battle of of Flodden 
ten years, and died 23rd April, 1533, 
aged about seventy. He married 
first Anue, only daughter of Sir 
John St. John, of Bletahoe, cousin- 

f:nnan to Benry VII., and secondly 
lorence,* daughter of Henry Pud- 
sey, Esq. By tile latter, he had one 



• The gradual advancement of this 
lady is remukable; her father was an ea- 
quira, her first husband a knt, her second 
a baron, her last the grandson of a qneen. 
She survived her father-in-law, who was 
slain at Towton, ninety-seven years; 
and having conversed with several of 
the principals in the war between the 
Houses, mnst, in the middle of the next 
century, if her memory remained, have 
been a Uving chronicle, (raught with in- 
formation and entertainment. 

Florence Pndsey was daughter of 
Henry Pudsej, Es^ of Bolton, grand- 
■on of Sir Ralph Fudsey. the faithfdl 
protector of King Henry VI., after the 
fatal issne of the battle of Hexham. 
The first hnsband she matched with was 
Sir Ttomas Talbot of Baehall, the heir 
apparent of the knightly and historic 
family of Talbot of Bashall, the senior 
line of the illnstrions house of Shrews- 
burr. He and his father. Sir Thoiuas 
Talbot of Bashall, adhering to the 
Yorkist party, co-operated with Sir 
James Harrington and Sir John Tem- 
pest in captoring Henry VL Betrayed 
by a monk of Abingdon, the unhappy 
monarch was. in the uionth of Jnue, 
U6S, taken by the Talbota a« he sat at 



dinner at Waddington Halt, a seat of 
the Tempests, where he hod found an 
asylum for several months. He escaped 
for a while, but was captured by the two 
Sir Thomas Talbots, near the Bnngerly 
hipping stones, on the Bibble, across 
which he had fled for concealment in 
Clitberoe Wood, and he was by them con- 
ducted towards London. These events 
form the subject of one of !Eoby's Lan- 
cashire traditions. Warvrick met Henry 
at Islington, and had the cruelty to 
sabjecl his former sovereign to the in- 
dignity of havine his legs bonnd vrith 
leather straps to the stirrups of his hone 
In this decR'aded state, the King was led 
throagh Cheap and Comhill to tha 
Tower, where he remained for the next 
five years. Harrington received for his 
services lands belonnng to Tnnstall of 
Thnrland,and the Tdbots and Tem- 
pests received annuities out of Bolland 
and Tickle until they could be provided 
with lands. A tradition has been pre- 
served that the luckless Prince predicted 
th^ there would be nine successive gen- 
erations of his captors, the knights of 
Bashall, consisting alternately of a wise 
and a weak man, after which the name 
would be lost — a prediction, however. 
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daoghter, Doroihy, wife of Sir Hugh 
Lowther, of Lowther, and by the 
Ibrmer, three eons and four daughters. 
The eldest boo Henry, eleventh Lord 
Clifford, lived upon tad tenns with 
his father for several years, in co 
of his youthllil dissipatioo i to supply 
the means for which he turned out- 
law, assembled a band of dissolute 
followers, harassed the religious 
houses, beat ibeir tenants, and forced 
the inhabitaQts of whole Tillages 
take sanctuary in their churches. He 
i» said, however, to have beeu re- 
claimed in good time, and was created, 
I8th June, 1523, Earl of Cumber- 
land, besides being made a knight of 
the Garter. The barony of Clifford 
is DOW enjoyed by his Lordship's 
descendant, Sophia, Baroness de 
Clifford. 

We cannot better conclude 
reference to Lord Clifford, the Shep- 
herd, than by adding Sir Egerton 
Bry<%es' sonnet :

CoRBETT. — Corbeau, a noble Nor- 
man, came over with the Conquiror, 
and, with his tno sons, Robert and 
R<^r, was employed by Roger de 
Montgomery, Eai'l of Shrewsbury 
and Arundel. Of the earl and his 
servants, Ordericua Vilalis says, 
" That the earl was a prudent and 
moderate man, agreat lover of equity 
and of discreet and modest persons, 
and being freely assisted by the 
wisdom and courage of the said 
Corbeau, and his two sons, Roger 
and Robert, was as glorious amongst 
the greatest nobles as any of them 



which the result has not verified, 

Thomas Talbot the younger died 13 
Henry VII., and, having no issue, was 
succeeded by his brother Edmund, an- 
cestor of Che subsequent Talbota of Bas- 
batl, whose late repn;sentative and heir-

At the general survey, Rc^r, the 
elder son, held twenty-four lordships 
in Shropshire, and Robert, the

whom the Herberts, Earls of Fern- 
broke, and Finches, Earls of Win- 
chelsea, descend, and Alice, from 
whom the Earls of Uuntingdon. 
Roger, the elder son of the first 
Corbeku, left a son, William de 
Corbet, of Cans Castle and Wat- 
tlesborough, co. Salop, who was 
&ther of Sir Robert de Corbet, from 



Peter Corbet, of Cans Castle, who 
was summoDed to parliament, as a 
bacon, temp. Edward I. The eldest 



son, Tbomaa Corbet, was ^'^at 
graDd&ther of Richard Corbet, Esq., 
who settled at Moreton Corbet, and 
his direct line continues still to 
reside there, being represented by 
Sir Abukew ViHCED-r CoBBST, Bart., 
of Moreton Corbet, eo. Salop. The 
junior branches are the Corbets of 
Longnor, and Leighlon, the Corbets 
of Elsham and Darnhall, iheCorbeta 
of Sun dome Castle, &c. 

Chadmios.— The name of the 
Norman who founded this great 
house, was Robert de Chandos, a 
successful soldier against the Welsh, 
and a munificent benefactor to the 
church. From him sprang the Losne 
Cbahoos (whose eventual heiress, 
Alice Berkeley, granddaughter of Sir 
John Chandos, m. Thomas Bruges, 
ancestor by her of James Brydges, 
the princelj Duke of Chandos,*) and 



* Cannons, his Grace's splendid seat, 
stood on the road leading to EdgewareL 
The fronts were all of freestone, and 
the pillara of marble, as were also the 
steps of the great staircase. The gild- 
ing was executed by the famoas Par- 
gotti, and the ball painted by Faolucci. 
The apartments were most exquisitelv 
flnisbed and most richly furnisbed. 
Tbe gardens, svennes, and offices were 
proportionably grand. At night there 
was a constant watch kept, who walked 
the rounds and proclaimed the hours. 
The duke also muntained a lull buid, 
and had divine service performed in a 
cbapel that could hardly be surpassed 
in the beauty of its nor\manship, by s 
choir of voices and ioltruments superior 
to that of any priaee of Europs. For 
several yeai« BuDBeqaent to 1718, Handel 
resided at Cs^onV.astheduke'sJfoofro 



di Capclla, and there produced the Orato- 
rio of " Esther." But how fleeting is 
all earthly magniScence t At the decaase 
of the duke, this princely edifice was 
disposed of piecemeaL The stone 
obelisks, with copper lamps, which 
formed the opproacli from the Edgeware- 
road, were purchased for the Earl of 
Tilney, for his new boildiog at Wan- 
nead, in Essex, which has since ez- 

. the fole of the Cannonsi the 

-ble staircase was bought by the 
f;arl of Cbesteifield for his residence in 
May-fair. The gronQd and site whereon 
Cannon stood, became the proper^ of 
an opulent tradesman, who bnilt thereon 
a neat habitation, which still remains, 
after having pasKd into the hands of 
die well-known Colond O'Eelly, of 
sporting celebrity. 
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the renowned Sir John Cbandoa, of 
Radbome, a pre-eminently dietin- 
guiahed warrior, and one of the 
original Eoighta of the Garter at the 
foundation of that IllustriouB order. 
On the memorable field of Cressy, 
this celebrated commander was en- 
tmsted by King Edward with the 
task of directing and defending the 
Prince of Wales; in th^ 30th Ed- 
ward III. he fought at Poictiere ; 
and in three years after, in con- 
sideration of hii gallantry, obtained 
a grant from Prince Edward of two 

Grts of the manor of Kirlieton in 
Qcolnahire, to hold for life. In the 
same year, being retained by King 
Edward to serve him in the office of 
vice-chamherlain, he received £100 
per annum out of the Exchequer, 
and shortly after, in recompenK of 
" his great eervices in the wars and 
Otherwise," had a grant to himself 
and his hdp for ever of the Barony 
of St. Sa^^ur le Viscount, whereon 
he erected a castle. In 1364, the 
battle of Anray was fought against 
Charles of BloiB, m which the 
fkmed Bertrand du Guesclin was 
made prisoner, and the victory there 
achieved is aicribed hy all historians 
to the ability and prowess of Sir 
John Chandos, who had the chief 
command of the army of the Comte 
de Montfort. In the 41st Edward 
III. Sir John accompanied the ex- 
pedition of the Black Prince iaU 
Spain, on behalf of Peter, King of 
Castille, and held a high command 
at the Battle of Naznr. He subse- 
quently became constable of Aqui- 



taine, and seneschal of Poictiers. 
The career of this gallant soldier, 
" the pride of English chivalry," soon 
after terminated, for, in 1369, he was 
slain in the wars of Gascoignc, in a 
Hkirmish at the bridge of Lussac, " to 
the great sorrow," adds Dugdale, 
" of both Kinedoma, whereof the 
King of Franceliimself was so ap- 
prehensive, that he passionately said 
there was not any soldier living so 
able to make peace betwixt both 
Clowns as he." He was buried at 
Mortemer, and his epitaph is re- 
corded in "Lts Annaiet ^ Aqidtaine, 
par Boachet" He left no issue, 
whereupon hia sisters became his 
co-heirs. Of those ladiea, the third, 
Alianore Chandos, living 46th Ed- 
ward III. m. first, Su: John Lawton, 
Knight, squire to her father, and con- 
stable, under that great warrior, of 
the town and castle of St. Saviour's: 
and secondly, Ro^er Collynge. By 
the former, Alianore left an obly 
daughter and heir, Elizabeth Lawton, 
of Badbome, who tn. Sir Peter de la 
Pole, M.P., for Derbyshire, 2nd 
Henry IV., and from this alliance 
lineally descends the present Ed- 
wABD Sachbtbbbu-Chajidos-Polb, 
Esq., of Radbome. 

CsAWOBTH. — Patrick de Cadurcis, 
or Chaworth, whose name appears 
on the Battle Roll, was a native of 
Little Brittany, and after the victory 
of Hastings, appears to have been 
rewarded by grants of land in 

1 Gloucestershire. From him de* 
scended Thomas de Chaworth, who 
was lummoned to parliament ai k

Baron ia 1299, and whose deecend- 
nnta continued for a long series of 
generations, seated in high repute in 
the counties of Nottingham and 
Derby. The eventual heiresB was 
the "Mary Chaworth" of Lord 
Byron's poetry — 

" Heneir th« golltarv icion left 
Of nUmfrhonounflrMe," 

This lady, who was only child of 
William Chaworth, Esq., of A noesley. 



CoPHTBHAT. — Loud are the vaunt- 
ings of foreign genealogists on the 
Burpassiug brilliancy of Continental 
nobility; great the pretensions of 
Venice and of Spain ; but, with all 
their boastings, no existing house in 
Europe can rival our own princely 
one of Courtenay. To use the elo- 
quent words applied by Sir Walter 
Scott to the race of Douglas^" Men 
have si^en it in the tree, but never in 
the sapling — have aeen it in the 
stream, but never in the fountain." 
Scions of the emperors of the caet, 
famous in war and in peace, they 
hive ranked, from the earliest annals 
of the Plantagenets, among the chief 
barons of the realm; nor was it till 
after a strenuous dispute, that they 
yielded to the fief of Arundel the 
first place in the Parliament of 
England. In peace, the Courtenays 
resided in their numerous castles, 
appropriating their araple revenue to 
devotion ana hospitality ; and in war, 
they gallantly fulfllled the duties, 
and deserved the honours of chivalry. 
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Henrys. Three brothers shared the 
Spanish victory of the Black PrincCi 
and an equaltiumber,iD the conflictB 
of the Boses, fell either in the field, 
or on the scaffold, for the cause of 
Lancaster. Their honours and es- 
tates were restored bv Henrv VII.; 
and a daughter of Edward IV. waa 
not disgraced by the nuptial of a 
Courtenay : their son, who was 
created Marquess of Exeter, enjoyed 
the favour of his cousin Henry VIIL ; 
and in the camp of the Cloth of 
Gold, he broke a lance against the 
French Monarch. But toe ftvour 
of Henry was the prelude of dis- 
firace ; his disgrace was the signal of 
death; and of the victims of the 
jealous tyrant, the Marquess of 
Eietcr is one of the mo°t noble and 
guiltless. His son Edward lived a 
prisoner in the Tower, i^d died an 
exile at Padua; and Ihe^fecret love 
of Queen Mary, whom he slighted, 
perhaps for the Princess Elizabeth, 
has shed a romantic colour on the 
story of this beautiful youth. The 
relics of his patrimony were con- 
veyed into strangers' families ; and 
in reference to these misfortunes, 
the chief of the Courtenays bore for 
centuries the plaintive motto of " Ubi 
lapsus ! Quid feci ? " This illus- 
tnous house is now represented by 
William Courtenay, Eabl of Detok. 
Dakirl. — There exists no doubt 
of the fact that the personage thus 
recorded on the Battle Bull, was the 
patriarch of the great Cheshire 
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ftmily of Daniel or De AnyerB, of 
Daresbury ind Ovcr-Tabley, from 
which aprings, through the female 
line, the Wmis's, of HoUDead Park, 
CO. LaDCBsteT. 

Db Vaob. —Three brothers, Hu- 
bert, Raoulph, and Robert, the sons 
of Harold de Vaux, Lord of Vaux 
in Normandy, accompatiied William 
the Conqueror to England. From 
Huhert descended the Barons Vaux 
of Gillesland, nhich line terminated 
in an heiress, who carried the Barony 
of Gillesland to the family of Mul- 
ton, from which it passed to that of 
Dacre. Ranulph, the second son, 
was ancestor to the Vaui's of Tn-er- 
mayne, and maternally of Lord 
Brougham and Vauz. Robert, the 
third son, was the ancestor of the 
Lords of Harrowden. 

Dttjj OB D1H8, — An alteration in 
Domesday Book itaelf from de Din& 
to Divft has led to the future con- 
fouoD aa-to this name. Sir F. Pal- 
fmve, in hU work on public recorda, 
describinK Henry de Dyne, lemp. 
Henry III., says, this name ia some- 
times written de Dive, and Dugdalc 
OSes the two indiscriminately, rbis 
fomily were actively engaged in the 
contests of the barona with Kings 
John and Henry III. ; and at the 
final subjection of the latter, Windsor 
Castle and Forest were committed 
to Hugo de Dyne. They have held 
grants downwards from the conquest, 
one of them to EUtbertua de Dvua, 
by King Stephen, continued to tnem 
to the time of Cromwell's rebellion, 
when, in tbe bands of Sir Louis de 
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Dyve, half-brother to Lord Digb^, 
secretary of state to Charles I., it 
was confiscated by the parliament. 
They were thus of the baronial order 
in baronial days, and of the knightly, 
until that order went into disuse ; 
9ir William Dyne being buried in 
Kent at tbe end of the !6th century, 
and Sir Lewis annihilated, ai Just 
stated. 

The family, howerer, still surviving 
as holders of estates in Kent and 
Suases, were allowed tbe hereditary 
arms during the rebellion in the name 
of Dyne or Dyve de Battersden, 
Kent, and had tne same confirmed to 
them upon scrutiny after the restor- 
ation of the Sussex Tisitation, 1662. 
The name ia now represented in 
Kent by F. Bbaslet Dibe, Esq., of 
Gore Court, who still holds lands at 
Betheriden. The Sussex property 

Eassed to the Briscoes now of Cc^- 
m'st, the grandfather of the present 
Musgrave Briscoe, Esq., havitig m. 
the dau. and heiress of Edward Dyne, 
Esq., of Coghurst, Sussex. 

DigPBBCBBB. — Robert le Despen- 
cer, of tbe Concjueror's time derived 
his name from bis office of steward to 
the king, and appears, from the nume- 
rous lordships he possessed, to have 
been a person of great eminence.

borders of Leicestershire. Here De 
Todeni erected a stately castle, and 
from the &ir view it commaaded, 
gave it the deBignation of Belvoir 
Castle, and here be established bis 
chief abode. He died in 10S8, and 
was succeeded by bis eldest son Wil- 
liam, who assumed the surname of 
Albini or Aubeney, and acquired great 
renown at the celebrated Battle of 
Tenercheby, in Normandy, where, 
commanding the horse, he charged 
the enemy with so much spirit tnat 
he determined at once the fete of the 
day. From his eldest son Wiujam 
derived the Lords of Belvoir, now 
represented, through a female, by the 
Duke of Rutland, and Irom his second 
sou, Rau>h, the Daubencys, Barons 
Daubeney and Earls of Bridgewater, 
the Daubeneys of Gorwell, co. Dor- 
set, and the Daubeneys of Bristol. 

Dabhu.. — The descendants of this

Its chief waa arraigned 
for the murder of an inlknt child, mi 
the evidence of the midwife, who 
detailed, with most circumstantial 
minuteness, her journey, blindfolded, 
to a resideQce which she supposed to 
be the ancient manor-house of Little- 
cote, her presence at the birth of a 
male child, and her beliel^ founded 
on many circumstances she narrated, 
that the infant was burnt to death. 
On cross-examination, however, her 
evidence broke down, and Dajrell 
was acquitted, but the train of cala- 
mity which succeeded the trial may 
give rise to melancholy reflections, 
and was no doubt considered by the 
multitude to have been the ediect of 
Divine visitation. In few words, the 
owner of Littlecote soon became in- 
volved in estate and deranged in 
mind, and is stated to have died a 
victim to despondency ; and ruin and 
misery are said to have befallen the 
family that survived him.

With reference to Ibia ex- 
ploit, it is recorded that much con- 
teotioD took place, as be defended 
himself with great valour; and tbe 
pressure npon him becoming great, 
Bucb as knew bim cried out, " Sir, 
surrender, or yon are dead ; " where- 
upon he pelded, accordinit to Froi- 
Bsid, to Sir OenBis Morbeck, a knight 
of Artois, in tbe English service ; bat 
being forced firom that captain, more 
than ten knights and esquires claiised 
the honour of taking tbe royal pri- 
soner. Among these, the preten- 
dons of Sir Rwer la Warr, and Sir 
John Pelham ^cestor of tbe Pel- 
tuuns, Dukes of Newcastle, and of

ed, with other conaiderahle grants, 
the Lordships of Salisbury and Am- 
bresberj, which (having devised hia 
hereditary possessiona and Earldoma 
to Walter, his eldest son,) he be- 
queathed to his younger son, Edward 
deEvereui, thenceforward designated 
of Salisbury. This potent noble, 
who peascsaed, at the General Sur- 
vey, lordships in the counties of Dor- 
set, Somerset, Surrey, Hants, MiJ- 
dlcaex, Berefbrd, Buckingham, and 
Wills, brre the royal Standard at the 
battle of Brennevill, and eminently 
distinguished himself. His only son, 
Walter de Evereux, founded the Mo- 
nasteiT of Bradensloke, wherein, in 
his old age, he became a canon. He 
was grandfather of William de Eve- 
reux. Earl of Salisbury, whose only 
dau, and heiresa, EtA, was at her 
father's death, reudent in Normandy.

Alice, dau. of John 
de la Pole, Esq. of Hartington, and 
had three sous — I. Hdhphbet of 
Chelmorden, gr^nd&ther of Sir Ar- 
thur Dakins, knighted at Theobalds 
in 1604. II. Arthur, of Linton and 
Hackncss, co. York, general in the 
army, a justice of the peace, and M.P. 
for Scarboro', whose only dan. and 
heiress Margaret m. Ist, Walter De- 
vereux, Esq., brother to the Earl of 
Essex, 2dly, Thomas, son of Sir 
Henry Sydney, K G., and 3dly, Kr 
Thomas Posthumous Hoby, Knt. 
And III. Robert of Biggin Grange, 
living in 1^43, father of John Dakyn, 
Esq. of Bi^n Grange, returned 
among the gent^ of Scaradale Hun- 
dred in 1569. From him descended , 
the Daketheh of Ashover and Bon- 
sal, CO. Derby, and the DiKBruBS of 
Stubbing Edge, in the same shire. 
Of the latter family was Frances, 
dau. and heiress of Arthur Dakeyne, 
Esq. of Stubbing Edge, and wife of 
Captain William Hopkinson, and 
irom the same branch derived Mary 
Dakeyne, an heiress, nbo nedded 
Henry Gladwyn, Esq., and was mo- 
ther of Gieneral Gladwyn. From the 
senior tine, the Oakeynea of Bonsol, 
descended the late John Deakin or 
Dakeyne, Esq. of Bagthorpe-house, 
Notts, whose children are Henry C. 
Dakeyne, Esq., the Rev. John Os- 
mond Dakeyne, rector of South 
Hykeham, Lincolnshire, and Frances, 
the wife of Frederick Folhill, Esq., 
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M.P., of Howburv-hall, Beds. Of 
the same lineage tJso are Mr. James 
Dakejne aod Afr. Samuel Dalteyne 
of Sheffield, merchaute. 

Dei^ber. — The name of this Nor- 
man knigbt wao Sir Richabdde la 
Bebe. a leading branch of hi» de- 
BcendantB oecame eetabliahed at 
SouChham, co. Gloucester, and bore, 
for arms, "az. a bend ai^. cotiied 
or, betveeo riz martlets of the last " 
From this iami!; derives, iu the fe- 
male line, the present Rev. Jobs 
Edwards, of the Hayes, Prestbury, 
CO. Gloucealer. 

EsTrTRTiiXE. — The Conqueror's 
foUover, Robert de Estoteville, be- 
came feudal lord of Cottingham in 
Yorkshire, and was succeeded there- 
in bj bis sou, also named Robert, 
who added to his inherilMce the 
lordship of Scb^pwie, in the same 
county, bv mamage with Eneburga, 
a Saxon Heiress. The issue of tae 
union was three sons— I. Robert, 
ancestor of the Lords ofCottincrham, 
extinct in the male line temp. Henry 
III. 1 II. Osmund, proeenitor of the 
StuteriUea of Dalham-hall, Suffolk, 
one of whom. Sir Martin Stuteville, 
served as sheriff of that county 10 
James L ; and III. Patrick, who, re- 
ceiving ftom his father the Itrnds of 
Skipwith, assumed his name there- 
from, and founded the great house 
of ^pwith of Skipwith, now re- 
presented by Sib Gbat Skipwith, 
Bart., of Prestwould, co. Leicester, 
The four daughters and co-heirs of 
Thomaa Stuteville, Esq., a descend- 
ant of the Dalliam line, married four 



brothers named IsaacSDit, of whom 
the eldeBt, the Her. Stephen Isaac- 
son, Rector of Freckenham, Suffolk, 
died in 1T69, and is buried in the 
chuich of that parish. 

Enhaine. — Richard Engaine, Chief 
Engineer to the Conqueror, derived 
his name from his office, and founded 
the baronial House of Engaine. 
Joane, daughter and heiress of John 
D'Engaine, a descendant of the Six- 
man warrior, married in 1381, Sir 
Baldwin St. Georse, Knt. of Hatley, 
M.P. {br Cambrideeshire, and from 
this alliance derived the St. Georges, 
the distinguished Eings of Arms, a« 
well as the noblejlaraily ofSt. George 
of Hatley St. Geoi^, and its flour- 
ishing branch, planted in Ireland, 
from which spring the St. Georges, 
of Wood Park, county Armagh, and 
Woodsgifl, county Kilkenny. 

Fbbebbs. — Henry de Ferrere, who 
accompanied Duke William to Eng- 
land, was son of Walehelin, a Nor- 
man knight, and assumed the sur- 
name he bore from Ferriera, a small 
town of Gaitinois, celebrated for ita 
iron mines. Hence, too, originated 
the " six hone shoes," the armorial 
ensigns of the House of Ferrers, 
allusive to the sei^eurie's staple 
commodity, so essential to the soldier 
and cavaherin those rude times when 
war was esteemed the chief businesa 
of life, and th« adroit management 
of the steed, even amongst the 
nobility, the first of accomplishments. 
The name of Henry de Ferrers occur* 
iu Domesday Book, and &om that 
record be appears to have bad vast 



possessions, tbe greater part of which 
vai parcelled ojit amongst his re- 
tainers; the Fiteherberts of Norbury 
and Swinaerton still bold the laads 
their HDcestor thus obtuned. Hearj 
de Ferrers' chief seat wbb Tutburj 
Castle, in Staffordshire, but his most 
exteasive territorial grants were ia 
the adJoiiuDg couDty of Derby, 
whence his son Robert, the gallant 
commander of the Derbyabire men 
at the battle of tbe Standard, took 
the title of hia Earldom. Of the 
iilDstrioiiH race which sprung from 
this reoowDed soldier, we have 
space but to CDBmerate the different 
braaches, and to add a pasaing word 
on their ultimate late ; the semor line 
lost the earldom of Derby, through 
tbe rebellion of Robert, the eighth 
earl, who was one of the most acdve 
of the discontented nobles arrayed 
against Henry III. : his son, John de 
Ferrers, inherited, however, theCastle 
of Chartley, in Staffordshire, and was 
summoned to parliament as a Baron. 
His representative, and tbe present 
inheritor of the Barony of Ferrers 
of Chartley, is George, Marquess 
Townsbendl The Barony of Ferrers 
of Groby, conferred on William, 

frandson of William 7ih Earl of 
>erby,meT^d in the higher honours 
of tbe Greys, Marquesses of Dorset 
and that of Ferrers of Wemme, ac- 
quired by Sir Robert Ferrera, younger 
son of tbe second Lord Ferrers, of 
Chartley, fell into abeyance in 1410, 
between Elizabeth Lad; Greystock, 
and Mary, wife of Ralph Nevil, daus. 
and cohein of the last^ Baron. Of 
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the Ferrers', Lords of Egginton and 
Radboume, the co-representatives 
are Richard Walmesley Lloyd, Esq,, 
(deriving his right through the Tal- 
bots of Bashall) and Edward Sacb- 
everaU Chondos-Fole, Esq., the lineal 
descendant of Sir John Chandoa, by 
Margery Ferrers, bis wife. The only 
male branch of the family still ex< 
taut is that of Baddesley Clinton, 
CO. Warwick, derived from Sir Henry 
Ferrers, second son of the Hon. 
Thomas Ferrers of Tainworth Castle, 
son of the fifth "Baron of Groby. 
Its present representative is Maa- 
MiOM Edwabd Fbbbbbb, Esq., of 
Baddesley Clinton, son and heir of 
the late Edward Ferrers, Esq., of 
that place, by the Lady Harriet, bis 
wife, daughter of George, Marqius 
Townshend. 

FoiJOT. — In the ISth year of 
Henry II., on the assessment of the 
aid fur marrying the Sing's daughter, 
Robert Fobot certified that he had 
fitleen knights' fees which hia ances- 
tors bad held from the Conquest, 
when his progenitor came flvm 
Nonnaitdy. His granddaughter and 
heireaa, Mar^r; Foliot, married 
Whyschard Ledet, son of Christian 
Ledet, Lady of Langtone, county 

litigated by tbe grandchildren of the 
male heir Robert FolioL Of the 
offshoots of the parent stem was Jor- 
dan Foliot, summoned to parliament 
as a Baron, in 1295, and Gilbert 
Foliot, consecrated Bishop of Here- 
ford, in 1149, and translated to tl 
see of London in USl. Of h- 
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lordabip, cUstiDguished bj bis fidelity 
to Henry II., in tbe contest between 
that monarch and Thomas k B«cket, 
Matthew Paris ilaleg the following 
circumatance ; — Ab be lay in bed one 
l^ht, after B confereDCe with the 
KiDg, a terrible and unknown voice 
•onnded these words is hi« ears : " O 
Gilberte Foliot, dum revolvia tot et 
tot Deus eet Astaroth." Which he 
taking to come Ironi the devil, an- 
iwered aa boldly : — " Mentiris, 
damoD, Deus neuB est Dena Sab- 
baoth." Bishop Foliot was the 
author of an apolow for Henry, 
against Becket, and lie also irrote 
an iurective against the proud pre- 
late. 

A btBDch of the Folliolts estab- 
lished itself in Ireland, aud attained 
the bonours of the peerage, its chief 
being created Baron Folliott,. of 
Bally-Shannon. Uenr^, the last 
lord, left three sisters, his coheirs, of 
whom the Hon. lUbecca' Folliott m, 
Joh Walker, Esq., of Femey Hall, 
Shropshire, and was mother of Re- 
becca, the wife of Hunphrey Sand- 
ford, Esq., of the Isle of Up-Rossall; 
and the Hon. Elizabeth Tolliott, 
wedded first, Samuel Powell, Esq., of 
Stanedge, county Radnor, (anceetor, 
by her, of the present Henry Fol- 
liott PoweU, Esq.,) and secondly, the 
Rev. Thomas Jones, of Combe, co. 
Flint. 

The Rev. James Folliott, M.A., 
Pembroke CoU<ve, Oxford, eldest 
son of the late William Harwood 
Folliott, Esq., oTtbe city of Chester, 
and of Stapeley House, near Nant- 



wich, descends, through a branch 
which migrated from Yorkshire to 
Londonderry, in 1640, from the old 
Baronial House. 

Fbetile. — Alexander Baron de 
Frevile, the lineal descendant of the 
Norman, married Joane, granddau. 
and coheir of Sir Philip Marmion, 
and was great- p^ndfatner of Sir 
Baldwin de Freville, who, in the 1st 
Richard II., claimed, as feudal Lord 
of Tamworth Castle, to be the King's 
champion on the day of bis corona- 
tion ; but the same was determined 
against him, fin favour of Sir John 
Dymoke, in right of tbe tenure of 
Scrivelsby. The last direct male 
heir, Baldwin de Frerille, died, in 
minority 6th Henry V., when his 
great possessions were partitioned 
among the husbands of his sisters; 
thus Sir Thomas Ferrers had Tam- 
worth Castle, Sir Richard Bingham, 
Middleton in Warwickshire, and 
Roger Aston, Newdigate, in Sur- 
rey. 

FAcnHBDBOs. — The first of this 
name on record is Peter Falkeberge, 
son of Agnes de Arches, tbe pious 
foundress of the Nunnery of Nun< 
kelling in Holdemesse. From him 
descended Walter de Fauconberg, 
of Rise, in Holdernesa, governor of 
Plymptou Castle, Devon, who was 
summoned to attend the King, 
wherever he might be, to advise on 
the H&airs of the realm, 22d Edward 
I., and shortly afler had a seat in 
parliament as a Baron. By his mar- 
riage with Agnes Brus, he acquired 
the Castle of Skelton and other ex- 



tensive lands, and had a son Walter, 

Sreat grand&ther of Sir Walter 
e Fauconberg, knight banneret, 
whose eon. Sir Thomas de Faucon- 
berg, sixth Baron, died in I3T6, 
leaving an only daughter, Joan. This 
great heiress conveyed her inheri- 
tance in .marriage to the youngest 
BOD of Ralph, lat Earl of Westmore- 
land, the gallant Sir William NeviUe, 
who naa aummoaed to parliament 
jure iLcorit, as Baron Fauconberg, 
and subsequently achieving brilliant 
renown on the battle fields of France, 
and in the wars of the Roses, under 
the Yorkist Banner, was created by 
Edward IV., Earl of Kent, con- 
stituted Lord Admiral of England, 
and made a Knight of the Garter, 
At hi^ decease in 1462, the Barony 
of Fauconberg fell into abeyance 
between his three rlaughters, Joane, 
married to Sir Edward Bedhowiog, 
Knight ; Elizabeth, married to Sir 
Richard Strangewayes ; and Alice, 
married to John Conyers. 

In an old inquisition, it was found 
that Henry de Fauconbcrge held the 
manor of Cukeney, Nolls, by aer- 
jeanty, for shoeing the King's horses, 
when he came to Manafleld, which 
was formerly a place where our Kings 
were wont frequently to retire to, for 
the purpose of enjoying the chase. 
FoLTitH. — The descendants of 
this knight were seated at Ashby, 
Bucks, and in the counties of Hunt- 
ingdon and Chester. The arms ihev 
Ijore were ''per fease arg. and or, a 
cross moline or." 
FiTz-At-Kim. — Alan, eon of Flat- 



bald, obtained the Castle of Ok' 
waldstre from the Conqueror, and 
is probably the soldier whose name 
is in the Roll of Battle. From him 
derived the illustrious House of Fitz- 
Alan, BO distinguished under the 
title of Arundel. 

Frri- William. — William Fitz- 
Godrick, father of the first Sir Wil- 
liam Fltz-William, is stated to have 
been cousin in blood to Edward the 
Confessor, and to have been deputed 
upon an embassy by that monarch 
to William Duke of Normandy, at 
whose court he remuned until he 
returned with the ezpedi lion in 1066, 
as Marshal of the invading army, 
and it is added that the Conqueror 
bestowed upon him a scarf tivm bis 
own arm, for the gallaotiT he had 
displayed at Hastings. From this 
diitinguisbed personage derires the 
present Eail Fitz-William. 

Fitz-Herbebt,— Herbert, styled 
Count of Vermandoifl, accompanied 
Duke William from Normandy, and 
filled the office of Cbamberlun to 
William Rufus. He received a grant 
of lands in Hampshire, and further 
increased his power by marriage with 
Emma, dau. of Stephen, Count of 
B]oi4. From him descended the Ba- 
ronial family of Fitz-Herberl, a de- 
scendant of which, Adam Fitzher- 
berl. Lord of Llanlowell, near Uske 
in Monmouthshire, married Chris- 
tian, dau. and heir of Gwarin Dee, 
thi* black Lord of Llandilo, and was 
father of John Herbert ap Adam, 
Lord of Gwarindee, whose son WU- 
liam ap Jenkin, alias Herbert, reai- 



dent al Perthyr, near Monmoulh, 
temp. Edward 111., had four soaa, 
John, ancestor of the Pbixibks' of 
Wemdu; Dayid, of the Mobo4N8 of 
Anton J Howell, of the Jdneb's of 
Li^HABTH, Bad their derivative 
branch, the ennobled line of Rane- 
lagh ; and Thomas, of the chivelric 
HouBe of Herbert, so celebrated un- 
der Ihe title of Pembroke. 

Fitz'Wa&em. — Thig name se^e 
to refer to the Fit«-Warines, who 
deduced from Guarine de Meez, a 
member of Ihe House of Lorraine. 
Of thi» Guarine it is recorded that, 
baTicg heard that William, a valiant 
knight, siBter'a bod to Pain Peverell, 
Lord of Whittington, in Shropehire, 
had two danghtera, one of whom, 
Mallet, had resolved to many none 
hut a knight of great prowesg ; and 
that her father bad appointed a meet- 
ing of noble joung men, at Peverel'a 
PUce, on the Peke, from which she 



n of the King of Bcotland, 
and with a Baron of Burgundj, he 
Tanqoinbed ihem both, and won the 
fair prize, with the Lordship and 
Castle of Whittington. At tbia place 
he aubsequentlv took up his abode 
and founded the Abbej of Adder- 
bury.

FiTz-JoHH. — Eustsce Fitz-Jthn 

(nephew and heir of Serlo de Bui^b, 
the founder of Knaresburough C: s- 
tle) was one of the most powerful 
of the Northern Barons, and stood 
high in favour with Henry I. His 
first wife Beatrice, only dau. and 
heiress of Yvo de Vesci, Lord of Aln- 
wick, in Northumberland, brought 
him that extensive estate, and his 
second, Agnes, daughter and heir of 
William Fitz-Nigel, Constable of 
Chester, still liirtner augmented his 
inheritance by the Barony of Halton. 
From Eustace's son, by tua first mar- 
riage, William, sprang the great 
Baronial family of De Vesci : by his 
second alliance he was father of 
Richard Fitz- Eustace, Baron of Ha]< 
ion and Constable of Cheater, an- 
cestor of the Claveiings, and the 

FoBHBAux. — Within less than forty 

Sara after the conflict at Hastings, 
enry I. granted the Manor of Fen 
Ottery, in Devon, to Allan de Fur- 
neaus, whose son Galfrid de Fur- 
neaui of that place served as Sheriff 
of Devon, in 11 S4, as did his aon 
SirAlandeFurneauxinll99. From- 
the Teata de NeviUe and other 
sources, the Manor of Fen Ottery 
can be traced in the possession of 
the same family down to John de 
FumeauK, tenip. Henry V. A branch 
of ^is parent stem was established 
in Someraetshire, by Henry, brother 
of Sir Alan Fumeaui, the SberifT in 
1199, and held the manors of Ash> 
ington, Kilve, &o. Three of its de- 
■ceDdaot*, all bearing the dutsUui 
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of his Shrievallj. Another o^hoot 
fixed itself in Derbjsbire, where Sir 
Robert de Funieaui, stated by Dug' 
dale " to be a younger brother of the 
HLcient family of Furoeaux," was 
Lord of the Manor of Beightoo, a.d. 
1236. One line of this ancient house 
atill exists, derived from Henry Fur- 
Dcaux of PaJKnton in Devon, whose 
eldest con, Matthew, was baptized 
ID the church there io 1360. A 
Bcioc of this branch settled at Buck- 
fastleigb, and marrying in 1652 an 
heireas of the name of Kempe, be- 
came possessed of a freehold estate 
called Swilly, in the pariah of Stoke 
Damerel, which has regularly de- 
scended to the present time, being 
now the property of James Furneaux, 
Ksq., nephew of the Rev. Tobias 
Furneaux, of St. Gennan's Parsooage, 
Devonport. 

FoMivii,.— The beat authorities 
state that the first of this name, 
known in England, was Girard de 
Fumival, who came over from Nor- 
mandy, fnnp. Richard It and accom- 
panied the crusade to the Holy Land. 
It is impostible to reconcile this &ct 
with the entry on the Battle Roll. 
The male line of the Furnivals be- 
came extinct in 13S3, at the decease 
of William, the fourth Baron, who 
lefl an only dau. and heiress Joan. 
This lady became the wife of Tho- 
mas Neville, broiher of Ralph, first 
£arl of Westmoreland, and 1^ a dau. 
and beir, Maud, who wedded Sir 



John Talbot, and thus entitled that 
renowned soldier to be summoned to 
parliament as " Baron Fumival." 
His Lordship's subsequent heroic 
achievements in France, won for bim 
the Earldoms of Shrewsbury, Water- 
ibrd, and Wexford, and thencefor- 
ward the Barony of Fumival mersed 
for two centuries in the higher 
honours, until the demise of Gilbert, 
aemith Karl of Shrewsbury, in 1616. 
That nobleman left daughters only; 
the youngest of whom Aletbea, wife 
of Thomas Howard, £ail of Amn- 
del, eveutually inherited the Baro- 
ny of Fumival, and transmitted it 
to her descendauts the Dnkes of 
Norfolk, until by the decease t. p. 
of Edward, Diotb Duke, in 1777, 
it fell into abeyance between his 
Grace's niecea, and still continues 
in the same state, the' present co- 
heirs being Lords Stourton and 
Petre. 

GuBKAT.^ — -Hugo de Gournay, Lord 
of Goumay, in Normandy, who bore, 
for arma, pure table, was one of the 
haroDS who (Commanded at the bat- 
tle of Mortimer, against the French 
in 1054. Subsequently, coming over 
to England with Duke William, he 
participated in the victory of Has- 
tings, and was rewarded with the 
manorial grants in Essex, which he 
held at the period of the General 
Survey. His son, Gerard de Gour- 
nay, Baron of Goumay, in Norman- 
dy, and Baron of Yarmouth in Eng- 
land, greatly increased his power and 
influence, by marrying the Conque' 
ror's granddaughter, Ediiba, da«. of 
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William de Warren, Earl of Surrey, 
The isauR of thiu brilliant alliaDce 
was ODe aon and two daughters. Of 
the latter, the elder, Gundred, wife 
of Nigel de Albini, was progenilrix 
of the MowbrajB, Dukes of Norfolk, 
and the AlbiaiB, feudal Lords of 
Camhoi and the younger, who wed' 
ded Richard de Talbot, waaanccB- 
of the Talbota of Baahall, co. ] 
and the Talboti, Earls of Shrews! _ 
The son, Hugo de Gournay, Lord of 
Gournay, "educatua cum Henrico 
prime, et ah illo multum hoaoratus 
et dilcctus," waa great-grandfather 
of Julia de Gournaj, the richly por- 
tioned bride of William Bardolph, 
BoToQ of Wirmgay. Thas ended 
the chief male line^ two younger 
branches continued however to flou- 
rish. The one, which was the more 
diBtinguished, fixed its residence at 
Barew Gurney and Inglish Combe, in 
SomerBetahire, aa early as the Survey, 
and, retaining the name of Goumay, 
through two ftmale descendants, ad- 
ded to its territory the estates of the 
Harpetrcea and other considerable 
families, and became powerful feu- 
dal baroiiB in the West of England. 
The muse generally known of this 
line, were Sir Thomas de Gournav, 
one of the murderers of Edward 11., 
and his aoD, Sir Matthew de Gour- 
nay, frequently mentioned by Frois- 
sart, who assisted at all the great 
battles of Edward III., and the Slack 
Prince. The other younger branch 
of the Norman Gournaya, held cer- 

''>rd«, under the fiaroiu of Goumay, 



the capita] tenaotB, by whom they 

were subenfeoffed. Hence gprang 
the Gumeys of Harpley and Weat 
Barsham, from a younger son of 
which family descend the Gurneya 
of Norfolk, now represented by Hud- 
son Guhsby, Esq. ofKeswiek.'F.B.S., 
and late Vice President of [lie So* 
cieU of Antiquaries. 

Geokoes.— Of the family planted 
by the Georgea of Hastings, branches 
spread over the counties of Hertford, 
Dorset, Somerset, and Wilts. In the 
last named shires it was seated at 
Langford, and posseased so influen- 
tid a position, that Sir Edward 
Georges, of Langford, obtained a 
baronetcy' in ItjlS, and waa aj\ei- 
warda raised to the peerage of Ire- 
land, aa Baron Geoi^es, of Dnndalk. 
That title is now extinct ; hut a male 
heir of the old family of Gorges still 
esists in the persMi of the present 
Hamilton Goboee, Esq., of Kilhrew, 
CO. Meath. 

Gebkocn. — I'he descendante of 
this knight were a family of baronial 
lank, great posseasions, and much 
personal distinction, the parent stem, 
it is atated, of the Qobfe House of 
Cavendish. 

Gjitahd.— When William of Nor- 
mandy desired to invade England, 
many of his nobles held cautiously 
bai'k from proffering aid, being wea> 
lied and impoveri^ed by the con- 
tinued struggles in which the Dukft 
had been engaged since his father's 
death. But B few stanch adherents, 
atnongEt the foremost of whom were 
Walter de Gyfiarde, Count of Lon- 



gtigviUe, and Oabonie, bia brother, 
the sons of Osborae de Bolobec, 
eomiiig nobly forward with offers of 
men, shipa, Sic, the laggards were 
thereb; warmed to the uudertaking, 
and *tne expedition was carried out. 
Iq the subsequent success of his 
chietl the Comte de LoDguiville 
iBTgelf contributed, obtaining no less 
than one hnndred and seven lord- 
ships in the conquered country, and 
was constituted Earl of the county 
of Buckingham. His brother Osborne 
had also his portion of the spoil, the 
fertile county of Gloucester being 
allotted as the locality of his reward. 
Here he held the extensive manors 
of Brimeslield, Rochemtune, Alder- 
berrie, and Stoche ; upon the lirst 
named of which he settled, and there 
subsequently a great caade was built, 
(temp. Stbphkh,) which continued to 
be the residence of the family until 
it was destroyed by the army of 
Edward II., in the Baronial war, 
(tniu>lS22. From Osborne descended 
the B&KOHs GirrABD of Brimsfield, 
and the GirFAODs of OhiUingtoo, co. 
Stafford, now represented by Thomas 
WlI:UAH GlFTABD, Esq., of that 
place ; Peter Giffard, Esq^ the chief 
of the latter distinguished house, 
temp. Charles I,, in hia extended and 
chequered life, saw the entire down- 
lall and the perfect restoration of hia 
family. From the commencement of 
the great rebellion he appears to have 
taken an active and decided part in 
it, for at an early period we find bis 
estates confiscated, and himself a 
prisoner. CbiUington, recently re- 



ceiving a royal guest in the person of 
Queen Elizabeth, became a royal 
garrison. The estates were sold by 
the Drury House Commissioners ; 
and the members of the iamily, aAer 
fighting in the king's army as long 
as an army existed, were in prison, 
in bsnishment, or in concealment. 
When the second Cbablsb made hia 
ill-yrised descent on England, in 
IGiflT several of the Giflarda joined 
him, and fought on the liital field of 
Worcester. After his defeat, the 
king returned towards Kiddermin- 
ster, and was advised by the Earl of 
Derby to seek a temporary retreat at 
Boscobel, where the Earl had been 
safely concealed for many days, du- 
ring a hot puisuit, in an earlier part 
of the war. The king assenting to 
this proposition, moved with his few 
faithful followers in the direction 
of Kidderminster; but on Kinfare 
Heath, it being night, was terribly 
discomfited by the acknowledgment 
of his guide that he had lost his way. 
In this dilemma, a gentleman among 
his followers offered bis services as 
guide; this was Charles Giffard, a 
nephew of Peter Giffard, of Chilling- 
ton. Well and cleverly did he per- 
form his task, guiding the royal 
fugitive safely and quickly to tbe 
spot where immediate security might 
be found. Peter Giffard survived 
the troubloua period to which we 
refer, and after the Restoration, re- 
ceived (somewhat tardily) a royal 
grant of his estreated possessions. 
A few months after this, having 
survived bis lady, and moat of his 
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contempoTsries, he executed a deed, 
by which he surrendered oil he poB- 
BCBBed to hiB eldeBt bod, regerving 
only for himself a small &rm, the 
aervice of two retaiDera, and such 
mainteDance (said the deed) " as was 
becoming to a geDtleman of bis 
qualit;. He did aot long enjoy the 
calm this arrangement seemed to 
promise, but having seen hit family 
reinstated in the wealth, influence, 
and honour which was their heritage, 
he died "fuU of days," 2ith June, 
1663. 

GowBB. — Thii, we ^)prehend, is 
another monkish addition. All oar 
antiquaries coincide in attaching a 
long and diatinmished line of ances- 
tors to the noble bouse of Gower, 
but tbey all assert for it an Anglo- 
Saxon origin. From a remote period 
its members acted a prominent part 
in public affairs, and so far back as 
the close of the I8th century, Sir 
John Gower was one of the persona 
of note summoned to be at CarUale, 
with horae and arms, on the feast of 
the Nativity of St. John the Baptist, 
to march against the Scots. From 
him deBcends, in direct line, the 
present Ddkb or SnTEBBi.kNii. 

Gkaukt. — An error may poasibly 
exist in the addition of the letter a 
to this name. Among the soldiers 
of the Conquest, few were more 
largely rewarded than Duke William's 
nephew, Gilbert de Gaunt, son of 
Biddwin, Eail of Flanders, and it is 
therefoie very unlikely that bis name 
should be altogether omitted in the 
Eoll of Battle Abbey. Besides, we 
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have no trace of any Norman knight 
bearing the designation of Graunt. 

At the period at the general sur- 
vey, wefind Gilbert de Gant possessed 
of Manora in the counties of Berks, 
Oxford, York, Cambridge, Bucks, 
Huntingdon, Northampton, Rutland, 
Leicester, Warwick, Notts, and Lin- 
coln, in all a hundred and seventy- 
three lordships, of which Folkingham 
was capat oaronia. Like most of 
the great lords of bis time, Gilbert 
disgorged a part of the spoil, thus 
acquired, to the Church, and amongst 
other acts of p:ety, restored Bardney 
Abbey, in LincMjlnabire, which bad 
been destroyed by the Pagan Danes, 
Inquar 'and Hubba. The son and 
BuccsBsor of this renowned feudal 
chief was Walter de Gant, a distin- 
guished commander at the Battle of 
the Standard, "where," says Dugdale, 
" by his eloquent speech and prudent 
conduct, the whole army received 
such encouragement, as that the 
Scots were utterly vanquished." He 
died 4 King Stephen, leaving a son, 
Gilbert de Gant, who became Earl 
of Lincoln yure uxoria. 

Gbakson. — The Brat of the de- 
scendants of this Norman adventurer 
whom we find to have attained pub* 
lie eminence, was Sir Otbo de Gran- 
dison, Secretary to King Edward I., 
and at one time Ambassador to Rome. 
He received summons to Parliament 
as a baron in 1299, but died without 
iiaue, when the title became extinct. 
From his brother, William, derived 
the subsequent Barona Grandison 

Gkai. — Anschitel de Crsy, or de 



Grey, son of John, Loid of Croj, in 
Konnandj, the Conqueror's com- 
panion in anna, held landa of the fee 
of William Fitz -Osborne, as recorded 
in Domeada; Book. Of the ancient 
cbiralric family of Grey, many 
branches had baroni>il summoiiB to 
Parliament — the Greys of Codnor, 
the Greys of Wiltoo, the Greys of 
Ruthyn, the Greys of Rotherlield, 
the Greys of Groby, the Greys of 
Weriie, &c. The Groby line has the 
proud distinction of haviuK given 
birth to Lady Jane Grey, nbo was 
eldest daughter of Henry Grey, Mar- 
quis of Dorset, and Duie of Suflblk, 
by the Lady Frances Brandon, his 
wife, niece of King Henry VIIL 
The principal existing families of the 
name are those of Ruthyn, represen- 
ted by the Marchioneaa of Hastings 
and Howick, whose chief is the pre- 
sent Earl Grey. 

Gbbndoiin. — This soldier of the 
Conquest received ashis share of the 
spoil a fair lordship in Warwickshire, 
and thence assuming a surname, 
founded a kniahtly family, which 
obtiuned Baronial rank in the reign 
of Edward I., when ^ Ralph de 
Grendon had summons to Parliament, 
±Jt. 1288. His onW son, Robert, 
(econd Iwd, being of weak intellect, 
much litigatioa arose regarding the 
lordship or Grendon, with Sir Roger 
and Sir Philip Chetwynds (who were 
allied to the family bymarnage),and 
endured for a considerable time. At 
length an sKreement was entered 
into, under wtiich the estate passed 
to the Chetwynds, by whose de- 
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acendant, Sir George Chetwynd, 
Bart., it is now held. 

GasHVULXE. — lUchard, sumamed 
de Grenville, from one of bis Lord- 
ships, was younger brother of the re- 
nowned conqueror of Glamorgan shire, 
Robert Fitz-Hamon, and derived ia 
direct descent from Rollo, the Dane. 
Accompanying his royal kinsman to 
England, be fought at Hastings, and 
participated in the spoils of victory, 
lie inherited also the Norman 
honours of his house, and was Earl 
of Corbeil and Baron of Tborigny 
and Granville. From bim sprang the 
Granvillea of Stow, in ComwaU, a 
race of men distinguished in each 
successive generation, but pre-emi- 
nently illustrious in the 16th and 
I7tb centuries, when the achieve- 
ments of the Granvilles illumine with 
their brilliancy the page of tbeir 
country's anno^. We can only glance 
in passing at tbe heroic death of the 
gallant Admiral Granville, the friend 
and relative of Raleigh, and exclum 
with John Evelyn, than this, "what 
have we more ? What can be 
greater ? " His two grandsons, how- 
ever, acted so conspicuous a part in 
the Civil War, that we cannot omit 
a slight reference to tbeir exploits. 
The elder, the fcmed Sir Bevil Gran- 
ville, one of the boldest and most 
successful of the Cavalier leaden, 
joined the Royal Standard on the 
first outbreak of the rebellion ; and 
marching into Cornwall, rescued that 
whole county from tbe Parliament, 
attacked the partisans of the Com- 
moos, who had risen in great nnm- 
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here ID Ibe west, BDd routed them at 
Bodtniu, LaunceatoD, and Strattoo. 
HiB last aod most brilliaDt actioD nu 
at Lansdown Hill, near Bath, where 
he fell in the arnis of victory, on the 
5th July, 1648. " Od the king's 
part," says ChirendoD in detailing 
tbis engagement, " there were more 
officers and gentlemen of quality 
alain than common men, end more 
hurt than slain. That which would 
have clouded any victory and made 
the lose of others leas BpoLen of was 
the death of Sir Bevil Granville." 

The younger brother of this gal- 
lant Bolaier, Sir Richd. Granville, was 
also a Cavalier commander of great 
eelebritv, who advanced the Boyal 



very. He eventually fined, his resi- 
dence in France, and dyin^ at Ghent, 
was interred in the English church, 
where this simple inscnption marks 
the sacred spot : ■' Sir Kichard Gran- 
ville, the king's general in the west." 
In more recent times, the name of 
Granville again became distingniabed 
in the person of George Granville, 
Lord LauBdowne, a poet of consider- 
able reputation. The present repre- 
sentative of this illustrious race is 
Court Gbaktiilb, Esq., of Calwich 
Abliej, CO. Stafford. 

GnsDOB .—The Seigneurie of Gour- 
don near Cahors, on the borders of 
Ferigord, was the patrimony of this 
Norman adventurer. His descen- 
dHut, Sir Adam de Gurdon, Ent., 
living temp. Henry III., was in that 
monarch's reign Bailiff of Alton : but 



joining the Mountfbrd &ction, he 
suffered outlawry, which was not re- 
moved until the tbllowing reign, when 
Sir Adam received the custody of 
the forest of Wolmer. From tbia 
celebrated knight, whose lands at 
Selborne, Hants, known still as Gur- 
don manor, belong to Mt^alen Col- 
lege, Oxford, sprioe the Gcbdohs of 
AssivsTOK, CO. Suffolk, and the Gub- 
Dons of Lbtton, co. Norfolk. The 
former estate was purchaaed from 
Sir Miles Corbet, by Robert Gurdon, 
Esq., in the 16th century, and the 
latter acquired by his son, John 
Gurdon, Esq., in marriage with Amy, 
dau. and heir of Wm. Brampton, li^. 

Guinbs. — In the reign of King 
John we find Emold CouDt of 
GhisnesinFrance possessed of twelve 
knights' fees in England. His son 
and heir was Baldwin GbisneH and 
the next on record, Robert deGhisnei, 
living A.D. 1248, is Btyled uncle to 
Arniilph, Earl of Gbisnes. The name 
does not again occur until 1 Edward 
I., when we meet with mention of 
Ingelram de Gbisnes, otherwise de 
Cursi, a noble Baron of France, whose 
successor, also named Ingelram, a 
dig tin guiehed commander in the Scot- 
tish wars, was summoned to Parlia- 
ment as a baron. The grandson of 
tbis nobleman, Ingelram de Gbisnes 
or de Courcy, allying himself to the 
Royal House of Flaiilagenet by his 
marriage with the Lady Isabella, 
daughter of Edvtaid HI., received a 
grant of the Karldom of Bedford, 
with the ribbon of the Garter. 

Hatosard. — The deicendanta of 



this Norman established themselres 
in the counties of York, Lincoln, 
Lancaaler, Sussex, &c., and bore for 
arms " Gu. three mullets or." A 
scion of the Yorkshire branch, settled 
in Ireland, temp. JiMna II., was re- 
presented b; the late Rickard Mas- 
BBT HAsa^BD, Ksq.,of Miskin House, 
Glaraorganshire. 

HiSTiNQS.^Robert, Steward to 
William of Normandy, accompanied 
tlie expedition to England, and was 
rewarded with the Lordship of Fil- 
loDgley, CO. Warwick. He received 
also the appointment ot Portgrave 
of Hasting), and thence arose a sur- 
name, which his illustrious descen- 
daote rendered renowned in the cabi' 
net and in the field. Robert's suc- 
cessor, Walter de Hastings, became 
Steward to Henry I., as owner of the 
msDor of Ashills, co. Norfolk, which 
he held on condition of taking charge 
of the naperie (table linen) at the 
Coronation. His descendant, Henry 
de Hastings, Baron Hastings, mar- 
ried Ada, dnughterof David, Karl of 
Huntingdon, and was fotber of the 
bold defender of Kenilworth Castle, 
Henry, Lord Hastings, whose grand- 
Bon, John Hastings, seneBchal of 
Aqui'ainc, was one of the aspirants 
to the Scottish throne, a.d. 1290, in 
right of hia great grandmother, Ada, 
who was niece to William the Lion. 
This potent noble -wedded for his 
first wife, Isabel, sister and co-heir of 
Aymer de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, 
and had by her a son John, ancestor 
of the Earls of Pembroke, whose 
last representative, John Hastings, 



third Earl, was accidentally slain in 
a tournament, by Sir John St. John, 
at Wo«dstock, in 1389. The super- 
stition of the period attributed the 
untimely fate of the youthful Earl to 
a divine judgment upon the family, 
in regard tliat Aymer de Valence, 
Earl of Pembroke his ancestor, wm 
one uf those who passed sentence of 
death upon Thomas Flantagenet, 
Earl of Lancaster, at Pontefract : for, 
it was observed, that subsequently to 
that judgment, not one of the Earls 
of Pembroke saw his father, nor any 
father of them took delight in seeing 
his children. 

From the second marriage of John 
de Hastings, the competitor for the 
throne of Scotland, derived the Lord 
Hastings of Gressing Hall. ' One 
great branch of the family still exists, 
that represented in the male line, by 
theEARLor HnNTiKODOn. It springs 
from Thomas, a younger son of Wil- 
liam de Haslingp, steward to Henry 
II., grandson of Walter de Hastings, 
Lord of Fillingley, steward to Henry 
I. ; and was first ennobled in the per- 
son of the celehrBted Sir William 
Hastings, created Baron Uastings-of 
Aahby-de-la-Zoitch, by KingEdward 
rV., in 1461. His lordship, who was 
one of the most powerful persons in 
the kingdom, erected at Ashby, a 
magnificent castle, which continued 
to be for two hundred years the re- 
sidence of his descendants, and was 
afterwards remarkable as the tempo- 
rary prison of Mary, Queen of Scots. 
He fell a victim, eventually, to the 
Protector Gloucester, and was be- 
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headed in the Tower, a.d. 1483. Of 

his Lordship, Fuller snys — " The 
reder needetb not my dim candle to 
direct him to this illustriouB person, 
whom King Edward IV., or rather 
Edward PlantaEenet (because more 
in human than in his royal capacity) 
BO delighted ia, that he made him his 
Lord Chamberlain, Baron Hastings 
of Ashhy-de-la-Zouch, &c." The 
first Earl of Huntingdon was this 
nobleman's grandson, George, who 
attended Henry VIII. to Therouenne 
and Tournay, and was rewarded with 
an earl's coronet. His son, the se- 
cond Earl, funned a bnlltant alliance, 
marrying Katherine, daughter and 
co-heir of Henry Pole Lord Mon- 
tagu, and grandaughter of Margaret, 
Countess of Salisbury, daughter and 
Bole heir of George Plants genet, Duke 
of Clarence, brother of Edward IV. 
By this high-bom lady he had six 
sons and five daugbterB: of the 
youngest of the latter, the beautiAil 
Lady Mary Hastings, the following 
circumstance is related : — " John 
VaPsilivich, Great Duke and Emperor 
of Russia, having a desire to marry 
an English lady, was told of the Lady 
Mary Hastings, who being of the 
blood royal, he began to aSect, 
whereupon making his desires known 
10 Queen Elizabeth, who did well 
approve thereof, he sent over Theo- 
dore Piaeemskoie, a nobleman of 
great account, hia ambassador, who, 
in the name of his master, oSered 
grest advantage to the Queen in the 
event of the marriage. The Queen 
hereupon caused the lady to be at- 



tended with divers ladies and young 
noblemen, that »o the ambassador 
might have a sight of her, which was 
accomplished in York House Uarden, 
near Charing Cross. There, nas tbe 
envoy brought into ber presence, and 
casting down his countenance, fell 
prostrate before her, then rising back 
with his face still towards her, (the 
lady with the rest admiring at his 
strange salutation), he said, by his 
interpreter, 'it sufficed him to behold 
the angelic presence of her who, be 
hoped, would be bia master's spouse 
and empress I ' " The alliance did 
not, however, take place, and the lady 
died unmarried. 

HcBBfi. — The visitation of Dorset, 
AJ>. 1623, as well as a manuscript in 
ancient French said to have oeen 
found in the Abbey of Glastonbury 
at its dissolution, records that Hubert 
Hdsbb, a Norman noble, having mar- 
ried the Countess Helen, dau. of 
Richard Stb Duke of Normandy, ac- 
companied the Conqueror to Eng- 
land, and had a grant of the office of 
High Constable, with considerable 
possessions. Certain it is that the 
family of Hoasey appears among the 
great landed proprietors at a very 
earl^ period, and soon attained a 
diatinguisbed position in various 
parts of the Kinsdom. In the reign 
of the fourth Edward, Sir William 
Hiissey, an eminent lawyer, held the 
dignified office of Lord Chief Justice 
of the King's Bench, and his sou Sir 
John Kussey was elevated to the 
peerage bj Henry VIIIt as Beron 
Huaaey of Sleford, in 1534. A 
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braucb, the Hdbeetb of 

TON, CO. Lincoln, diatin- 
guithed for their devotion to the 
Rojol cause, obtained a. fiajonetcj 
from James 1. in 1611, but tbeirmate 
line expired in 1734. Charlotte, Biater 
and heiress of Sir Edward Hustey, the 
last Baronet, tn. Thomas Pochin, Esq. 
of Barkby, aod was mother of Char- 
lotte Pochin, wife of Chaxi^b Jaurb 
Packs, Esq., of Preat wold -hall, oo. 
T^eiceater. So ftr back as the time of 
Henrj IL, a scion of the house, Sir 
Hugh Husiey, went to Ireland, wed- 
ded ihe sialer of Theobald Fitz-Wal- 
ter, the first Butler uf tbat kingdom, 
and died seised of large poasesnions 
in thecounty of Meath from the grant 
of Hugh de Lacie. He was ancestor 
ofthe HusBBTS, Baboks of Galthim, 
of whom the Husseyg of Westown, 
CO. Dublin, ure a derivative branch. 

In England some descendants of tbo 
Norman UuB^eBtillexUt, among whom 
*e may mention the HussBTBoifLYHB 
and Mabdhdli., co. Dorset, and the 

HdSBBTS of ScOTNET CaBTLB, KkNT. 

Hbxct. — In the reign of Heniy 
111^ MaWejsin de Hercv, doubtless 
a desccDdaiit of the hercy, of the 
Battle BoU, was Constable of Tykhill. 
He acquired by his marriage with 
Theophania, dau . and coheir of Gilbert 
de Arches, the estate of Grove, Notts, 
a d became ancestor of iheBercysof 
that place ; and also of the Hercys of 
Crucbfield, Berks, now represented by 
John Bbkct, Esq. of Crucbfield. 

Hbkiodii.'— From this adventurer 
>p<ang the warlike race of Heron, so 
celebrated in Border feud and Border 



miustielsy. Id IICX), they posaessed 
by grant from Henry I., the Baronj 
of Heron in Northumberland, and in 
1166, exactly a century after their 
Norman ancestor set foot in England, 
Jordan Hairun ia named in the Liber 
niger Scaccarii, amongst the knights 
then enjoying great estates in the 
north. In the reign of Henry III., 
the marriage of William Herinn, Go- 
vernor of Bamborougb Caatle, with the 
daughter and heir of Odone! de Ford, 
transplanted the family to the lands 
of her inherilance and there — at Ford 
Castle — they continued in ^gh re- 

Site for several generations, William 
eron of Ford being summoued to 
parliament as a Baron in 1371. In 
the contests between Percy and 
Douglas, the Herons were arrayed 
under the banner of the former, and 
al the memorable Battle of Otter- 
burn, their ciaei. Sir William Heron, 
fought vith distinguished bravery. 
The Ballad of Chevy Chase erro- 
neously ranks him among the slain :

Bir hoflei tli« Hiude Hpjtly. 
SJr WiJliJiiu the bolde ttsoroD*. 

The history of the Herons and 
their achievements in all their various ■ 
lines, would fill a volume : here w« 
must content ourselves with enume- 
rating some of the more diBtii>guisbed 
branches: next in importance to that 
of Ford, were the HerooBof Piudboe, 
the Herons of Cbipcboae, the Herons 
of Cressy, and the Herons of Newatk- 

Harecohxt. — Errand de Har 
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court (detcended ttoia Bernard the 
Dane, to whom Hollo of Nonoandj 
^HDted, A.D. S76, the Lordship of 
Earcourt iu tb at Duchy ),coDiniaitited 
the ArcherB of Vol de Ruel in the 
Conqueror*! army, but returoed to 
bia hereditary posBeBsioDB imme- 
diately after WUliam's coronatiun. 
Bia next brother Robert, however, 
who bad also accompanied tbe expe- 
dition to England, remained in the 
conquered country. Hb son, Wil- 
liam de Horcourt, a gallant adherent 
of Henry I., against Kobert Curthose, 
commanded the troops which de- 
featedtheEarlof Mellentin 1123,'aad 
received in recompense a great ad- 
dition of territory in England. Of 
his three sons, the eldest, Robsbt, 
BaroQ of Harcourt, Elbceuf, &c., was 
ancestor of tbe Viecounta of Chatelle- 
raut, the Comtea d' Harcourt, the 
Marquises and Dukes of Harcourt, 
in France ; and the second, Ivo, who 
inherited all his lather's English pos- 
geadions, became the founder of the 
noble House of Habcoubt in this 
country, of which was the famous 
lawyer, Siuon, Lord Habcoubt, 
Lord Chancellor temp. Queen Anne. 
Tbe present male representatiTe of 
the English Harcourts is Geoboe 
Siuon Habcovbt, Esq. of Aaker- 
wycke, co. Bucks, who descends from 
Philip Harcourt, Esq., brother ofthe 
Lord Chancellor Harcourt. 

Hocbli. OB HorsiJ- — The de- 
■cendants of the Norman Houell were 
•eated in the counties of Norfolk and 
Suffolk, at HillingtoQ in tbe former 
and at Ashfield m the latter, bearing 



for amis, " aa. a cross, or." One of 
them, Richard Hovell, squire of the 
body to Henry V., was ancestor of 
tbe family of Hovell, which adopted 
the surname of Smith, and the co- 
heiress of which, Elizabelh, dau. of 
Robert Smith, a&u Hovell, Esq., in. 
iu 1730, the Rev. Thomas Thurlow, 
Rector of Ash&eld, co, Suffolk, and 
had three sons, Edwabd Lord Thur- 
low, Jjord Cbancellor,TbomaB, Kshop 
of Durham (whose son Edward, late 
Lord Thurlow, took the additional 
surname of Hovell), and John, Alder- 
man of Norwich. 

HAKBr.—Tfae Hacketi of Niton, 
in the Isle of Wight, were the de- 
scendants ofthe Haket ofthe Battle 
Abbey RolL The eventual heiress, 
Agnes, dau, of John Hackett, Esq. 
of Niton, m. John Lye, Esq., of Dor- 
setshire, and was mother of Anne 
Lye, wife of Sir James W^orslej, 
constable of Carisbrook Castle. Do- 
minus PaRanuB de Haket, who also 
derived bis descent from the soldier 
of Hastings, accompanied Uenry 11. 
to Ireland, and acquired broad lands 
and aeignories there ; and his de- 
scendants, generation after genera- 
tion, were parliamentary Barons, and 
potent Magnates in the sister king- 
dom. They are now represented by 
Michael Hacebtt, Esq. of Brook* 
lawn, CO. Dublin. 

Hauohms. — Among tbe many of 
his own kin, who accompanied the 
Duke of Normandy on his invasion 
of England, were two brothers, son« 
or grandsons of Hamon Dentatus, — 
Bebert Fitz-Hamon, lbs renowned 



Conqueror of Gkniarganshire ; and 
Haimon, called iu the Domesday 
SuiTey, " Dapifer," from his having 
received the office of Lord Steward 
for the EiDg. The latter d. 
isiueleas; and the former led 
four daughters ouly, three of whom 
devoted themselves to conveii' 
tual lives, and the fourth, Mabel, m. 
Kobert Fitiroy, Earl of Gloucester. 
HaimoQ DeDlatua appears to have 
had ai least two other sous, Ricbaks 
of Granville acd Corbeil, ancestor uf 
the Granville family, illustrious in 
the ranks of the peers and landed 
proprietors ; and CBEUqtiBR, aa he 
is staled in the Battle Abbey Roll, 
whoinheriled the Barony of Chatham 
from Kobert Fitz-Hamon and many of 
the Kentish estates of Hamon Dapi- 
fer. Creuquer, or Crevec<eur, had his 
manors erected into a lordship, called 
by distinctiou " Baronia de Cr§ve- 
quer," and from Chatham being its 
head, his descendants generally wrote 
themselves Dohihi db Cbteuh. We 
ftad theae honours, in the reiKn of 
Richard I., in poasession of Hamion 
de Crevequer, whod.in 1203, leaving 
Robert Hainion bis heir. Haimon 
joined in the confederacy of the 
Baron* under Simon de Montfort 
against Henry IU., and was among 
those who in consequence lost their 
estates. Fiom him lineally descended 
Ralph Heyman or Hayman, of Scl- 
linge, CO. Kent, ancestor of the Bey- 
mans of Somerfield, extinct Baronets, 
and Roger Hayman, who, to avoid re- 
utions in Queen Mary's 
o Devonshire, where he 
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reign, fled 



established a line represented now 
both in Somersetshire and Ireland, 
Thepresent chief of the Irish portion 
of the family is Matthbw Hatuam, 
Esq., of South Abbey, Youghal, a 
magistrate for the county of Cork. 

Kamb. — Two brothers, Ralph 
and John, descended from the Nor- 
man Karre, passed from England 
into Scotland sometime in the 13th 
century, and laid the foundation of 
those two iUuBtrioua Houaea, Kbr of 
Febmihubst, now represented by the 
Marquess of Lothian, and Kbr of 
Cebfobd, whose chief ia the DuKB 
or Roxburgh H. 

KiBiBLL. — Robert, Dulce of Nor- 
mandy, the Conqueror's father, in 
order to keep in check the people of 
the Pays de Dol, built in the ye»r 
1030 a castle at Cazel or Cheruel 
upon the Coesnon, a liver which then 
divided the provinces of Nonnaody 
and Brittany. This place gave ui 



and of which was the Norman knight, 
Kiriel, who appears on the Battle Ab- 
bey RoU. Among the more celebra- 
ted personage* of the name, we may 
mention Hue Kvriel, Admiral of the 
French, and Nicholas Kiriel, Admiral 
of the English Fleet, in the Htb 
century; YvoQ Cheniel, the brother 
in arms of Bertrand du Guesclin, and 
Sir Thomas Kyriel, K.G., a gallant 
military Commander, and a devoted 
adherent of the house of York, who 
was beheaded by Queen Margaret, 
afler the second battle of St. Albans. 
The only family of eminence bearing 
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a ■imilai' name and aimilar aitaa now 
existing in this couQtry, is that of 
Ktblb, of Much Marcle, co. 
Uerejbrd, represented by Wiixiau 
MoNBT'KiBi^, Esq. of Hom House, 
one of nhose collateral ancestors, 
JoHH KtbiiE, has acquired from Pope, 
aa the Mav or Ro*i, a claim to im* 
mortality more deserviug of the 
world's esteem, than could be de- 
rived' JTom all the honoura of war. 
The faoiily of Staasfeld, of Stansfeld, 
and of the lalaad of Jtr^ey, deriving 
from WjonMaryon,of anoble house 
in Brittany, to whom the eiteodive 
township in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, whence he adopted his 
aurname, was granted by the Con- 
queror, claims a common origin with 
tlie Kyriels and Kyrlea, from the 
KineU of the Battle Abbey Roll. 
Claude Marion, Seigueur de Ker- 
houel, had confirmation, in 1669, of 
the noble descent of the fauiiiy of 
Marion, and of their ancient arms, 
the chart^i of which — tlie three 
fleura-de-lis — are. the same as those 
now uaed by the represeuta lives of 
the Man or Rom. 

Laci. — Two distinguished mem- 
bers of this ancient family, namely, 
Walter de Lacie, and Ilbert de Lacie, 
came into £nglMid with the Conque- 
ror; but it has not been ascertained 
in what degree of relationship they 
stood to each other. Waltbb was 
one of the Commanders whom Wu.- 
liiAH sent into Wales to subjugate 
the principality ; and being victori- 
ous, he acquired large possessions 
there, in adiditioa to those already 



obtained, as his portion of the 
spoil of Hastings. These, vastly 
augmented by royal favour, and ex- 
tensive grants in Ireland, descended, 
in the course of time, to Walter de 
Laci, " vir inter omnea nobiles Hiber- 
niee, eminentissimus," whose grand* 
daughters and co-heiresses were 
Maud, wife of Peter de Gieneva, and 
Margery, wife of John de Verdon. 
Ilbbbt he Laci, the fellow soldier, 
if not kiusuiau, of Welter, had, frxim 
his Royal Master, a grant of the castle 
aud town of Brokeabridge, Yorkshire, 
which he afterwards denominated, 
in the Norman dialect, Fontefiwit. 



Lincoln, whose last male-heir, Henry 
de Lacy, third Earl of Lincoln, and 
jwe uxoris Earl of Salisbury, one of 
the most eminent nohlemea of hia 
time, died in 1S12, " at his maouoD- 
house, called Lincoln's Inn, in the 
Buburhs of London, which he himself 
had erected," leaving an only daugh- 
ter and heir, Ames, CounteHs of 
Lincoln and Salisbury, who married, 
Ural, Thomas Plaatagenet, Karl of 
Lancaster, eecoodly, £ubold de 



Buttons, had its origin in the e 
vices of Roger de Lacy, Constable of 
Chester (great grandfather of the 
last Earl of Lincoln.) In his tine, 
Ranulph, Earl of Chester, having 
entered Wales, at the head of some 
forces, was compelled by luperior 



numhera, to shut himself up id the 
casile of Rothelaw, where, being 
L-losely beaieged by the Welsh, he 
Bent to De Lacj, CoDStable of Chea- 
ter, who forthwith marched to hit 
relief, at the head of a concourse of 
people then collected at the fair of 
Chester, consiaiing of minstrels and 
loose cliarHcterB of all descriptione, 
formiog altogether so Dumerous a 
body, that the besiegers, at their ap- 
proach, mislakiog them for soldiers, 
immediately raised the eicge. For 
this lim^ aid, the Earl conferred 
upon de Lacy and hie heirs the pa- 
tronage uf all the miuatrels in thoae 
porta; which patronage the Con- 
stable transferred to bis Steward 
DuttoD, and Lis heirs The privilege 
was — " that at tl^e Midsummer Fair, 
held at Chester, all the minstrels of 
that country resorting there, do at- 
tend the heir of Dutton, jrom his 
lodging to St. John's Church (he 
being ilien acccompained by many 
gentlemen of the country), one of 
them walking before him in a surcoat 
of Mb arms depicted on taflata ; the 
rest of his fellows proceeding two and 
two, and playing on their several 
■orts of muaicalinsiruments. When 
divine service terminates, the like 
attendance upon Dutton to hie lodg- 
ing, where a court being kept by bis 
Steward and all the minstrels formerly 
called, certain orders and laws are 
made for the gavemmeut of the so- 
ciety of minatrela," 

Latiheb. — This surname is said 
to have been adopted from the ten- 
ure of certain laadt, which required 



the posseasor thereof to act aa "lali- 

mer, or intertireier. In English 
hiatory it occupies a prominent place, 
sod has been borne at various timea 
by the most distinguished warriors. 
In the reign of Henry III. flourished 
Wlluah dh Latihbb, a crusader 
under Prince Edward, and a gallant 
soldier in the French wars ; and un- 
der Edward lU., WiUiam, Lord 
Latimer, his great grandson, a war- 
rior of great renown, celebrated for 
a victory achieved over Charles of 
Blois, at the siege of Doveroy, where, 
with only 1600 men, EngliBb and 
Bretons, he encountered that Prince, 
who had come to the relief of the 
place at the head of 3,600 men ; and 
defeated and slew him, besides nearly 
a thousand knights and esquires ; 
taking prisoners also, two earls, 
twenty-aevcn lords, and fifteen hun- 
dred men-at-arms. The only child 
and heiress of this heroic soldier was 
Elizabeth Latihbb, married, 1st, 
to John, Lord Nevill, of Raby ; and 
2nd, to Robert, Lcrd Willoughby de 
Eresby. Another branch of the 
houne of Latimer were tbe Lords 
Latimer of Braybroke, whose even- 
tual representative (in the female 
line), Edwabd Gbiffin, was created 
in 1688 Banfa Giii7fin of Bb4X- 

LovBSAT. — A &milyof this name, 
bearing for arms " per pale ai^. and 
sa, an eagle diaplayed with two 
heads, counterchanged; armed, mem- 
hered, and ducally gorged or," ia 
seated at Williamscote, co. Oxford, . 
being now represented by Jobs 
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LoTESAT, EBq., High Sheriff of the 
count; ID IS4I. 

LovBlx. — Robert, Lord of Breher- 
val and Yvery in Normandy, a 
younger boo, it ia staled, of Eudes, 
Bovereign Duke of Brittany, was the 
potent noble to whoin this entrj on 
the Roll of Battle Abbey refers. 
He received from the Conqueror a 
grant of the Lordihips of Kary and 
Harpetre, in the county of Somereet ; 
but returned eventually to his native 
Duchy ; where he asaumed the cowl, 
and died a monk in the abbey of Bee, 
leaving three BOns, of whom the eld- 
est, Ascelin Gouel de Perceval, suc- 
ceeded his father as Lord of Breher- 
Tal. This feudal chief held, like his 
predeceeBor, a distinguished place in 
the Norman army, and was rewarded 
for his services with divers manors, 
particularly Weston and Stawel, co. 
Somerset. He was a man of violent 
temper, and thence acquired the sur- 
name of " Lupus." Ordfricus Vitalis 
gives the particulars of a long and 
estraordin iry dispute which Ascelin 
had with the Earl of Bretevil, and 
wtiich ended by his obtaining hie own 
terms, after sustaining a leige of two 
months, in his castle of Breherval, 
against a poweriiil armj:, commanded 
by the ablest captains of the age, 
which terms included the retention 
of the fortress, and the haad of 
Isabella, the Karl of Bretevil's only 
daughter, in marriage. 'J he issue of 
the unicHi thus accomplished, were 
seven sons and one daughter. Of 
the former, Ibe eldest, Robert, Earl 
of Yveij, died*. ;>.ia 1121, uid was 



■. by his brother WiujAM, tnmamed 
" LupelluB," or the little wolf, which 
designation was softened into iupel, 
and thence to luvel. By Aubence, 
his wife, sister of Walleran de Belle- 
monte. Earl of Mellent, William 
Lupellui had five sons; 1st, Wale- 
BAN, Lord of Yvery iu Normandy ; 
2nd, Ralph, Lord of Castle Kary, 
in Somersetshire, died », p ; Srd, 
Hekbt, ancestor of the Lords Lovel 
of Kary, whose heiress, Muriel Lovel, 
m. Sir Nicholas St. Maur, Lord St. 
Maor; 4th, William, ancestor of the 
LovELB of Tichmersh; and fith, 
Richard, who retained the original 
surname of Perceval, and from whom 
descended the Eakls op Eohont. 
The Lovels of Tichmersh, wtio had 
summons to Parliament, 26th Jan- 
uary, 1297, were a baronial family of 
considerable distinction. The last 
bsron, Francis, 9tb Lord Lovel of 
Tichmersh, created Viscouut Lovel, 
in 1483, was an eminent military 
commander, and is said to have fal- 
len at the battle of Stoke, fighting in 
support of the pretensions of Lajn- 
bert SmneJL The circumsUuce. 
however, of his lordship's death at 
Stoke admits of duubt, for atler the 
battle he was certainly seen endea- 
vouring on horseback, to swim the 
river Trent; yet, from this period, 
no further mention is made of him 
by an^ of our historians. A rumour 
prevailed that he had, for the time, 
preserved his life, by retiring into 
some secret place, and that be waa 
eventually starved to death, by the 
treachery or oegligeoce of those in 
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whom he had confided ; which report 
■eems. Id later days, to be coolirnied 
by a very particular circumstance re- 
lated in a letter from William Cow- 
per, Esq^ clerk of the Parliament, 
concerning the supposed finding of 
the body of Francis, Lord Lovel :—

Hence it may be inferred that this 
ones powerful but ill-fated uoblemaa 
retired secretly to his own cMtle; 
and having entruBted himself to some 
fiiend or dependant, died either by 
treachery or neglect — a melancholy 
period to the fortunes of one of the 
greatest and moat active personages 
of the era in which he flourished. 
In his lordship vesled the baronies 
of Lovel, Holland, D'Eyncourl, and 
Grey of Rotherfleld, all of which 
fell under the attainder that closed

Lucr, — The first mention of the 
family of Lucy is in a render made 
by King Henry I. of the lordship of 
Dice, in Norfolk, to Richard de 
Lueie, governor of Falais, who sub- 
sequently acted a prominent part in 
the contests of Stephen's reign, and 
was more than once Liedtenant of 
Ehglahd.— The affinity which ex- 
isted between that celebrated noble 
aod Ite^nald de Lucie, the ancestor 
of the Lords Lucy, whose heiress 
Maud, wedded Henir Percy, first 
Earl of Northumberland, Dugdale 
declares his inability to discover. 
The Lucvs of Charlecote, co. War- 
wick (Shakespeare's Lucj6)t now 
represented by HaNar Spbnsbb 
Lucr, Esq., descend from Sir Wil- 
liam de Charlecote, who changed his 
name to Lucy, from the &Gt, it is 
supposed, of his nMther being the 
heiress of some branch of the great 
baronial fcmily of Lucy. 

Lascales — This Norman adven- 
turer seems to have been requited 
for his iervices by grants in the 
Northern Counties, particularly in 
Yorkshire, where his descendants 
were seated at a very early period. 
Dugdale states that the &mily. pro- 
duced divers peisooa of great uoie 
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maor a^i rince j— tbe chief of whom 
wai Rooks db Lasckli, lummoDed 
to Fuliament aa a baron, temp. Ed- 
WABD I. From this ancient itock, 
the Earls of Harewood clum de- 

LoTBBBLi- — In the reigiu of Henry 

I. and StepheD, Sir J. Luttrell (son 
or grandson probably of tbe Norman 
warrior) held, in capite, the manor 
of HotoD Pagnel, in Yorkshire, which 
eventually devolved upon an heiress, 
who married JohD Scott, feudal Lord 
of Calverley, and Steward of the 
household to the Empress Maud. 
Of the derivative brancnes were the 
feudal barons of Imhair, the Earm 
OF Cashahptok and the Luttbeixs 
of Dunster, co. Somerset. 

LoNOUBUAUt. — The deaceudants 
of the Norman Longueville became 
Lor Is of Overton, co., Huntingdon, 
and Wolverton, Bucia; and in one 
blanch vested the barony of Grey de 
lluthin. During the great civil war, 
they arr&yed themselves under the 
royal banner, and suffered, in conse- 
quence, loss and confiscation. The 
chief of the house, Sir Edward Lon- 
giieville, of Wolverton, was created 
a baronet of Nova Scotia by Charles 
I, His graodson, Sir Thomas Lon- 
guoUle, last Bait., was seated at 
f restatyu, co. Flint, and Esclushatii, 
CO. Denbigh. He married Maria 
Margaretta, dau. of Sir John Con- 
way, Bart., and left three daughters, 
his co-heirs, viz.: 1. Maria Mar- 
garetta, nho m. 1st, Thomas Jones j 
3iid, Joseph Taylor, gent., by the 
formfr (^ whom she was grandmother 
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of Tbomaa LoogneviDe Jodbi, Eiq., 
of Prestatyn, who took the name of 
Longneville, and of Hugh Jones, 
Esq,, of Lark Hill, West Derby, co. 
Idncaater; 2nd. Conway, who nt. 
George Hope, Esq., and died t.p. ; 
and 3rd, Harry, m. to the Rev. Rich- 
ard Williams, of Cron, co. Flint. 

Lasb, or Db la Lobb. — From this 
Norman the Lanes of Staffordshire 
claim descent, a Ikuiily illustrious in 
history for the pait they took in the 
preservation of King Charles II, 
After the battle of WonresUr, CoL 
John Lane, the head of the house, 
received the fiigitive Prince at his 
mansion of Bentley, whence his Ma- 
jesty was conveyed in disguise Iw the 
Colonel's eldest sister, Jane Lane, 
to her cousin Mrs. Norton's residence 
near Bristol, This loyal Lidy mar- 
ried in the sequel Sir Clement Fisher 
of Packington, in Warwickshire, and 
received, after the Restoration, an 
annual pension of ilOOO for life. 
From her brother, the cavalier Col. 
Lane (to whom it was granted, in 
augmentation of his paternal coata, 
an especial badge of honour, viz. the 
arms of England in a canton, with, 
for crest, a strawbeny roan horse, 
bearing between his fbre l^s the 
Royal Crown), lineally descends Uie 
present Jobn Newton Lake, Esq., 
of King's Bromley Manor, co. Stof- 

LoviTOT, — Not long after the Con- 
quest, we Snd William de Lovetot 
possessed of Hallam, Attercliffe, 
Sheffield, and other places in York- 
shire, and we subsequently trace liia 
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atteL'tion has been paid by ourgeoe- 
alt^sta to the origin of this potent 

hotise, but certdo it ie that its be- 
nign influeoce laid tbe foundatioo of 
the proBperit^ which that district of 
Yorkshire enjoys to this day. The 
feudal chieftain of the time of our 
early Narman Kings in bis baronial 
hail, pre<ieDts not at all times an ob- 
ject which can be contemplated nith 
aatiafkctioQ by those who rcRard 
power but as a trust, to be admi- 
nistered for the general good. With 
BUtbority little restricted by law or 
usage, he hsd the power of oppress- 
ing as well as benetiling the popu- 
Lition by which be was surrounded, 
and maiy doubtless were the hearts 
which power so excessive deduced. 
It is gratifying when we tind those 
who could overcome its seductive 
influence. And such seem to have 
been the family of De Lovetot. Few 
of their transactions have come 
down to us, but none which leave a 
blot upon their memory, and some 
which shew that they had a great 
and humane regard for the welfare of 
those whom the arrangements of 
Providence had made more imme- 
diately dependant on them. One of 
their first cares was to plant churches 
on their domains, and their religious 
seal is still fiirther displayed by the 
fonnda^on and endowment of the 
■plendid monastery of Worksop. The 
last of the male line of the Lovetots, 
William, Lord of Hallamahire, died 
between the 22nd and 27th jears of 



the re^ of Henry II., leaving an 
only daughter, Matilda or Msud, 
then of very tender age. This lady 
was heir to her fatlier's large posses- 
sions, and, through her mother, was 
nearly allied to the great house of 
Clare. Her wardship 'fell to the 
king, but Henry seems to have left 
it to his son and successor, Richard 
Cceur de Lion, to select the person 
to wliom her hand should be given, 
and therefore to appoint to what new 
family the fair lordship of Sheffield 
should devolve. As might be ex- 
pected, Richard chose the son of one 
of his companions in arms; and 
Maud de Lovetot was bestowed on 
Gerard de Furnival, ayoung Norman, 
knight, son of another Gerard de 
Fumival, distinguished at the siege 
of Acre. Thus the Fumivals became 

Ciessed of the Lordship of Hal- 
shire, which eventually passed, 
through themarriageof their heiress, 
to the Talbots, Earls of Shrewsbury, 
and from them to the Howards, 
Dukes of Norfolk. 

Malet. — William, Lord Malet de 
Greville, was one of the great barons 
who accompanied the Conqueror, 
and had, in charge, to protect the 
remains of the fallen monarch, 
Harold, and to see them decently 
interred after the battle. His son, 
Robert, Lord Malet, possessed at 
the general survey, tbirly-two Lord- 
ships in Yorkahire, three in Esses, 
one in Hampshire, two in Notts, 
eight in Lincolnshire, and two bun* 
dred and twenty-one in Suflblk. 
The near kinsman of this Robert, 
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William M^et, Lord of the Honour 
of Eye in Snfiblk, na« one of the 
aubecribing wi to esses to Magna 
Charta; and from him liaeally derives 
the present Sib Albiakdes Maxet, 
Bart., of WUbury House, Wilts. 

Mauhesbb. — The descendants of 
this knight were seated at Fenvton 
in the county of Devon, as early as 
the reicD of Henry II., and conti* 
nued there for thirteen generations, 
vhen the heiress inanied Ferrers, 
and afterwards Kirkham. The arms 
of the Malherhes were, or a chev. gu. 
betaeen three nettle Uavee erect ppr., 
referential to the&mily name. 

Madhsbyuxe. — Upon the Srst 
arrival ia England of the Conqueror, 
there was amongst his companions 
a famous soldier, called GeSray de 
Magnavil, so designated &om the 
town of Magnavil in the Duchy of 
Normandy, mio obtained as his share 
in the spoil of conquest, divers tair 
and wide spreading domains in the 
counties of Berks, SuSblk, Middle- 
sex, Surrey, Oxford, Cambridge, 
Herts, Northampton, Warwick, and 
Essex. The grandson of this richly 
gifted noble, another Gboftbbt de 
Mahsevillb, was advanced by King 
Stephen to the Earldom of Essex, 
but nevertheless, when the Empress 
Maud lused her standard, he de- 
serted his Royal benefactor, and 
arrayed himself under the hostile 
banner. In requital the Empress 
confirmed to him the custody of the 
Tower of London, granted the here- 
ditary SheriWty of London, Middle- 
ws, and Herts, and bestowed upon 
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him all the lands of Endo Dapifer in 
Normandy, with the office of stew- 
ard, as his rightful inheritance, and 
numerous other valuable immunities, 
in a covenant witnessed by Robert, 
EUrl of Gloucester, and several other 
powerful nobles, which covenant coo- 
tained the singular clause, " that 
neither the Eail of Aqjou, the Em- 
press's husband, nor herself^ nor her 
children, would ever make peace 
with the burgesses of London, but 
with the consent of him the said 
Geoffi^y, because they were his mor- 
tal enemies." Besides this, he had 
a second charter, dated at West- 
minster, recreating him Earl of Es- 
sex. Of these proceedings King 
Stephen, having information, seized 
upon the Ear! in the court, then at 
St. Albans, some say after a bloody 
affray, in which the Earl of Arun- 
del, being thrown into the water 
with bis horse, very narrowly escaped 
drowning; certain it is, that to re- 
gain hia liberty the Earl of Essex 
was constrained, not only to give 
up the Tower of London, but his 
own Castles of Walden and Bles- 
sey. Wherefore, being transported 
with wrath, he fell to spoil and ra- 

f>ine, invading the king's demesne 
ands and others, plundering the ab- 
beys of St. Albans and Ramsay : 
which last having surprised at &n 
early hour in the morning, he es- 
peUed the monks therelroni, made ft 
fort of the church, and sold their 
reli^ous ornaments to reward hiB 
soldiers; in which depredations he 
was assisted by his brother-in-law. 



William de Saj, a stout and war- 
like man, and one Daniel, a coun- 
teifeit mook. At last, being pub- 
liclj excomniDDicated for his many 
outrages, he besieged the Caeile of 
Burwell, in Kent, and going un- 
helfned, in conseqaence of the heat 
of the weather, he naa shot in the 
bead with an arrow, of which wound 
he soon afterwards died. This noble 
outlaw had married Rohesia, daugh- 
ter of Alberic de Vere, Earl of Ox- 
ford, Chief Justice of England, and 
had issue, Ernulph, Geofftey, William, 
and Uobert; and by a former wife, 
whose natne is not mentioned, a 
daughter Alice, who married John 
de Lacy, constable of Cheater. Of 
hiB death, Dugdaie thus speaks : — 
"Also that for these outrages, having 
incurred ihe penalty of excommuni- 
calion, he happened to 'be mortally 
wounded at a little town called Bur- 
well 1 whereupon, with great contri- 
tion for his sins, and making what 
satis&ction he could, there came at 
last Bome of the Knights Templars to 
him, and putting on him the habit 
of their order, with a red cross, car- 
ried his dead corpse into their orchard, 
at the old Temple, in London, and 
coffining it in lead hanged it on a 
crooked tree. Likewise, that after 
some time, by the industry and ex- 
penses of William, whom be had 
constituted Prior of Walden, Ids ab- 
solution was obtained from Pope 
Alexander III., so that his body was 
received among Christians, and divers 
offices celebrated for him ; but that 
when the prior endeavoured to take 



down the coffin and carry it to Wal- 
den, the Templars bemg aware of the 
design, buried it privately in the 
church-yard of the New Tbmplb, viz, 
in the porch before the west door." 

William dc Mandeville, last sur- 
riving son of this famous noble, sue- 
ceeded as third Earl of Esses, at the 
decease of his brother Geoffi^y, and 
not long after made a pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land. At his death, which 
occurred in 1190, the feudal lordship 
and estates be enjoyed devolved on 
his aunt Beatrix, wife of William di 
Say; and from her, passed to the 
husband of her grand -daughter — the 
celebrated Geoffrey Fitz-Piers, Jus- 
tice of England, whom Matthew 
Paris characterizes as "ruling the 
reins of government so, that afler his 
death, the realm was like a Bhip in a 
tempest without a pilot." Ilis only 
daughter and eventual heiress, Maud, 
wedded Robert de Bobun, Earl of 
Hereford, and bad a son, Humphrey 
de Bohun, Earl of Hereford and 
Essex, with whose male descendants 
the latter Earldom continued until 
the decease, in 1372, of Humphrey 
de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, Nor- 
thampton, and Essex, whose elder 
daughter and co-heir, Alianore, mar- 
ried Thomas of Woodstock, Duke of 
Gloucester, sixth bod of Edward III., 
and was mother of Anne Plantagenet, 
tbeconsort of William Bourchier, Earl 
of Ewe, in Normandy, Of this alli- 
ance, the son and heir, Henry Bour- 
chier, Earl of Ewe, obtainedapatent 
of the Earldom of Essex in 1461, and 
was succeeded therein by big grondson , 
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Henry Bourchier, second Earl of Es- 
sex, at whose demise, in 1S39, the re- 
presentslion of his ill ust nous house 
and of the Mandeviltes and Bobuns, 
Huh of Essex, devolved on his sister, 
Cicely, wife of John Devcreui, Lord 
Ferrers of Chartley, whose great- 
fn^ndson, Walter Devereax, second 
Viscount Hereford, wai raised in 1572 
to the Earldom ofEsBex, a title that 
expired with Robert Devereus, third 
Earl, the Parliamentary GeneraL It 
was, however, revived mahout fifteen 
years after in the person of Arthur, 
LordCapel, whose wife, the Lady Eli- 
zabeth Percy, was granddaughter of 
Lady Dorothy Devereux, sialer of Ro- 
bert, Earl of Eases, the favourite of 
Queea Elizabeth. Thus the present 
Earl of Essex can deduce anjjnbroken 
line of descent through each suc- 
cessive family that held the honour, 
from Geoffrey de Mandeville, upon 
whom the Larldom of Essex was 
conferred by King Stephen. 

Makuyon. — The chiefs of this 
great bouse are stated to have been 
hereditary rhempions to the Duk( s 
of Normandy, prior to the Conqueit 
of England : certalQ it is, that Robert 
de Marmyon, Lord of Fonteney, ob- 
tained from his royal roaster, not long 
after the battle of Hastings, a grant 
iif the manors of Tamworlh, co. 
Warwick, and Scrivelsby, co. Lincoln, 
the latter to be held " by the serrice 
of performing the office of champiou 
at the King's Coronation." His de- 
scendants and eventual co-heiresses 
were Joan Cromwell, wife of Alexan- 
der Lord Frevile, and Margaret de 



Ludlow, wife of Sir John Dymokp, 
between whom bia estates were par- 
titioned, Frevile receiving Tamworlh, 
and Dymoke, Scrivelsby, with the 
championship of England, which is 
still held by bis descendant, Sir 
Hbkbt DrMOKE, Bart, of Scrivelsby, 

Maledile. — The great Northern 
House of Melville claims this Nor- 
man as the patriarch of their race. 
GalfriddeMaleville, the earliest of the 
family who appears in Scottish history, 
had the honour of being the first Jus- 
ticiary of Scotland on record. From 
him derived the I'^arls of Melville. 

Mastkine. — This entry on the 
Battle Abbey Roll refers to the &- 
mous Martin de Tours, who came 
over from Normandy with the Con- 
queror, and was distinguished at the 
battle of Hastings. Subsequently he 
scquired by conquest, as one of the 
Lords Marcher, a large district in 
Pembrokeshire, called Cemaes or 
Keues, and became Palatine Baron 
thereof, exercising within bis terri- 
tory, subject to feudal homage to the 
King, all the jura regalia which, at 
thnt period, appertained to the crown 
of the English monarch. He made 
Newport the head of his Palatinate, 
and there erected his castle, the ruins 
of which still exist. From this notent 
noble, the Palatine Barony of Kernes 
has descended to the present Thohab 
Davies Lloid, Esq., Bronwydd, uo. 
Cardigan, who derives from Martin 
de Tours, through the families of 
Owen of Henllys, and Lloyd of 
Peopedwast. He holds the lordship 
by the same tenure, and e 






the jttra regaUa in the same manner 
as his grekt ancestor did under the 
Conqueror. Newport, the "caput 
baronite," has been, tims immemorial, 
uader theloc&ljnrisdiction of amayor 
(appointed annually by Mr. Lloyd 
of Bronnjdd,} and twelve bnrgesaea : 
courts leet and baron are beld at 
stated periodfl in the town, where all 
the bnsineBs of the lordship is trans- 
acted, fresh grants of land given by 
the burgesses, under the sanction of 
the lord, and other affairs settled. 
The lordship is fifty milea i 
ference, and each &rm i 
what is called a " chief ren 
Lloyd, of Bronwydd. He is obliged 
to wdk the boundariea every five 
years, a task which geoerally occupies 

'11)6 inuuediate male descendants 
of Martin de Tours were summoned 
to parliament in the Barony Martin, 
which, at the decease of William, 
Lord Martin, in 1326, fell into abey- 
ance between hia heirs, Eleanor Co- 
lumbers, his sister, and James de 
Audley, his nephew, as it still con- 
tiuues with their representatives. 

Make. — The descendants of this 
Nomtan knight occupied aprominent 
poution in Staffordshire, in the time 
of the early Plantagenpts. William 
^de Mere occurs as High Sheriff of 
that county, temp. Edward 11., and 
in the next reign, Peter de la Mere 
filled tbe speaker's chair in the House 
of Commons. At an early Jieriod, 
the fhrnily posaeflsed the manor of 
Maer, co. Stafibrd, and are also found 
resident at Norton, 
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The name is spelt, in ancient deed*, 
de Mere, de Mare, but the inote re- 
cent orthography is Mayer. 

Madlst — The first of this name 
we can trace is Peter de Mauley, & 
Foictevin, Baron ofMulegrave, and 
Lord of Doncaster, in Yorkshire. 
Ue appears to have been an adherent 
of Kmg John, and to have acquired 
his English estates in marriage with 
Isabel, daughter and heir of Robert 
de Thurnham, whose wife was Joanna 
Fossard, heiress of MuUirave, a de- 
scendant, probably, of the Domesday 
NigeL Camden says, that " by mar- 
riage Peter de Mauley came to a 
great inheritance at Mulgrave, and 
that the estate was enjoyed by seven 
Peters, Lords de Malo-lacu, succes- 
sively, who bore for arms " or, a bend 
sa." But the seventh, who had sum- 
mons to parliament from 22 Ric. IL 
to 3 Hen. v., dying ». p., his posses- 
sions were divided between Sir John 
Bigot, Knt., and George Salvaine, of 
Duffietd, who had married his sisters. 
The manor of Mulgrave is now the 
property of the Marquis of Norman by. 

MoKTiHBR. — Ralph de Mortimer, 
supposed to have been son of the 
famous Norman Bcneral, Roger de 
Mortimer, and to have been related 
to the Conqueror, held a principal 
command at the battle of Hastings; 
and, shordy after, as the most puis- 
sant of the victor's captains, was seat 
into the Marches of Wales to en- 
counter Edric, Earl of Shrewsbury, 
who still resisted the Norman yoke. 
This nobleman, after much difiicuity 
and a long seige in bis castle of Wig- 
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more, Mortimer Bubdaed, and deli' 
vered into the king's hands ; (Then, 
in requite of his good nervices, he 
obttuDed R Kntnt of ^1 Ediic's estates, 
&nd seated himself at WiEmore. 
Thus arose, in Eoglaod, the iUustri- 
ous house of Mortimer, destined to 
occupy the most prominent place on 
the roll of the Plantagenet nobilit;, 
and to transmit to the royal line of 
York a right to the di&dem of Eng- 
land, which, after the desolatins con- 
tests of the Roses, triumphed m the 
person of Edward, Earl of March, 
who ascended the throne as fourth 
of his name. Rt^er, Lord Mortimer 
of Wigmore, so notorious in our his- 
tories as the paramour of Queen 
Isabel, was grandson of Roger Mor- 
timer, the illustrious adherent of 
Henry HI, in the baronial war, to 
whom Prince Edward was indebted 
for hia deliverance from captivitv after 
the battle of Lewes. The exploit is 
thus recorded b^ Dugdale : — " Seeing 
his Sovereign m this great distress, 
and uothing but ruin and misery at- 
tending himself, and all other tbe 
king's loyal subjects, he took no re&t 
till he bad contrived some way for 
their deliverance j and to that end 
aeot a swift horse to tbe prince, then 
prisoner with the King in the castle 
of Hereford, with intimation that he 
should obtain leave to ride out for 
recreation, into a place called Wid- 
inersh ; and that upon sight of a per- 
son mounted dd a white horse, at the 
foot of Tulington Hill, and waving 
his bonnet (which was the Lord of 
Croft, as it was said), be should 



haste towards him with all possiblp 
speed. Which beingaccordinglydnDe 
(though all the country thereabouts 
were thither called to prevent his 
escape), letting spars to that horse, 
he overwent Uiem all. Moreover, 
that being come to the park of Tu- 
lington, tois Roger met bin with five 
hundred armed men ; and seeing 
many to pursue, chased them back 
to the gates of Hereford, making 
great slaughter amonj^st them." At 
Uie ignonunious death, on the cotb- 
mon gallows, of Roger Mortimer, 
Queen Isabers fiivourite, his earldom 
of March became forfeited, but was 
restored to his grandson, Roger, Lord 
Mortimer, a warrior of diitinction 
and a Knight of tbe Garter. His 
son and successor, Edmund, Earl of 
March, espoused tbe Lady Fbilippa 
Plantagenet, daughter and heiress of 
Idonel, Duke of Clarence, and dying 
in 1381 (being then Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland), left with two daughters, ' 
the elder, Elizabeth, wile of the gal- 
lant Hotspur, three sons, the eldest 
of whom, Roger, fourth Earl of 
March, was father of the Lady Anne 
Mortimer, who wedded Richard 
Flantageoet, Earl of Cambridge, and 
conveyed to the house of York the 
right to the Crown of England. 

MoHTKADEXs. — Although noDe of 
the family founded by this Normsn 
knight wete barons by tenure or had 
summons to parliament before the 
time of the third Edward, yet were 
they anciently persons of note. Li 
the reign of Henry L, within less 
than half a century after the Con- 
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quest, Hugh MaltnTera was a wit- 
ness to the Cbarter made b; that 
Monarch to the MoDki of Mootacute 
in the count; of Somerset; and, in 
the fith of Stephen, Maltravers gave 
a thousand marks of silver and ooe 
hundred pounds, for the widow of 
Hi^h Delaval and lands of the said 
Hugh, duringthe term of fifteen years, 
and then to have tlie benefit of her 
dowry md marriage. 

The in&mous part which John, 
Lord Maltravers, took in the cruel 
murder of King Edward II., is too 
well known to need recitation here 
— enough is it to state that the 
wretched monuch was removed from 
the castody of Lord Berkeley, who 
had treated him with some degree of 
humanity, and placed under Lord 
Maltravers and Sir Thomas Grouruay, 
for the mere purpose of destructioQ, 
and that those ruffians ultimately 
fulfilled their diabolical commissiou 
in the most horrible manner possible, 
in one of the chambers at Berkeley 
Castle. Bo coQscious was Maltravers 
of guilt, that he fled immediately after 
the foul deed into Germany, where 
he remained for several years, having 
had judgment of death passed upon 
him in England; but in the 19th of 
the same reign, King Edward being 
io Flanders, Lord MalliBvert came 
and made a voluntary surrender of 
himself to the King, wQO, in consido' 
ration of his services abroad, granted 
him a safe convoy into EngUud ' 
abide the decision of parliament ; 
which he had afterwards a full and 
free pardon, (25 Edward lit), and 



1 Barok to take 
his seat therein. That was not, 
however, sufficient — King Edward 
constituted the murderer oftiis lather, 
soon after, Governor of the Isles of 
Guernsey, Alderney, acid Sarke. 

After the decease of this Lord 
Maltravers, the Bakont passed to 
bis granddaughter (the eventual 
sole neiress of his predeceased son, 
Sir John Maltravers), Eleanor, wife 
of the Hon. John Fitz-AUan, whose 
son John was summoned to parlia* 
meat as Lord Haltravers, and suc- 
ceeded as eleventh Earl of Arundel, 
and the Barony of Maltravers baa 
since merged in that superior dag- 
nity. Lady Maij Fitz-Allan, the 
daughter, and ultimately sole heiress 
of Henry, eighteenth E^ri of Arun- 
del, married Thomas Howard, Duke 
ofNorfolk, and brought the barony 
and earldom into the Howard family. 
These dignities descended to her son 
Philip, who was attaihtbd in the 
32nd Elizabeth, when the barony fell 
under the attainder, but it was re- 
stored to his son, Thomas Howard, 
twentieth Earl of Arundel; and by 
Act of Parliament, 3rd Charles L, 
the BiBONT 07 MAr.TBAveKs, to- 
gether with those of Fitz-Allan, 
Clun, and Oswaldestre, was annexed 
to the title, dignity, and honour of 
ABrNSBT^ and settled upon Thomaa 
Howard, then Earl of Arundel. 

MouHTAGD.— The Christian name 
of the distinguished soldier to whom 
this entry refers, was Dr^^o, deno- 
minated "de Montagu," fhtro a town 
in Normandy. In Domesday Book, 



he is styled Drogo de Mootacuto, and 
•ppearB by the possessiona he held 
under Robert, Earl of Morton, to 
have come over in the retinue of that 

Jreat Earl, the half-brother of the 
lonqueror. This Drogo fixed his 
ctuef reeideDce at the castle of Ship- 
ton-MoDtacute, vo. Somerset, and 
hence his descendants coQtinued to 
be designated. Simoo de Montacute, 
Lord of Shipton- Montacute, gained 
great disdnctioa as a suceesaful 
warrior in the martial times of Ed- 
vard I. " In the 24th of that moQ- 
arch" (says Hollinshed) " those 
Englishmen that kept the tonn of 
Bunt, being compassed about with a 
siege b; Monsieur de Soil;, obt^ned 
A truce for a certain space ; during 
the which, they sent unto Blaines 
for some relief of vittels, and where 
other refused to bring up a ship 
laden with vittels, which was there 
prepared, the Lord Simos db Mon- 
Ti.aBW, a right valiant chieftaine, 
and a wise, took upon him the en- 
terprise, and thro' the middle of the 
French gallies which were placed in 
the river to stop, that no ship should 
passe towards tliat towne ; by help 
of a prosperous wind, he got into 
the haven of Burg, and so relieved 
them within of their want of vit- 
tels; by means whereof, Monsieur 
de Sulley broke up his si^e and re- 
turned into France." From this 
renowned soldier descended the 
illustrious race of Montague, con- 
spicuous in all the great achieve- 
ments of English history. I'homas 
de Montacute, last Eari of Salisbury, 



IS eoneerned in so many military ' 
.ploits, that to give an account of 
them all would be to write the an- 
nals of the reign of Henry V. Suffice 
it then to say, that as he lived, so he 
died, in the service of hig country ; 
being mortally wounded when com- 
manding the English army at the 
siege of Orleans, in 1428. His wife 
was the Lady Eleanor Holland, a 
descendant of the royal house of 
Flantagenet, and by her he had an 
only daughter and heiress, the Ladv 
Alice, who wedded Kcbard Nevill, 
eldest son of Ralph, Earl of West- 
moreland, by his second wife, Joane- 
de Beaufort, dau. of John of Gaunt 
In right of this marriage, Richard 
Nevill had the Earldom of Salisbui; 
revived in his person, aud was suc- 
ceeded therein by his eldest son, 
Richard Nevill, Earl of Warwick and 
Salisbury, the hero of the Wars of 
the Roses, 

" Th« Mlttr-np «nd ptllur down of Singl." 

Though the chief line of the Monta- 
cutes thus failed in an heiress, male 
branches continued to flourish, and 
trom these sprang the Dukea of 
Montague and the Earls of ilaiifas, 
now extinct, the Dukes of Manches- 
ter, and the Earls of Sandwicli. 

MoDNTFOBD. — Hugh de Montfort, 
commonly called " Hugh with a 
Beard," son of Thurstau de Basten- 
burgh, accompanied William from 
Normandy, and aided that prince's 
triumph at Hastings, for which emi- 
nent service he obtained divers fiiir 
lordships ; and at the time of the 
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General Swrey wh» poasesaor or 
tnen[y-eigh\ in Kent, sizteeD in 
Essex, fifty-oie inSuffblk, and nine- 
teeD in Norfolk. The descendaiit 
of this fortumte soldier, Pbteb db 
MoMTFOBT, liring temp. Henry III., 
became one of tbe most zealous 
amoDgst the tw bulent barons of tbe 
era, and, after the battle of Lewes, 
vas of the Nine nonuDated to rule 
tbe kingdom ; in which station he 
enjoved and exercised more than 
re^al power, but of short duration, 
for he fell at the subsequent confliot 
of Eveehaiii, bo disastrous to the 
baronial cause. His male line ter- 
minated with his great- grandson, 
Peter de Mootfort, Uiird lord, who 
died ■. p. in 1367, leaving bd illegili- 
mal« son. Sib John Mohttort, 
Knuht, whose posterity flouristied 
in the male line for several subse- 
quent generations at C'oleshill, co. 
Warwick, until the attuoder of Sir 
Simon Montfort, Knt., Imxp. Henry 
Vll., whose descendants continued 
at Bescote, co. Stafford. 

MAnut.-~The ancient Norman 
ftmily of Maule assumed their sur- 
name froni the town and lordship of 
Manle, in the Veiin Francois, eight 
leagues &om Paris. Roger, last 
Lord of Maule, was slun at the 
battle of Nicopolie in Hungary, 
fi(;htiQg against the Turks, anno 
1 398, and his coat of arms was set 
up in the Parisian Cathedral of 
Notre Dame. His only daughter 
and heir married Simon de Morsio- 
villers, Lord of Flaccourt. A cadet 
of this eminent &niily, Guarin de 



Maule, a younger son of Ansold, 
Lord of Maule, accompanied the 
Conqueror to England, and acquired, 
as his portion ofthfi spoil, the Lord- 
ship of Hatton, co York, with other 
extensive estates, Uis son, Robert 
de Maule, attaching himself to David, 
Earl of Huntingdon, afterwards David 
jr., removed into Scotland with that 
monarch, and obtained broad lands 
in Lothian, whereon his descendants 
became seated, until the thirteenth 
ceolury, when the marriage of Sir 
Peter de Maule with the richly- 
dowered heiress of William de Va- 
loniis, brought into tbe family tbe 
Barony of Fanmure, ever after the 
chief designation of the Maules. Of 
this alliance the issue was two sons, 
Sib Willuh db Maulb, ancestor 
of the Lords Panmure. and SiB 
Thomas db Maulb, Govemix' of 
Brechin Castle, the only fortresa that 
interrupted the conqnests of £d- 

Mohthbbmbb. — Ralph de Mon- 
thermer, who is described as "a 

Slain Esquire," married the Lady 
oan Piantagenet, daughter of King 
Edward I., and widow of Gilbert Earl 
of Clare and Gloucester, and had 
the title of Earl of Gloucester and 
Hertford in her right. Probably this 
Ralph was a descendant of the 
Knight whose name appears in the 
Battle RolL His grand-daughter 
and heiress, Margaret de Monther- 
mer, wedded Sir John de Montacute, 
and conveyed the Baronv of Mon- 
tbermer to the family of Montacute. 
Mainbui. — Hugo de Gnmta 



HemiQ wai one of the inoBt potent 
BaroQS of the Conquest His de- 
tcendauts were gununoaed to par- 
liameot in the reign of Edward L, 
and poaseBsed Toit estates in the 
Midlnnd Counties sod in Yorkshire. 
The Me;neIIa of Hoar Cross, co. 
Stafford, and of Langlev, co. Derby, 
claim to derive thetr lineage from 
HuKO de Graute MesnilL 

MALBTaBKB.— Sir Richard Maul- 
everer, Knight, came into Eoglaad 
with the Conqueror, and was con- 
stituted Master or Banger of the 
Foresta, Chases, aud Parks north of 
the Trent. He was founder of the 
ftmily of MAri-ZTzaEK of Amcliffe, 
CO. York. 

MosHAcT. — Eustace de Monte 
Alto, sumamed the Norman Hunter, 
was one of the soldiers of the Con* 
quest, in the immediate train of the 
Palatine Earl of Chester, the potent 
Hugh Lupus, from whom, in re- 
quital of his^lant services, Monte 
Alto or Mouhaut obtained the 
IxM^shipB of Montalt and Hawarden 
in Flintshire, places still designating 
a branch of his descendants, the 
noble house of Maude, Viscounts 
Hawarden and Barons of Montalt. 
Eustace's great - great - grandson, 
Andomar de Montalt, founded the 
Yorkshire and only surviving line 
of the family. His eldest brother, 
Robert de Montalt, who received 
summons to parliament from 27 
Edward I. to 13 Edward III., died

MiRBas. — This gallant Norman 
appears to have been rewarded by 
grants of lands in Herefordehire. 
Certain it is that the estate of 
Treaoo in that county has been 
held by the family of Mynors from 
the era of the Conquest even to the 
present day, being now possessed 
by PiTBB BicKABDi MiHoas, Esq., 
wno represents also the great and 
historic house of Baskerville of

Normandj, and comniander of the 
tint body of ihe Duke's arm^ at 
the battle of HaatiDga.

Down, 
written about the ;ear 1696, by 
William Montgomery, of that place, 
son of the Uoa. Sir James Mont- 
gomery, giving an account of thi« 
mmily, in which he remarlcB : " For 
the honour of the oation in general, 
let it be known to all, that there is 
U, this day the title of a Counte or 
Earle of the name of all his Majes- 
ty's four kingdoms ; riz..

He was in rank or place 
the seventh or eighth (as I remem- 
ber) among the contributors to the 
said buildup or to the convent 
thereof; bnt in amio 1664, I found 
that hie name or arms, and all the 
rest (above forty noblemen's), were 
wholly razed out as writings (on a 
stone table book) are wiui a wet 
»ponge." 

MiUNWABiNO. — RaDulphus de 
Mesnilwarren was the name of the 
Norman adventurer thus recorded 
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on the Battle Roll. He received the 
grant of fifteen lordships, including 
Over Peover, and founded Ihe family 
of Mainwaring, »o distinguished ia 
the annals of Cheshire. The chief 
line, that of Peover, was raised to 
a baronetcy at the Restoration in 
1660, but the title became extinct at 
the death, in 1797, of the late Sir 
Henry Miunwariog, who devised his 
estates to his uterine brother, 
Thomas Welenhal, Eaq. The pre- 
sent male representative of this 
ancient house is Captain Rowi.AnD 
Mainwariho, R.N, of Whitmore- 
hall, CO. StafTord. 

MoBTON. — Cardinal Morton, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and Lord 
Chancellor, temp. Henry VII., was 
probably a descendant of the Nor- 
ntan knight. Of this celebrated 

E relate, Anthony Wood states, " that 
e was a wise and eloquent man, 
but in his nature harsh and haughty 
—that he was much accepted by tho 
king, but envied by the notnlity and 
hated by the people. He won the 
king's mind with secrecy and dili- 
gence, chiefiy because he was his old 
servant in his less fortunes, and for 
that also he was in his affections not 
without an inveterate malice against . 
the house of York, under which he 
had heen in trouble." From the 
Cardinal's brother, Rjchard, de- 
scended the Mortons of Miibourne 
St. Andrew, co. Dorset, raised to 
the degree of baronets in 1619, and 
now represented by the Pleydells. 

NoEBS. — This name should, we 
think, be written Noels, and must 
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appi; to the patriarcb of the fimi- 
Dent family of Noel. Be this, how- 
ever, as it may, evident it is, from 
the fouadatioD of the Priory of 
Raunton, in Staffordshire, that Noel 
came into England with the Con- 
queror ; .and, for hia aervicee, ob- 
tained the manors of Ellenhall, 
WivetBtone, Podmore, and MilneBe. 
HiB eldest son, Robert Noel, Lord of 
Kllcnball, waB further eoriched, 
temp. Henry I., by a grant of the 
greater part of Gainsborough, from 
Sie Prior of Coventry, This potent 
Lord founded the monastery of 
Rauuton, in Staffordshire. From 
him derived the Noels of Hilcote, 
and the Noels of the counties of 
Rutland and Leicester. Sir Andrew 
Noel, Kuight, of Dalby, in the last- 
named Bbire, was a person of great 
note in the reign of Ehzabetb, 
living in Buch magnificence as to vie 
with noblemen of the largest fortune. 
Fuller, in hia " Worthies," eaith that 
this Andrew, " for person, parentage, 
grace, geature, valour, and many 
other excellent parts (amongst which 
skill in music), was of the first rank 
in the Court," He was knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth, and became a great 
favorite ; but the expenses in which 
be was involved, obbged him to sell 
hia seat and manor of Dalby, a 
circumBtance which elicited from the 
Queen the following distich upon the 
imprudent knight's name ;

Edward, Lord Noel, of Ridlington, 
succeeded his father-in-law. Baptist 
Hickes, in the Viacouctcy of Camp- 
den, and died in the garrison of 
Oxford, 10th March, 1643, leaving 
a son and heir. Baptist NoeL Via* 
count Campden, a devoted adherent 
of the royal cause, and a severe 
sufferer in consequence, his princely 
Beat in Gloucesterahire having been 
burnt down by the King's forces to 
prevent its becoming a garrison to 
the Parliamentarians. His Lord- 
ship's eldest son, Edward Noel, 
Viscount Campden, waa raised, in 
1682, to the Earldom of Gains- 
borough, a dignity that expired in 
1798, at the death of Henry Noel, 
sixth Earl, whose grand-nephew, 
Charles Noel Noel, Lord Barham, 
had the old title of his maternal 
auceitora revived in his person, and 
is the present Earl of Gainsborough. 
The Noels of Kerby Mallorj, co. 
Leicester, were a younger branch of 
the B^dlingtoii Nuela. Their senior 
representative is Anna Isabella, the 
Dowager Lady Byron, 

Nkvil.— Gilbert de Neril, the 
companion in arms of the Con- 
queror, IB styled by some genealo- 
gists the Duke's Admiral ; but in 
the General Survey no mention of 
any person of the name occurs. 
Gilljert's grandson, Geoffiey de 
Nevil, wedded Emma, daughter and 
heir of Bertram de Bulmer, Lord of 
Brancepelh, and left a son, Henry, 
who died, ».p,, in 1227, and an only 
daughter, Iaabella,the greatest heiress 
of her time, who became the wife of 



Uobeil FitZ'Maldred, txird of Rabj, 
the liDeal male represeDtative of 
Uchtred, Earl of Northumberland. 
Out of gratitude for the lane itiberi- 
tBDce brought to them by the heiresB 
of Ncvill, or in compliance vitb the 
feabion of the time to Normanixe, 
the Saion Lords of Baby thencefor- 
ward asBumed the appellation of 
Nevill, and from that period the 
fortunes of the family rapidly cul- 
minated, till they eclipsed, by their 
more recent splendour, the Saxon 
honours of the house. From " a 
Sketch of the Stock of Nevill," by 
W. E. Surtees, Esq,, D.C-L., we 



roll of Endisb genealogy : — 

" To John Lord Nevill, who was 
at different perioda warden of the 
East Marches, Grovernor of Bam- 
borough. High Admiral of England, 
Lieutenant of Aquitaine, and Sen- 
eschal of Bourdeaux, is to be chiefly 
attributed the building of the splen- 
did pile of Raby, which in 1379, he 
had a license tu casiellate. In 1385, 
be attcaded Richard II. on his ex- 
pedition to Scotland. The nobility 
of the north formed the rearward, 
and Lord Nevill's train consisted of 
two hundred men-at-arma, and three 
hundred archers. He died at New- 
caatle-oQ-Tyne, in 1388, and lies 
buried in Durham cathedral, where 
his altar-tomb still remains between 
the pillars of the south aisle. 

" His son and successor, Ralph 
Lord Nevill, was created Earl of 
Westmoreland, 17 Richard II. He 



soon afterwards deserted (together 
with Henry Percy first Karl of Nor- 
thumberland) the falling fortunes of 
Richard, and was one of the princi- 
pal inatniments in placing the House 
of Lancaster on the throne. The 
new monarch showered dignities on 
the family of NevilL The Earl was 
invested m the honour of RichmonQ, 
and made Earl Marshal : and by his 
second marriage — that with Joan, 
daughter of John of Gaunt, 'time- 
honour'd Lancaster ' — became bro- 
ther-in-law to his sovereign. When 
the Percys revolted, be adhered 
faithfully to Henry. On his side he 
foQght at the battle of Shrewsbury ; 
on the eve of which, to this greeting 
given to Sir Richard Vernon by Hot-

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Shipton Moor, near York, tuid de- 
livered up their cMeft, Mowbrtij and 
Scrope, Archbishop of York, to 
Henry and the icafTuld. Some m; 
that be effected tbia bv deceiving 
the simplicity of the aged prelate in 
agreeing to hia proposals ; others 
that he persuaded him to diiband 
bis followers, as the only means of 
appeasins the King and procuring a 
favourable auswer to his petitions. 

" In the next reiga he fbllowed 
Henry V. into France, and shared 
in the victory of Agincourt. With 
the discrimination of character which 
Shakspere invariably exhibits, West- 
moreland, the veteran experienced 
warrior, recommends Henry to sub- 
due llrst his troublesome neighbours 
on the other side the Tweed ; — 



" In the roll of Agincourt the 
Eari Marshal had in his train Ave 
knights, thirty lances, and eighty 
archers. Of these, the names of 
some strike familiarly on a northern 
ear, as Sir Thomas Rokesby, Sir 
John Hoton, Edmond Rodham, 
Roger Ratclifle, John Swinbome, 
John Wardale, John Wytton. 

" Shakspere preserves the con-

E roof that be was even then remem- 
ered as a subtle and frawerfot agent 
in the intrigues of his age. He died 
full of years and honours in 1426, 
and is buried under 'a right slately 
tomb of alabaster' in the choir of his 
own collegiate church of Staindrop. 
The Eari had twenty-one children. 
From his Hrst bed sprung the Earls 
of Westmoreland. But none of his 
descendants in this, the elder line, 
seem to have inherited bis talent or 
his ambition. — From his second bed 
arose the princely house of Salis- 
bury. Warwick, and Montague, whose 
blood minaled wiih that of Planta- 
genet, and the Lords Fauconbei^, 
Latimer, and Abergavenny." 

OuFAnraud Olifabd. — The first 
of the descendants of this Norman, 
occurring in the public records, was 
David Olifabd, who served in the 
army of King Stephen in 1141. A 
conspiracy was formed against the 
Empress Maud, who escaped from 
Winchester, attended by David I. 
Surrounded by the enemy, the Scot- 
tish King owed his safety to the ex- 
ertions of his godson (>lifard, who, 
although in the adverse party, aided 
his Royal opponent. In recompense, 
the rescued Monarch gave to hu pre- 
server, who settled in North Britain, 
the Lands of Crailing and S mall ham 



ID Rozburghehire, and conferred on 

him the dignified office of Justiciar;. 
Thus was eitablished the ikmouH 
family of Oliphant, so diatioguiahed 
in the annals of Scotland. Among 
its early members, Sir William 
Oliphant, of AberdalgT, the gallant 
defeoder of Stirling Castle agaioat 
Ifdvrard I., stands prominently for- 
ward. Stirling, under Oliphant, was 
the laBt fortress that remained in 
th« bandB of the Scots. Edward 
laid siege to it in 1304 ; every 
engine known in those days was em- 
ployed in the attack. The King, though 
fcr advanced in years, exposed his 
person with the fire and temerity of 
a young soldier. The defence was 
obstinate and bloody. All the works 
were ruined, many breaches made, 
the ditch filled up, and the Casile 
redoced to a heap of rubbish. The 
siege commenced 22nd April ; in 
July, Sir William Oliphant sought to 
capitulate; the King would listen to 
no terms, and the Garrison was 
obliged to surrender at discretion, 
fiOth July following. The sixth in 
descent from this knighlty warrior was 
LiDBEMCE, Loan Oliphant, ances- 
tor of the noble House of Oliphant, 
the Oliphants of Gask, the OUphants 
of Condie, &c. 

PiQOT, — In an elaborate MS. 
compiled and emblazoned in the Col- 
lege of Arms, containing " sundrie 
ancient remembrances of arms gene- 
alogies, and other notes of geotiht; 



stated that " in the flrst reign of the 
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Normans,thereflouriahed in this land 

two noble families of the surname of 
Pigot; and that they were of the 
like noble lineage or offepring in tiie 
Duchy of Normandy before the 
Norman Cooquest of England, ap- 
peareth by the reverend testimonies 
of our ancient Heralds' books and 
chronicles : the first whereof being 
named otherwiles Pi^ot and Picot, 
was Viscount Hereditary of Cam- 
bridge Sheer, or Grantbiidge, and 
Baron of Boome, or Brune, in the 
said county, in the reign of King 
William the Conqueror. Afler his 
death, Robert Pigot, his son, succeed- 
ed in tbe Baronie, and he forfeited 
the same by taking part with Robert, 
Duke of Normandy, against William 
Rufiis; and King Henry the First 

¥iTe the same to Payne PeverelL 
his Peverell married the sister of 
the said Lord Robert Pigot, as Mr. 
Camden noteth in his description 
of Cambridgeshire. 

" The other family of tbe Pigots 
that is said to have been of noble 
title about the Conqueror's time, did 
flourish in the west parts of the realm, 
namely, in Wales, on the Marches 
thereof^ as it leemeth. For Humphry 
Lloyd, and Doctor Powell, in their 
Chronicles of Wales, p. 167, affirm 
that in the reign of King Henry the 
First, 4J>, 1109, Cadogan-ap-Ble* 
thin, Lord of Fowys, married the 
daughter of the Lord Pigot of Say, 
a nobleman of Normandie, and had 
divers towns and lordiihipa in that 
countrie by gifls of the said Pigot, 
tuid a son also by bis daughter, 
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named Henry, to whom the King 
gave a portion of his uacle lerworth'a 
raniome, which ler worth -ap Die thin 
waa the stud King's priBoner. 

"It H supposed from a hranch of 
this F^t sre lineally descended 
those Piqott's which have manj 
afces since continued at Chetunn, in 
Shropikire, their arms being three 
fuzills' or millpecka, as aftiresaidi 
Ilkewifte in Flintebire, Cheshire, 
Ueiefbrd shire, &c., whereof there 
are man; eeutleman remaining in 
Wales to this day, as is reported and 

Of the Cheshire branch of Pigot, 
it is koown by authentic records, that 
Gilbert Pigot or Pichot was metise 
Lord of Broxton at a period approii- 
maliog to the Ntinnan Conquest. 
Robert Pigot, and William, his son, 
bj charter granted to the monks of 
St. Werberg, in Cheater, the town rtf 
Chiflefbrd ; and another Gilbert Pi- 
got was a bene&ctor to the Abbey of 
Pulton, in that countv, in the year 
1210. 

RiCEASD PiooT, of "Cheshire," 
presumed to have been of the family 
ofPigotofButley, in that county, and 
to haye descended from Gilbert, Lord 
of Broiton, before mentioned, mar- 
ried the dauBhter and co-heiress of 
Sir Richard de Peahale, of Chetwynd, 
in the county of Salop, and with her 
obtained that Hne estate. 

PiBBBBPoiNT. — Although the fa- 
mily of PiEREEFOiHT did not attain 
the honours of the Peerage until a 
period of comparatively recent date, 
yet were they persons of dutiDCtion 



ever since the Conquest. In whicH 
eveatfutera, Robebtdb Pierrepoint 
was of the retinue of William, Earl 
of Warren, and at the time of the 
General Survey, held lands in Suf- 
folk and Sussex amounting to ten 
knights' fees, under that nobleman. 
The great graudson of this Robert, 
another Robert hb Pigbbefoint, 
was a person of such extensive pro- 
perty, that, beiu^ made a prisoner 
fighting on the side of King Henry 
IlL at (he battle of Lewes, he was 
forced to give security for the pay- 
ment of the then great sum of sevi'n 
hundred marks fur his ransom. He 
was, however, relieved from the obli- 
gation by the subsequent viclory of 
the royalists at Evesham. He was 
t. by his son, Sir Henbi db Pierbb* 
POINT, a person of great note at the 
period in which he lived. In the 8th 
of Edward I,, Sir Henry having lost 
his Seal, came into the Court of 
Chancery, then sitting at Lincoln, 
upon Mond^, the morrow of the 
Octave of St. Michael, and made 
publication thereof; protesting, that 
if any ooe should find it, and seal 
therewith after that day, that the 
instrument sealed ought not to be iif 
any validity. Hem. A tinora, daugh- 
ter of Michael, and sister and heir of 
Lionel de Manners, whereby he ac- 
quired an extensive property in the 
county of Nottingham, with the Lord- 
abip of Holme, now called Holnb- 
Fiebbepoint, 

His direct descendant, Robebi 
PiBRREPOiNT, was advanced to the 
Peerage, by King Charles I., as 



Baron Pibbbbpoikt, of Holme, 
Pitnepoiut, ia the couuty of Not- 
tingham, and ViscoDMT Newark, 
bf lettera patent, dated 29th Jime, 
1627, and the next year was created 
Kabe. or KiKaBTON-DPOH-lInix. 

At the breabiDg out of the Civil 
War hia Lordship was ODe of the 
first and moatzealoua to etpouse the 
royal cause, and he ia aaicf to hare 
brought DO less than four thoupand 
men immediately to the standaid 
of the Kin^. He was soon alter coa- 
etituted Lieutenaat-general of His 
Majesty's Forces in the counties of 
Litii^oln, Rutland, Huntingdon, Cam- 
bridge and Nortulk; and was amongst 
the most popular of the Cavalier 
commanders. His Lordship became, 
therefore, an object of more than 
ordinaiT watchfulness to the Parlia- 
mentarians, and was at length sut- 
priaed and made prisoner by Lord 
Wiilnughby, of Parhara, at Gainsbo- 
rough, whence he was despatched in 
an open boat towards Hull. 

The last male repreBentatire of this 
distinguished race, Evelyn Fierre- 
poiot, second Duke of Kingston 
(whose wife was the notorious DuchesH 
of that name), died in 1773, when 
his estates devnlved on his nephew, 
Charles Medows, Esq,, afterwards 
created Earl Manvers. 

PBEEiiHiBi.BaAST. — This name is 
generally snpposed to be synonymous 
with Prendergast, which family, soon 
alter the Conquest, held poBsefsions 
in the county of Pembroke, a[id at 
Akil I, in Nortluimberland, which 
Last estate its owners forfeited iu 



13!27, by their adherence to the 

Scottish party. Muurice, Lord of 
Prendergast, near Pembroke, tvas 
one of the most eminent of Slrong- 
bow's companions in the conquest of 
Ireland. 

Although, by Henry the Second'a 
orders he returned to England in 
1 175, and carried thence the rebelr 
lioua Robert, Earl of Essei, captive 
into Nonnandy, yet, in 1177, be 
again landed in L^land, and in that 
country his descendants have ever 
since remained. One branch held 
Ferns and Enniacorthy, with the 
Garteens and other lat^e estates in 
Wexford, forfeited in 1641. The 
elder line held Newcastle Prender- 
gast, in Tipperary, from the con- 
quest of Ireland, until the death of 
Thomas Prendergast, at the begin* 
ning of the I7lh century. He had 
married, Eleanor, sister to Walter, 
eleventh Earl of Ormonde, and aunt 
of the celebrated Duke of Ormonde, 
His children were deprived of their 
vast possessions bv Cromwell, which 
were restored to them by a Decree of 
Innocency in 1660, to he again lost 
in 16S9. 

The present Viscount Gort, who 
uses the additional surname of Pren- 
dergast, is heir general of this ao- 
cient family, whilst the male siill 
flourishes in ihe persons of the gal- 
lant Major General Sir Jeffrey Pren- 
dergast, and Thomas G. Prender- 
gast, of Johnstown Park, in 'i'ip, 
pernry, Esq. 

Powut — The immediate descen- 
dant of the Norman Le Poer, u^ 
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Power, was Sib Rogbk Lb Pokb, 
Ent,, who accompaDied Strongbow 
to IrelBDd, and obtained for his aer- 
vicea three considerable territorial 
grants. Of Sir Roger, CrambenaiB 
vritea with high eacomium. He 
was ancestor of the Lordi de la Poer, 
now tepreaected bf the Maaquebs 
of WATBBroBD, and the man; emi- 
nent families of Power in the South 
of Ireland, the Fowera of Clashmore, 
Faithlegg, Kilfane, Belleville, &c, 

PaimeUu — Sir John Parnell of 
Drax, CO. York, waa aammoned to 
Parlitunent aa a Baron, from 29tb 
Dec. 1299, to S5th Aug. 1318. 

Pbcbb.— The fiaroDi Peche, of 
Bninne, co. Cambridge, aommoned 
to ParUament, teinp. Eswabd I., 
and the Barons Peche, of Worm- 
leighton, aummoned in the sacceed- 
bg reign, appear to have been the 
lepreacntativei of the Nomtan Peche. 

Fbtxbbll. — " William, the Con- 
queiOT of England " (we quote no leas 
an Butboritj than ' the Author of 
Waveriey,') " was, or aupposed him- 
self to be, the &ther of a certain 
William Peveril, who attended him 
to the battle of Hastings, and there 
distinguished himself. The liberal- 
minded monarch, who assumed in 
bis charters the -rentable title of 
* GulielmuB Bastardus,' was not likelj 
to let hi* son's illegitimacy be an; 
bar to the course of his royal fevour, 
when the laws of England were iaaued 
from the mouth of the Norman vic- 
tor, and the lands of the Saxons were 
at hia unlimited disposal. William 
Peveril obtained a Uberal grant of 



tltat Gothic fortress, which, haiu- 
ing over the mouth of the Devu's 
Carem, so well known to touiista, 
gives the name of Caatleton to the 
adjacent village. From the feudal 
Baron, who chose his nest upon the 
principles on which an eagle selects 
nia eyry, and built it in such a bshion, 
as if be badiutcuded it, aa the Irish- 
man said of the Martello towers, 
for the sole purpose of puzzling pos- 
terity, there was, or conceived them- 
selves to be, descended (for their 
pedigree was rather hypothetical,) 
an opulent family of knightly rank, 
in the same count; of Derby. The 
^at fief of Caatleton, with its ad- 
jacent waatea and foTeata, and all the 
wonders which they contain, had been 
forfeited in Kin^ John's stormy daya, 
by one William Peveril, and had been 
granted anew to the lord Ferrars of 
that day. Yet this WiUiam's descen- 
danta, though noJoueer possessed of 
what they alleged to be tneir original 
property, were long diatinguiahed by 
the proud title of the Peverils of tho 
Peak, which served to mark their 
high descent, and bfty pretenaions." 
The details of tbe Norman Peveril, 
aa given by the Romauciat, are 
strictly correct, and we need merely 
add, mat William de Ferrars mar- 
ried the heiress of William Peveril, 
the younger. 

Pebot. — WiLUAH, was sumamed 
"Da Pebbow," from Castel Pw- 
TOtt, which he bnilt in Armorica 
(Brittany), and tbe town of Perrott, 
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one league from it. He came over 
to Eaglaiid in 937, and obtniDed Bomc 
lnods in Wessex, on a river which 
chaoged ita Dame to the Perrot (now 
corrupted to the Parret), in Somerset- 
shire ; but waa constrained to return 
to Armorica, and his grandson, the 
SEioNEnK DE Ferkott, in Brittany 
(who m. Blanche, dau. to Bamyro, 
2nd King of Arragon, and nearest 
relative of Norman WiUiam), fur- 
aisbed the Conqcbkob with his quota 
of ahips and men, and came over with 
him ; for which, with other services 
in the field he was knighted by the 
duke. Sir Richard then went to take 
poaaession of the lands bis fore&ther 
Deld in Somersetshire, and began 
there a city, whose remains are North 
and South Perrott. His son, Sib 
Stbrhbh FbBKott, ffl. the celebrated 
Princess EUjn, Lady of JesCynslon, 
dau. of Howel Dha, the great King 
of all Wales, " the Lycurgus or law- 
giver of that land." The valour and 
magnanimity of Sir Stephen gained 
him the respect and love of the Prin- 
cess Ellyn's people. Their son, Sir 
Andrew, claimed the kincdom of 
Wales, in right of his mother, and 
collected a body of farces in asser- 
tion of his right, but the King of 
England marched a numerous army 
ioto the country to take advantage 
of the disorders; the knowledge of 
which and a sum of money offered 
by the English king, through the 
Bishop of St, David's, brought him 
to declare fbr that prince, who 
knighted him, on his doing homage 
for die land &» twenty miJeB round 



Sir William's camp, whereon he built 
the Castle of Narbeth, whose ruins 
are extant in Pembroke. He m. 
Jonet, dau. of Ralph, Lord Mortimer. 
by Gladdis Dee, dau of Llewellyn, 
(the last of the Welsh princes, and 
who waa slain in fighting for his do- 
minions againat Edwasd I.) Lord 
Mortimer^ mother was Maud, dau. 
of WiixiAM the Conqueror. 

In the direct line of their descen- 
dants were many knighta- banneret, 
(as well as the celebrated William 
(Perrott) de Wjkeham, Bishop of 
Winchester); one of them,8irThoinas, 
m. Alice Picton, who was of the first 
blood of one of the knights of the 
Garter, Sir Guy de Bryan, by which 
the Barony of Laughane and other 
heritages came to toe Perrotts. It 
was by the advice of their grandson, 
Sir Owen, that Hekby VU. landed 
at Milford, where he assisted the 
claimant to the crown of England 
with men and money j so nearly waa 
he related to the king (both by Tu- 
dor and Planlagenet affinity), that 
the Royal letters styled Sir Owen 
"our dearly beloved cousin." The 

f resent representative of the Norman 
erot appears to be SiK Ei>wa.ki> 
BiNDioss Phkkott, Ban. 

FoME&iY. — The ancient &milj 
of Pomeray founded by the Norman 
eontinued to possess the Barony of 
Berr^, co. Devon, until the attainder 
of Sir Thomas Pomeroy in the reigD 
of Edward VI.

Pldkenbt. — Little of certainty iB 
to be gathered concerning thU name 
before its appearance in Ireland. So 
early, however, aa the Iltb century, 
we find John Plukenet seated at 
Beeulieu, co. Meath : and Irom him 
springs the distinguished Irish fami- 
lies ol' the name, ennobled under the 
titles of bingall, Dunsany, and Xiouth. 

Pbhcelat OB Pbbct. — William de 
Percy, Lord of Perey, near Villedieu, 
accompanied Duke William from 
Normandy, end, being high in favour 
with his victorious master, obtained, 
according to Madox, in his " Baronia 
Anglica, a barony of thirty knights' 
fees. This Lord William de Percy, 
who was distinguished amongst his 
contemporaries by the addition of 
Alflgemona (William with the Whis- 
kers), whence his posterity have con- 
stantly borne the name of Algernon, 
restored or rather refounded the &- 
moua abbey of St. Hilda, in T<»-k- 
abire, of which his brother, Serlo de 
Percy, became fint prior. Accom- 
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panying, however, Duke Robert in 
the first crusade, 1096, he died at 
Mountjoy, near Jerusalem, the cele- 
brated eminence whence the pilgrim* 
of the cross first viewed the holj 
city, leaving four aona and two dans, 
by his wife, Emma de Port, a lady of 
Saxon descent, whose lands were 
amongst those bestowed npon him 
by the CoNQUEHOB, and according to 
an ancient writer, " he wedded nyr 
that was very beire to them, in die- 
charging of his conscience." His 
lordship was i. in his feudal rights 
and possessions by bis eldest son, 
.■\iXBtc DB Pbbci, second baron, sur- 
named the Great Au^r ; who m. 
Emma, dan. of Gilbert de G«unt, and 
was s. by his eldest son, Williah db 
Pbbcz, third baron ; at whose de- 
cease the eldest branch of the first 
race of Percys, from Normandy, be- 
came extinct in the male line, and 
their great inheritance devolved upron 
his lordship's two daughters, the 
Lasibs Madd and Aqhb* db Pbbct, 
successively ; 

Maud de Fekct, the elder, wt* 
first wife of WilUam de Newhurgb, 
Earl of Warwick, by whom (who d. 
in the Holy Land, a.d. 1184) she 
bad no issue. Her Ijadyship d. in 
1204-5, and then the whole posses- 
sions of the Percys descended to the 
family of her sister, 

Aqsbs SB Pbbcv, who m. Josce- 
Hne, of Ijovmn, brother of Queen 
Adblicia, second wife of Hbrbt I., 
and son of Godfrey Barbatus, Duks 
of Lower Lorrain, and Count of Bra- 
bant, who was descended from the 
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En^ror CBAmsHAoim. Her Lttdy- 
sllip would odIj coaseDt, however, to 
thU great alliance upon coodition 
that JoBcelioe should adopt either 
the surname or arms of Percy ; the 
fbnner of which he accordioglj as- 
sumed, and retained his own paternal 
coat, in order to perpetuate his claim 
to the priocipality of bis father, 
ahoold the eldeT line of the reigning 
duke, at any period, become extinct. 
The matter ia thus staled in the 
great old pedigree at Sion House : 
"The ancient arras of Htunault this 
Lord Jocelyn ret^ccd, and gave his 
children the surname of Perci." Of 
this illustrious alliance there were 
several children ; of whom, Henry, 
the eldest son, was ancestor of the 
Percies of Norlhumherland, a race 
not more fiunous in arms than dis- 
tinguised for its hrilliant alliances — a 
race, whoae renown, coeval with its 
nobility, has flourished in every age 
and co'eXisted with every generation 

The banner of the present Duke 
of Northumberland euiibits an as- 
semhlage of nearly nine hundred 
armorial ensigns ; among which, are 
those of King Henry VII., of several 
younger branches of the Blood 
Roya^ of the Sovereign Houses of 
France, Castile, lieon, and Scotland, 
and of the Ducal Houses of Nor- 
mandj and Brittany, forming a 
galaxy of heraldic honours altogether 
unparalleled. 

FBBCivia.1.— Robert, Lord of Bre- 
bo^al, in Normandj, and his son 
AMelia Gouel de Percival, both 



fought under the Norman banner a 



country. Ascelin wedded Isabella, 
daughter of William, Comte of Yvery, 
and was himself established in that 
Earldom, a.d. 1119. His second sod, 
William Gouel de Percival, Earl of 
Yvery, was father of five Bona, vii., 
1. Waleran, ancestor of the Barons 
of Yvery in Normandy, II. Ralph! 
Baron of Earvy, III. Henry, also a 
Baron, IV. William, ancestor of the 
Lord Lovel, and V. Richard Sir 
Knight, Lord of Hawell, Patriarch of 
the Lords Percival of Ireland, the 
Percivals of Tytenham, co. Somerset, 
and the Earls of Egmont, with the 
various derivative branches. 

QoiHCr.^In the reign of the 
Second Henry, Saiet de Qulucy bad 
a grant from the crown of the Manor 
of Bushley, co. Northampton, pre- 
viouslj; the property of Anselme de 
CoDchis. Of his two sons, the elder, 
Robert, became a Soldier ofthe Cross, 
and the younger, Saier, was created 
Earl of Wiuchesler by King John. 
He subsec|uently obt^ned large 
grants and immunities &om the same 
monarch, but, nevertheless, when 
the Baronial War broke out, his 
Lordship's pennant waved on the 
side of freedom, and he became so 
eminent amoogst his contemporariea 
that he was chosen one of the twenty- 
five Barons appointed to enforce the 
observance of Magna CharCa. Hit 
adventurous career was at length 
terminated in 1219, when he died tal 
hia way to Jerusalem, after partici- 
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patiiiK at the Siege of Damieta. His 
graDoilBugbter and eventual co-heira 
were Mai^aret, wife of William de 
Ferrcre, Earl of Derby, Elizabeth, 
Kt. to Alesander Comyn, Earl of 
BuehaD, and Elab, m. to Alan, Lord 
Zoucb of Ashley, 

Rob. — In the rmga of Henry I., 
Peter, Lord of Rob, in HolderneBa, 
aaiumed the local aurname, and 
fouDded the great Baronial femily of 
Rob of Haml^e, vbich, by an inter- 
marriage with the daughter and 
beiresB of William de Albiui, acquired 
Belvoir Castle in LeiceBlerabire, aa 
ioberitance still enjoyed by the Duke 
of Rutland, a descendant of the tenth 
BaroD Ros of Hamlake. TbeoldBa- 
rony now veats in William-Lennoz- 
Lascelles- Fitzgerald, Lord de Bos. 

RisBi. — Amiost all the feraions 
of the Battle Abbey Roll include 
the name of Ridel; and Thierry, in 
bis " Histoire de la ConquSte de- 
I'Angleterre par lea normands," fur- 
ther BpecifieB that " Ridel" was among 
the Norman conquerora. By refer ' 
ence to the flrat volume of "Pipe 
Rolls," edited by Mr. Stapleton, it 
will be seen at p. 119, that Geoffi'ey 
Ridel rendered accompt for himBelf 
and for GeoSrey de St. Denia of forty 
shillingB fm' two copes. It was by 
this tenure Ibat the Ref of Mosse- 
ville in the pays de Cau:(, was held, 
which gave to the poBsesBor in later 
timea the title of Viconte herediteire, 
Chatslain et Seigneur Haut Jiuticier 
de Blosseville. This entry pruvea 
that the Ridela orinnally existed in 
Nonnandy. The firat of the race, 



explicitly proved to have been settled 
in Scotland, is Gebtasics Ridbl, 
the earliest H^h Sheriff of Rox- 
burghshire. From him derives the 
preaent Sir Walteb Bdcbanah 
RiSDBU., Bart., of Riddell, co. Rox- 
burgh. The Norman Ridel waa 
ancealor also of the eminent North- 
nmbrian House of Riddell of Fen- 
ham and Swinburne Cealle, now 
repreaented by Thohab RuiDaLL, 
Esq., of Felton Park. 

Rods. — Radulphus le Rnfus, a 
knight in the train of the Conqueror, 
waa grand&ther of William le RutiiB, 
one of the Justices Itinerant of the 
Oounliea ofWilts, Doiaet, SomerBet, 
Devon, and Cornwall, fem/i. Henry 
II. From this eminent peraon de- 
rived the Roua's of Edmerstoa and 
Halton, CO. Devon, of whom waa the 
fitmous Francia Rous, Bpeakerof the 
Short Parliament. The present 
male representative of the &mily is 
Thomas Batis Rous, Esq., of 
Courtyrala, co. Glamorgiui. 

RocQFOBC. — TbefamUy, descended 
from the Norman Rochford, styled 
in old deeds and writings, De mip« 
forti, was eatablished in Ireland at 
the time of, or soon after, the first 
invasion of the Engliah, for so early 
as 27ih HKnr III^ we find Sir 
Richard de Rochfort, and John de 
Rochibrt, Lords of Crom and Adare. 
In 1302, Sir Maurice Rochfort was 
L(H^ Jualice of Ireland; and in 1309, 
lived Sir Milo de Rochfort, who wa* 
direct ancestor of the Rochfobtb of

Sbhci-bm.— The family of Sen- 
clere or Sinclair, (de Sancto claro) 
tnigrated within lea* than a cen- 
tury after the arrival in England of 
its patriarch, the Norman Senclere, 
to North Britain, where it separated 
into two brancheB, the Sinclairs of 
Boslin, ancestors of the Earls of 
Orkney and Caithness, and the Sin- 
clairs of HcrdmaDBtoun, from whom 
sprang the Ijords Sinclair. 

SsnT Lbqbbb. — Sir Robibt Sknt 
LsoiraB, Knt., the companion-in- 
arms of the CoHttniSQB, was, ac- 
cording to a tradition in the family, 
the person who supported that prince 
with his arm when be quitted the 
ship to land in Sussex. This Sir 
Robert, having overcome a pagan 
Dane who inhabited the manor of 
Ulcomb, in Kent, fixed his abode 
there ; and in that place his posterity 
flourished for many generations. The 
lineal descendant of Sir Hobert, 
Sib Abtbi^b St, Lioeb, Ent., went 
first into Ireland in 1S37, being ap- 
pointed by Henry VIIL one of the 
commissioners for letting the crown 
lands there, aud retumiog into Eu- 
^nd, was constituted lord-deputy 
of Ireland, 7th July, 1540. In 1543, 
he was recaUed to inform the King 
of his administration of affairs ; wbicE 
gave bis highness such satis&ction 
&at he created him a knight-com- 
panioD of the Garter, and lent him 
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bftck lord- deputy, in which high 
office be continued until 1556, serv* 
ing three savereigns, when, being 
recalled by Qdbbh Mabt, he retired 
to his estate in Kent, and d, there, 
12th March, 1559. This eminent 
person has been characterized " as B 
wise and wary gentleman, a valiant 
servitor in war, and a good justice in 
peace, properly learned, and having 
gravity interlaced with pleasant- 
ness." He m. Agnes, dau. of Hugh 
Warham, Esq., of Warham, and was 
n. by his second but eldest surviving 
son, 8» Wabbah St. Lbqbb, m 
Ulcumb, who was appointed chief 
governor of Munster, in 1565, under 
me lord-deputy Sidney. In 1579, 
he was constituted kmgbt-mareschal 
of the same province ; and in 1580, 
he caused James of Desmond, who 
was denominated a notorious rebel, 
to be hanged under martial law at 
Cork. He was killed, eventually, 
in battle (in single combat), by Hugh 
Maguire, Lord of Fermanagh, who 
fell oimself at the same time. Sir 
Warham m. Ursula, youngest dau. 
of George Nevil, Lord Abergavenny, 
and was ». by his son, Sib WiujaN 
St. Lbqbb, a privy councillor, and 
lord-present of Munster in 1627. 
Sir William represented the city of 
York in Parliament in 1639, and waa 
appointed in that year seTgeant- 
major-general in the army ; he was 
subsequently employed against the 
rebels in Ireland ; and dying about 
the year 1642, left, with other issue, 
from which descended the St. Leger* 
of Y<wkihire and Gen, S(. Leger, 
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Wiu.tAM, his heir, dfUD at New- 
berry, 1644.

His descendant, Herbert 
St. Quintin, Bummoned to parlia- 
nienc as a Baron, left a dau. and 
heiress, Lora,' mother, by her third 
huKband, Sir Robert Grey, of 
Itulherfield, of Elizabeth Grey, vho 
M. Heniy Lord Fitzhugh, and was 
direct progenitrix of Queen Catha- 
rine Parr. 

SoHBBviLLB. — The name of the 
Norman was Sir Guatter de Somer- 
*i1le. He became Lord of Wfaich- 
nour, county Stafford, and his de- 
scendaiits possessed considerable pro< 
perty, about the close of the 12[h 
century, iu the co. I.ansrk, and in 
other parts of Scotland; of whom 
William de Somer»ille was one of 
the barons appointed at the mar- 
riage of A1.BXANDBB II. (whose reign 
commenced in 1214) to exercise io a 
tournament at the castle of Box- 
burgh. This William's descendant, 
James, thirteenth Lord Somervillc, 
BugmeDted his lortune conaiderably 



by an nrrangement with his kinsman, 
William SomerviUe, Esq., nf Lad- 
stone, CO. Warwick, and of Somer* 
rille-Aston, co, Gloucester, the cele- 
brated poet, and author of tbe 
"Chase, representative of tbe 
English and elder branch of his lord- 
ship's family ; by which, in consider- 
ation of certain sums applied to the 
relief of burdens, the poet, who was 
unmarried, settled the reversions of 
his estates upon Lord Somerrille; 
and died in 1742, when the baron

Fuller, in the Worthiei of Mn^kmd, 
obeerres — " This ancient name is stilt 
extant, at the same place in this 
county (Salop) in a worshipful equi- 
page, for on the list of such as com- 
pounded for their reputed delin- 
quency in our late civil wars, I find 
Francis Sandford, Esq., of Sandford, 
paying four hundred and filly-nine 
pounds for his composition, yet I 
believe tbe gentleman begradged not 
his money, in preservation of his 
own integrity, acting according to 
the information of bis conscience and 
the practice of his ancestors. I un-

SoMBBT. — In the reign of Hbkrt 
IL, JobD de Somerie acquired the 
Barony of Dudley, in Staffordahire, 
by mairyiug Ilawyse, sialer and heir 
ofGiervase Paganell. Their great- 
great-sraodBon, Sir John de Someiie 
who Bad summons to Parliament 
from loth March, 1308, to the 14th 
March, 1322, died in the latter year, 
when bia CBHtles and lands devolved 
upon hia sisters as coheirB, Margaret, 
the elder, married to John de Sutton, 
had the caritles of Dudley and Joane, 
the younger, wife of Thomas Bote- 
tourt, had Rowley Somery, CO. 
Stf^ord. 

Sbkt John. — William Db St. 
J[oHif, whose name was derived from 
the territory of St. John, near Rouen, 
oame into England with the Con- 
QDBKoB, as grand Master of the artil- 
lery, and supervisor of the waggons 
and cBrriages, wheuce the horsea' 
hames, or collar, was borne for hia 
cognizance. He m. Oliva, dau. of 
Ralph de Filgiers, of Normandy, and 
had by her, Thomas, who d. without 
issue, and John Db St. John, who 
inherited, on the demise of his bro- 
ther, all the lands in England, and 
principally the lordship of Stahton, 
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CO. OxoD (for distinction from the 

other towns of the same name, called 
Stabton St. John). This John was 
a persou of great eminence in the 
reign of William Rdpus, being one 
of the twelve knights that accom- 
panied Robert Fitz-Hamon, Earl of 
Gloucester, in a warlike expedition 
against the Welsh, and received, "in 
reward for his great services, and 
helps in many victoriea," the castle 
of Faumont, co. Glamorgan, Ile'bad 
issue, a dau., Avoris, m. to Sir Ber- 
nard de St. Valery, and two sons — I. 
RooBB, ancestor of the noble House 
of St. John, and Thomas, Lord of 
Stanton, St. John, living 13 Hbnrt 
II., whose son, Rooeb, nas assessed 
£133 6«. 8d. for trespassing in the 
King's forests, 22 Hbnbt IL The 
grandson of this Roger, John St. 
JoHK, was killed at the battle of 
Evesham, 43 Edwarp IH. He waa 
in the holy wars with Richabd I., 
who, at the siege of Aeon, in Pales- 
tine, adopted the device of tying a 
Ic-athem thong, or garter, round the 
left leg of a certain number of 
knights, (one of whom was this John 
St. John,) that they might be inipel- 
led tn higher deeds of valour. This 
is supposed by some to have given 
the idea of the Order of the Garter. 
Sent Lps.— After the execution 
of Waltheof, the Conqueror oflered 
JiJditb, his niece, the deceased Earfi 
widow, in marriage to Simon St. 
Liz, a noble NoTuian, hut the lady 
peremptorily rejected the alliance, 
" owing," Dugdale says, " to St. Lib's 
hailing tn oiu leg ; which refusal 
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so displeased the Ring, that he im- 
mediately Beiied npod the Castle 
and b<»iour of Huotingdoo, which 
the CouDtesB held in dower, espos- 
ing herself aad her deughtera to a 
state of privatioa and obscurity !□ 
the Isle of Ely, and other places ; 
while he bestowed upon the said 
Simon St. Liz, the town of North- 
ampton, and the whole hundred of 
Falkele;, then valued at £40 per 
annum, to provide thoet for hit 
horses. St. Liz thus disappointed 
in gaining the hand of the ConniesB 
of HuDtmgdon, made his addresses, 
with greater success, to her elder 
daughter, the Ladj Maud, who 
became his wife, wheD William 
conferred upon the husband, the 
Earldom of Hnntingdon and North- 
ampton. 

Sbst Geoxgh. — The descendants 
of Baldwin St. George, the Norman, 
flourished in England for several 
centuries, and frequently represented 
the County of CMubriilge m parlia- 
ment. They were seated at Hart- 
ley St George, in that shire, full 500 
years.

Barbe, who came with the Con- 
queror from NonoBudj (in which 
province" a town and two riUages 
bearing the name are Btill to be 
found) was, according to an ancient 
charter of the Abbej of Glastonbury, 
progenitor of Robert St. Barbe of 
South Brent, co, Somerset, to whom 
the families of St. Barbe of Ashing- 
ton, Whiteparish, and Ridge way 
traced their pedigree. The only 
aurriving branch is that settled at 
Lymington, Hants. 

Sbmt Mobb. — The baronial family 
of St. Maur, founded by the warrior 
of Hastings, became ei.tinct in the 
chief male line at the decease in 
1499 of Richard, 6th Lord St. Maur, 
whose only daughter and heireae, 
Alice, wedded William, 5th hard 
Zonche of Uaryngwortb. The Sey- 
mours, Dukes of Somerset, whose his- 
totic fatness needs little of ances- 
tral aid to augment its Rlaiy, claim to 
be a scion of the baronial house, and 
their pretensions may be sustained by 
the valuable authority of Camden. 

TucHBT.-"ThefamilyofTouchet,"

Their heiress, Grace, only child 
of Henry de Traci, Baron of Barn- 
staple, temp. Henry I., married John 
de Sudeley, Xiord of Budeley and 
Toddington, and had two sons : 
RiuH, the elder, was ancestor of 
the Sudeleys, Lords of Sudeley Cas- 
tle, whose eventual representative 
Joan, eldest sister and co-heir of 
John, Lord Sudeley, wedded Wm. 
Le Boteler, of Wem ; and William, 
the younger, took bis mother's name 
of Tkaci, and was posBessed of Tod- 
dington, in Gloucestershire, and the 
Barony of Barnstaple, in Devon. 
He held twenty-six knights' fees in 
1165, and was steward of Normandy. 
This William de Traci, it is asserted, 
was one of the murderers of Thomas 
k Becket. From him deBcended,the 
Tbactb of TojmraQTON, Vucoon» 
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Tbacy, of RathcooiiH, sad the 
TiiACTa, Babosetb of Stanwai. 
Of the former, Henry Tracy, eighth 
Viscount, died in 1797, leaving an 
only dau. and heir, Hehbietta Sd- 
■ANNAQ.m. in l79S,to Charles Han- 
bury, Esq., who assumed the addi- 
tional surname and armu of Tracy, 
and was raised to the peerage in 
1838, OS Baron Sudeley. Since the de- 
cease in 1797, ofthe eighth Viscount 
Tracy of Rathcoote, the hereditary 
honours of the family have remained 
dormant, but they are now claimed 
by Benjamin Wheatlby Tbact, 
Esq., Lieutenant R.N., and James 
Tbact, Esq., who have both sub- 
mitted their preteasioDs to the de- 
cision of the House of Lords. 

TBrssBiiL. — 'i'he Trussells were 
of knightly ranli from their first es- 
tablishment in England. The most 
distinguished personage of the name 
was ihelamous William TruGseIl,who

Talbot. — Although some main- 
tain that the illustrious family of 
Talbot was established in En^and 
antecedently to the Conquest, we 
cannot trace the feet by any authen- 
tic evidence. Tbe first of tbe name 
occurring in the public records is . 
RicnASD SB Talbot, one of the 
witnesses to the grant, which Wal- 
ter Giffard, Earl of Buckingham, 
made to the Monks of Oerasie in 



Richard de Talbot is also mentioned 
in Domesday Book, as holding nine 
hides of land from the said Earl of 
Buckingham. He married the 
daughter of Gerard de Goumay, 
Baron of Yarmouth, and had two 
sons, Gboftbet, ancestor of the 
great House of Talbot of Bassau., 
CO. York ; and Hugh, who founded 
the still more illustrious family of 
Talbot, eunobled under the title of 
Shrewsbury. The male line of the 
Bashall T^bots, whose chiefs were 
of knightly rank, and considerable 
historic importance, in the times of 
the Plantagenets and Tudors, ter- 
minated with Thomas Talbot, Esq^ 
of Bashall, who died 25th Feb., 1618. 
His last siurviving daughter and heir, 



MABaBST TiLBOT, Wedded Colooel 
William White, of Duffieid, co. 
Derby, aod was mother of an only 
child, JiMH White, of Bashall, wife 
of Edward Ferrers, Esq., and mother 
of John FiiBHiiBs, Esq., of Eashall, 
whose will was proved at York, and 
October, 1707. The only aon of 
tbiB geutlemaD, William Ferrers, 
Esq., died unmarried, 23rd March, 
. 1732, leaTing bis stBtera his co-heirs. 
Elizabeth the younger was second 
wife of William Jodrell, Esq. ; and 
DoEOTHr, the elder, espoused Rich- 
ard Walmesley, Esq., of Coldcoales 
Uall, CO. Lancaster, by whom she 
,was grandmother of Mahgiset 
Walmeslbi, of Bashall, who married 
in 17G6, Hugh Hughes Lloyd, Esq., 
of Plymog, CO. Denbigh, aod Gwer- 
clas, CO Merioneth, and their grand- 
Bon, RicHABS Wax.hebi.ei Llotd, 
Eaq., is now representative of the 
TAj.Bots of Bashali- The younger, 
but more illustrious branch of this 
great name was, as we have already 
stated, that which became ennobled 
ID the Earldom of Shrewabary, and 
which haa, for full six hundred years, 
acted a brilliaot part in the annals of 
our country. The first Earl of 
Shrewsbury was Sir John Talbot, 
of the reigns of Henry V. and VI., 
one of the most illustrious charac- 
ters in the whole raDge of English his- 
tory. Thia renowned warrior, than 

" A itouter GluunploD nsTei handled twitrA,^ 
wa« appointed, in U12, lord-justice 
of Jb'eland, and in two years after- 
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wards became lord -lieu tenant of the 
same kingdom, in which important 
government he continued for seven 
years. He subsequently distinguished 
nimeelfia the French wars of the fifth 
Henry, but his highest renown was 
attained upon the same field, in the 
reign of Ilenry VI., under the Re- 
gent John Plantagenet, Duke of Bed- 
ford, when his name alone became 
terrible, in consequence of the va- 
rious Bucceseful expeditions he 
conducted. Hia lordship wa» at- 
tacked, however, by the Maid of 
OBi.EAiis, at Patay, in 1429, and hia - 
army being entirely routed, he be- 
came captive to the enterprising and 
enthusiastic heroine. He was ex- 
changed soon after for Ambrose de 
Ijore, a celebrated French captain ; 
and continuing to distinguish himself 
in anus, he whs created, 29th May, 
1442, Eabl op Shsewsbubt. His 
lordship was subsequently re-cooeti- 
tuted tord-lieutenant of Ireland, and 
elevated to the peerage of that king- 
dom, 17th July, 1446, as Earl of 
Waterford, havmg been appointed at 
the same time lord-high -steward of 
Ireland. The Earl was now far ad- 
vanced in life, but the English inter- 
ests decliaicg in France, he was once 
more induced to place himself at the 
head of the army there ; and his 
courage and bis conduct restored for 
some time at least its glory. He waa 
nominated Lieutenant of the Duchy 
of Aquitaine, having under him, as 
Captains of his men-at-anns and 
archers, his son John Talbot, Via- 
count LTsle. Sir John Hupgrrford, 
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Lord Molmei, Sir Riwer Camoys, 
Sir John L'Isle, and Jodd Beaufort, 
the Bastard of Somerset. Marching 
immediate]; to the Beat of his 
Koveromeot, he took the city of 
Bourdeaux, and placed a garriaoa in 
it ; whence, he proceeded to the re- 
lief of Chastillloa, whea an engage- 
ment with the French Army ensued, 
which termtoated ia the total de- 
feat of the EDglish, and the death of 
their gallaijt general, who vm killed 
by a canaon ball. Thus fell, Bword 
Id hand, JobQ Talbot, Eari of 
Shrewabnrv, at the great age of 80, 
on the 20th July, 14S3, atler having 
-won no less thsB forty pitched bat- 
tles, or important rencontres. His re- 
mains were conveyed to £^glaad, and 
interred at Wlutechurch, co. Salop, 
where a noble monument waa erected 
in the aouih wall of the Chancel, with 
this epitaph : —

ToBKH. — Thornton, in his " His- 
tory of Nottinghamshire," states that 
the family of Toke was settled ia 
that county aa early as the reign of 
William Bufos.

Of this 
family was Sir Bryan Tuke, who 
was, first, Secretaryjto Cardinal Wol- 
sey, afterwards. Foreign Secretary 
to Henry VIII, then, Treaaura of the 
King's Chamber, and finally, Ambas- 
sador to France, with Bishop Tun- 
sttdl. From this eloquent and learned 
'personage, described by Leland aa 



Creasing Temple, Esses, who 1 
created a BaroDet in 1663-4, and 
fell at the Battle of the Boyne. 
Other iDranches of the descendants 
of the Norman Touke became seated 
in the counties of Derb^, Notting- 
ham, York, Kent, Cambndge, Herta, 
Dorset, &c. Of the existmg &mi- 
lies, the chief is that of Gooinlon, 
in Kent, now represented by the 
B.EV.

The laleRev. William Tooke, F.R.S., 
author of the " History of Russia," 
derived bis descent from the Tookee 
or Tokes of Hertfordshire, them- 
telvea sciona of the Keolish stock.

TiBTOTB. — ■ From this knightly 
warrior sprang the Lords Tibetot, 
suDtnoned to parliament in 1803, 
and the Tiptotls, Earla of Worcester. 

TUBBETIIJ.E. — Within thirty years 
after the conquest. Sir Payn de Tur- 
bervill accompanied Sir Robert Fitz- 
HamoD, to the aid of Jestin-ap'Gwr- 
gant, King of Glamoivan, against 
Khj»,Princeof South Wales. Subse- 
quently, on the death of Rhys, Filz- 
Hamon, turning his forces against 
Jcstin, and conquering his whole 
dominion, divided it amongst his fol- 
lowers. To the share of Sir Payn de 
Turberrille were allotted the castle 
and lordehi^ of Coyty, and then was 
established in Wales the great house 
ofTurbevill, seated atCoyty,Tjtheg- 
stone, Penbline, Lantwitt Major, and 
Ewency Abbey. 

Tdsvilb — From which of the ten 
Seigniories of Tourville in the Duchy 
of Normandy the English Turviles 
came, cannot now be ascertatned. 
CertaiD it is that William de Tour- 
ville accompanied Duke William to 
Hastings, and that soon afler the 
conquest, the Tourrilles became ex- 
tennve proptietora in the counties of 
Warwick and Leicester, giving in 
the latter their name to the manor 
of NwTDBDton Tunrile. Theoresent 
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representative is Gioroe Fobtbscub 
ToBTitB, Esq., of Husband's Bos- 
worth, CO. Leicester. 

TiBWJ — StB Waltkb Tibbu, 
a Norman kuight, came into En- 
gland, and soon afler became tenant 
of the manor of Langham, co. Essex, 
which be held at the General Survey 
under Richard de Tonbri^. Of

man of the bed-cbamber, and a 
member of the priyy-CDiiocil to Kiug 
Edward IV. Tbis goDtleman was 
so extensive a landed proprietor in 
the cos. of Somerset, Northampton, 
Kent, and the principality of Wales, 
that he required the designation of 
" the Great Wake," From Sir Tho- 
mas sprang the Wakes of Clevedon, 
CO. Somcrbet, now represented by Sir

Wabbbihb. — William de Warren, 
Earl of Warren, in Normandy, a near 
relation of the Conqueror's, came 
into EnslaDd with that Prince, and 
having distinguished himself at the 
battle of Hastings, obtained an im* 
menae portion ofdie public spoliation^' 
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Ha had Itirge gnrot* of ImuIb ia 
(ereTil counties, amoDStt which wero 
tha Barony of Lfwes, in Sussex, Hoet 
the manors of Carletune and Ben- 
ingtUD, in Lincolnshire. 3o ex- 
tenuve indeed were those Krants, 
thai his poswasions Tesemblea more 
the dominions of a soTereini prince, 
than the estates of a subject. He 
enjojed, too, in the highest degree, 
the confidence of the king, and was 
appointed joiot-justice-general, with 
lUcSard de Bene&ctis, for admiais- 
tering justica throushoUt the whole 
realm. When citing some great 
distvrberH of the public peace to ap- 
pear before him and hu colleague, 
Mid those rel\iaingto attend, he took 
up arms, and defeating the rebels in 
a battle at FAaADirnH, he is said, for 
the purpose of striLing terror, to 
have cut off the right foot of each of 
his prisoners. Of those rebels, Ralph 
Waher or Guader, Earl of Nor- 
folk, and Roger, Earl of Hereford, 
were the rin^eaders. His lordship 



by that monarch, Eakl of Sdbbet. 
He m. Gundred, daughter of the 
CoHQDSKOR, and had issue two sons 
and two daughters. This potent 
noble built the castle of Holt ; and 
founded the priorj of Lewes, 
Sosxex.

And moreover, that the next 
day after, the abbot acquunted all 
the monks in chapter therewith. 
And likewise, th^ abont four days 
after, there came a messenger to 
them ftvm the wife of this eari, with 
one hundred shillings for the good 
of his soul, who told them, that he 
died the very hour that the abbot 
had heard the outcry. But that 
neither the abbot, nor any of the 
monks would receive it ; not think- 
ing it safb for them to take the 
money of a damned person." "If 
this part of the story," adds Dugdale, 
" as to the abbot's hearing the noise 
be no truer than the last, viz. — that 
his lady sent them one hundred 
shillings, I shall deem it to be a 
mere fiction, in regard the lady was 
certainly dead about three years be- 
fore."

Wira.1- — Sir Humphrey d'Wyrill, 
of the family of VieuTillc of Nor- 
mandy, was the Norman thus indi- 
cated on the Battle RoU. He ac- 
quired H fair share of the spoils 
of conquest, and seated himself in 
Yorkshire, where his descendants, 
the WyriUs of ConsUble Burton, 
now represented by Mabuaddcb 
Wyvill, Esq., remain to this day.
